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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF FON. JOHN F. COLLINS, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON 


Reverend Clergy, Honorable Members of the Boston 
City Council, Distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 


Except for the dark shadows of certain fiscal prob- 
lems which we must face and solve during the coming 
year, I look forward to 1965 with renewed confidence 
and continuing enthusiasm, so far as the prospects of 
the City of Boston are concerned. 

Nineteen hundred sixty-four was a year which started 
in sadness but ended in hope, not only for this nation 
but for this city. It was a year which began while we 
were still numb from shock and grief, following the tragic 
death of our beloved President John F. Kennedy. 

It was a year attended by much physical and emo- 
tional violence, in connection with the great struggle for 
civic rights. It was a Presidential election year, giving 
rise to intense, and frequently bitter, partisan political 
debate. 

Happily, the year ended with what I am positive is a 
better and genuine spirit of mutual understanding, 
respect and cooperation among all the people of this 
nation. Moreover, as far as the national political 
debate which took place, if there was no unanimity as to 
what kind of government the people want, they were . 
unequivocal in indicating what kind of government they 
do not want. 

Were it not for the fiscal problems to which I will 
advert, the outlook for our city during 1965 would not 
only be cheerful, but exclusively cheerful. 
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For 1965 is the year in which we cap many of our 
major efforts of the last several years. Nineteen hun- 
dred sixty-five will see substantial completion of the 
Prudential Center, with the Prudential Building itself 
fully occupied, the new Sheraton-Boston Hotel opened 
for occupancy, and the new War Memorial Municipal 
Auditorium dedicated on February 21st. 

Faith and confidence in your ‘‘New Boston” is under- 
lined by the tremendous increase in private building 
construction. Currently more than 45 million dollars 
is being spent for multi-unit dwellings which will provide 
accommodations for more than 6,000 families. And, at 
the same time, more than 2,000 single and two-family 
homes are being built for new residents. 

And as buildings go up, some others come down, as the 
city continues its never-ending war against blight. Also 
the Zoning Code for the New Boston will bring further 
improvement in the type of new construction which 
can be foreseen. 

Nineteen hundred sixty-five will see the completion of 
major elements of the new Government Center, with the 
new Federal Building completed, the new State Building 
up in part, the new City Hall above ground, and the 
superstructure of the new privately-financed office 
building rising to its maximum height. 

Elsewhere in the city we will see completion or dedica- 
tion of more and more of the edifices which mean so 
much to the spirit, as well as to the appearance, of our 
great city, with more and more pleasant and dignified 
housing for those of moderate income, including reloca- 
tion housing; and a start on the great Waterfront 
Project. 

There is another building on the Boston scene that 
deserves the salute of each of us—-and that is Boston 
City Hospital which continues to move forward with 
an aggresive multimillion- dollar capital improvement 
program. 

Boston City Hospital, which just celebrated its 100th 
birthday, marking a century of service, continues to 
stand in the forefront of municipal teaching hospitals 
dedicated to improving health standards throughout 
the nation. 
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Soon plans will be completed to link the hospital with 
the City Health Department. A merger such as this 
will provide a better, stronger, and more efficient public 
health program for the City of Boston and her people. 


I must pause here to say that I would be remiss if I 
were not to notice and congratulate the Honorable City 
Council for its role in making all of these projects 
realizable. 


Boston’s image, Boston’s spirit, Boston’s reputation 
have never been better than in 1965, and you and all the 
fine people of Boston can take pride in your accomplish- 
ments—the results of efforts so courageously undertaken, 
despite the forbidding prophecies of the gloomy sooth- 
sayers. 

But most of all, Boston and, I am sure, all of Massa- 
chusetts, will benefit during 1965 from a quantity and 
quality of legislative accomplishments for the people of 
our state which have never been surpassed in the history 
of our Commonwealth. 


For there is every evidence that not only the legislative 
leadership, but also the rank and file of the Great and 
General Court are both attentive to the fiscal problems 
of the cities and towns, and determined to attack those 
problems with an energy, industry and wisdom un- 
matched in many years. 


The problems which the Legislature faces this year 
are neither few nor simple, ranging as they do from 
meeting the State’s own fiscal needs, as well as the 
crucial needs of all the cities and towns, and including, 
as they do, the matter of implementing those portions of 
the Willis Report on education which admit neither of 
debate nor delay. 


By any standard, the recent state election must be 
interpreted as a decision by the Massachusetts elec- 
torate that the needs of the cities and towns must be 
met, even if that involves an increase in our state tax 
structure. 

What is needed is a demonstration by the people of 
this city and this state, through public communication 
to the Legislature, by every means and through every 
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medium, that this decision by the electorate is also a 
mandate, the execution of which will have their universal 
approval. 

I firmly believe that you and I can place our reliance 
on the Great and General Court, and that we may look 
forward with confidence this year to forward-looking 
legislation, of immediate benefit to Boston and its 
sister cities and towns, which will bespeak the states- 
manship of the legislative leadership and a sense of 
public responsibility on the part of the Legislature 
as a whole. 


Needless to say—and for reasons already familiar to 
most of the people of Boston—substantial financial 
relief, resulting from such legislative action, is crucial 
to the City of Boston in 1965. 

It is anticipated that the gross increase in the 1965 
municipal budget will be about 25 to 26 million dollars. 
Of this amount, 714 million is represented by increases in 
Welfare and Veterans’ services, 3 to 4 million is repre- 
sented by additional School Department budgeting, 
4 million by Police and Fire Department salary increases, 
14% million by additional MBTA assessments, 1% 
million by additional retirement payments. 

Also involved are normal increases of about 314 
million dollars in general departmental expenses, and an 
increase of about 4 million dollars in debt service, 
resulting chiefly from capital investments in the im- 
provement of the equipment and structures of the 
New Boston. 

Although we can anticipate free cash that will offset 
some of these increases as a result of diligent efforts to 
tighten the city’s financial affairs, net additional ap- 
propriations may have to be as much as fifteen to 
twenty million dollars. 

Unless this amount is offset by additional aid from the 
state, or action by the state to take over the administra- 
tion and costs of certain programs now being performed 
by the city, then the property tax rate must, perforce, 


go up.

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The property tax rate, without help from the state, 
will probably go up by an amount of between ten and 
fifteen dollars per thousand. 


I shall, however, continue to closely scrutinize every 
area for expenditure and endeavor to collect all out- 
standing revenues due to the city in a constant and de- 
termined effort to lessen the burden on our homeowners 
and rent payers. 


We could, of course, obviate a portion of this increase 
by reducing the quantity and quality of municipal 
services. But I do not believe that any of our citizens 
would seriously consider a cessation of our program of 
modern street-lighting, or a diminution of our highway 
reconstruction program, or a deliberate downgrading of 
our excellent fire, police, traffic, and other municipal 
services. 


Of course, a significant part of the increase in our 1965 
appropriations results, directly or indirectly, from the 
November referendum on the Police Pay Raise, a 
referendum which passed by the narrowest of margins, 
after a rather well-financed campaign on its behalf 
while the city was legally powerless to expend one cent 
for radio, television, or newspaper advertising for the 
purpose of contesting the same. 

Now I do not begrudge any man a fair day’s pay for a 
fair day’s work, but there are three lessons inherent in 
this referendum experience: 

First of all, such a referendum should not—in the 
absence of manifest injustice or inequities—be author- 
ized except with the approval of the local mayor or 
board of selectmen. 

Second, such a referendum should not—in fairness to 
all other employees—be authorized for the benefit of a 
single class of municipal employees. 

And third, the Legislature should either forbid the 
expenditure of any moneys for political advertising in 
connection with such a referendum, or should authorize 
the city or town involved to expend reasonable sums in 
opposition thereto.

In any event, what is done is done, and we now have 
to pay the piper, and it would be most unfortunate if the 
property owner, as usual, has to pick up the bill by 
himself. 


I am therefore all the more hopeful that the Legislature 
will, in its wisdom, this year devise a definite means of 
relieving the strain on the homeowner’s pocketbook 
and that of other local taxpayers. 


For myself—and I am sure I speak for all of you, as 
well—I intend to devote myself with renewed energy 
and unbounded enthusiasm in helping to strengthen our 
beloved city, which truly grows better and more magnif- 
icent each year. 


May Divine blessings attend our efforts.

DeaR Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the eleventh annual report 
of the Administrative Services Department for the year 
commencing January 1, 1964, and ended December 31, 
1964. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is Chairman of said Board; an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets; an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel; an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent; and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 
Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nance, it is the duty of said Board, and more especially 
of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
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under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
respect to the organization, activities, policies, and pro- 
cedures of all departments, boards, and officers of the 
city government so that the administration thereof shall 
be economical and efficient. 

There were two changes in Board membership during 
the year. Under date of October 31, Adolph H. 
Brauneis, Commissioner of Assessing, retired after a 
period of long and distinguished service and was re- 
placed by Francis X. Cuddy, Esquire, who was pro- 
moted from Associate Commissioner of Assessing on 
November 1, 1964. Under date of December 1, James 
EK. Gildea, the Collector-Treasurer, resigned to accept 
a position with the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
and his vacancy was filled through the appointment of 
Edmund W. Holmes as Acting Collector-Treasurer. 


The tentative or experimental policy of holding in- 
formal meetings with Board Members, rather than con- 
ducting formal meetings, was continued during 1964, 
with only one formal meeting being held under date of 
December 3, 1964, at Room 48, City Hall. 

The need for holding meetings of a formal nature at 
more regular intervals, as is required under the provisions 
of the statute establishing the Public Safety Commis- 
sion, did not present itself except on the one occasion 
previously mentioned. The major portion of the ac- 
tivities of the department were more or less limited to 
functions already established within the department 
either through previous Board action or by the authority 
vested in the Director as a department head under the 
provisions of the City Charter. 


Through your appointment during the latter part of 
the year of Dr. Roy Hamilton and Dr. Gary Brazier as 
your special assistants, several matters of an administra- 
tive character requiring extensive study and research 
have been initiated by Board members, and the results 
were still pending as of the close of the year. 


At our meeting of December 3 Dr. Hamilton was 
present and recommended several changes for improve- 
ment in our present fiscal operations. Board members 
who are heads of the various departments or divisions 
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involved have been working with Dr. Hamilton with a 
view to simplifying and improving present procedures in 
sald operations. We are hopeful that within a short 
period of time, or at least during the current year, a 
modernization of techniques in our fiscal operations will 
be effected. This should result in a drastic new approach 
in our collecting and disbursing systems which for a 
long period of time have been functioning in a routine 
manner with little or no attention being paid to speed 
and efficiency in operations. 


A staffing and reorganization study was initiated in 
the Building Department by Charles M. Evans and 
Associates, a local consultant organization. The results 
of the study have already been submitted, and a greater 
part of the recommendations contained therein have 
already been placed into effect. We believe this survey 
was long overdue and that the reorganizational aspect of 
the same will not only increase efficiency and stimulate 
employee morale throughout the entire department but 
will give to the public the type of service which it de- 
serves and demands. The approval and acceptance of 
the new Building and Zoning Codes were important 
factors in the postponing of this survey until 1964. 


An In-Service Training Unit was established within 
the Administrative Division under date of January, 
1964, and as sufficient space was unavailable in the 
Hall or Annex to conduct this operation in a business- 
like manner, offices were established at 404 Barristers 
Hall, to carry out this all-important function. More 
detailéd information concerning the operations of this 
unit during the past year is included under the ‘‘ Ad- 
ministrative Division”’ caption. 


Due to the increased volume of business being con- 
ducted by the Group Life-Health Insurance Unit, an- 
other office was established at Barristers Hall, where 
two members of the Administrative Division staff are 
presently engaged in general research projects. The 
services of at least another administrative analyst and a 
competent secretary-stenographer will be required in the 
not too distant future to assist in the compilation and 
preparation of reports on various administrative matters. 
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We will be obliged to bear with this necessary and un- 
usual arrangement until such time as the new City Hall 
is erected, where sufficient space will be available for a 
more efficient operation than presently obtains. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


As noted above, the Administrative Division, which 
is responsible for the carrying out of the major portion 
of administration policy as set forth by you and the 
Director, has been cramped for space in performing its 
various functions and has been obliged to relocate four 
of its staff members in offices that are removed from the 
central operation. One of the staff members was as- 
signed to the Personnel Division from January to Octo- 
ber 1, to sit in on employee appeal hearings resulting 
from the Jacobs Classification and Salary Survey con- 
ducted in 1968. Another member of the staff was 
assigned to the office of the City Record from January 1 
to May 1 to supervise its business operations. 


In addition to several reports filed with your office 
concerning various inquiries on municipal operations, 
several studies or projects were conducted or initiated 
by our analysts, the more important of which are listed 
below: 


1. A redraft of the Procedural Manual for the Admin- 
istrative Services Department. 

2. <A review and study of procedural manuals filed by 
other city departments which are presently under 
study. 

3. A review and study of the Federal Commodity Surplus 
Food Program for Institutions and the Needy Family 
Surplus Food Program. 

4. A study of proposed fee increases for licenses, permits, 
and services rendered. 

5. A study and review of Catalogue on Federal Aids to 
State and Local Governments. 

6. A study of a proposal to consolidate inspectional func- 
tions of the city which are concerned with various 
code enforcements. 

7. A study of a proposal to consolidate and centralize as 
many licensing functions of the city government as 
would appear practicable and feasible. 
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The following twenty-eight directives were issued by 
the division at various times during the year and are 
composed of general administrative matters pertaining 
to city and county operations:

IN=-SERVICE TRAINING UNIT 


In fulfillment of your aspiration that the new City 
Hall be manned by up-to-the-minute personnel who will 
be equipped to provide ultra-modern services to the 
community, we have successfully established a new 
unit known as the In-Service Training Unit. 

After civil service certification, Theodore J. Hoppe, as 
Training Coordinator, became responsible for the effec- 
tuation of the program. 

Under the direction of our Chairman, Henry A. 
Scagnoli, it was early established that the need for 
training reaches from the top to the bottom of the 
municipal organization. It was especially noted that it 
is needed for all levels of administrative, professional, 
and technical management areas—from foremen to 
department heads. 

Quickly the In-Service Training Division turned to 
city, state, and federal teaching facilities as well as 
public and private schools in this comprehensive pro- 
gram which will maintain City of Boston’s personnel 
on a par with the rapidly changing increasingly tech- 
nological and complex times. 

It is built on the foundation principle that every 
worker with a willingness to learn, a motivation for 
advancement, and career development will be eligible 
to participate. The challenge has been accepted— 
and is being met—that there is no subject matter involv- 
ing municipal affairs in which modern up-to-date 
courses are lacking. 

The Director of Administrative Services together 
with the Training Coordinator and other outside profes- 
sional authorities have held meetings with department 
heads and department representatives to orient them 
with the aims, objectives, and motivations of the Unit. 
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In order that department heads may further acquaint 
themselves fully with the kinds of service offered, a 
listing of achievements attained in the first year of 
operations is included in this report. It is, of course, 
the primary purpose of the unit to enable department 
heads to give all employees, including themselves, on a 
voluntary basis, the opportunity to expand and refine 
the skills necessary to provide efficiently vital municipal 
services. 

Early in the year conferences were held with Mr. 
Thomas A. Roche, Director of Vocational Education 
and Industrial Arts, Boston School Department, to the 
end that a basic electrical maintenance course be 
started in the Boston Traffic and Parking Department. 
A course was designed for eleven electric maintenance 
men to provide better skills and necessary knowledge 
for the maintenance of a new electronic signal system 
installed on Massachusetts Avenue to replace the old 
Unit II system. 

Mr. Thomas A. Roche assigned Mr. Jeffrey Keating, 
Assistant Director of Manpower, to select an instructor 
from the Boston School Department to conduct the 
course. Mr. Daniel Griffin was selected. He completed 
the first semester in June, 1964, and in September 
started the second semester. This course will continue 
into 1965, when in June the third and final semester 
will be completed. 

_ Plans were also drawn with Director Roche at this 

time to institute classes for clerks, typists, stenograph- 
ers, and secretaries. The resultant was that the services 
of three Boston school system teachers were enlisted; 
Mr. John Mullaney and Mr. Donald Carbone began 
conducting stenographic classes with an enrollment of 
twenty-five city employees each, while at the same 
time Mr. Earl Chisholm began conducting typewriting 
classes for another twenty-five students. The first 
semester of these three classes ended in December, 1964, 
and the second semester will end in June, 1965. 

Due to uncontrollable circumstances, it was not 
possible in the year 1964 to institute the secretarial 
course. However, all arrangements are now completed 
to have such a course started in September, 1965.

It must be understood that the City of Boston has 
received all this professional teaching absolutely without 
cost. The promotional opportunities offered to all who 
are enrolled in these courses comes to them at absolutely 
no cost, provided conditions of attendance and progress 
are fulfilled. Book costs and carfares expended will be 
returned by the administration to each student upon 
completion of the course. 

Under Chapter 581, approved by the Legislature on 
June 23, 1964, cities and towns may enter into agree- 
ment with the Department of Personnel and Standard- 
ization, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to establish 
in-service training programs for engineering employees. 
A tailor-made five-year program leading to the degree 
of associate engineering offers subjects of particular 
value to municipal personnel. For those already pos- 
sessing a degree or who may be desirous of specialization, 
unit engineering courses have been made available. 

In September, 1964, nineteen members of the Public 
Works Department became enrolled in the five-year 
course at Boston State College. Two men became en- 
rolled in unit courses. Five men of the Building De- 
partment and two men of the Traffic and Parking De- 
partment also became enrolled. 

The development of these courses was mandatory. 
The superannuation of professional members coupled 
with the inability to compete with recruitment wages 
offered by private industry have rapidly depleted our 
staff of qualified engineers. 

'The first semester of these courses will be completed 
this month. Already enrollments for continuance into 
the second semester have been accepted together with 
those of an additional ten men who will start new classes 
in September, 1965. 

The provisions of the act require that only 50 percent 
of a $300 per capita cost of the associate degree training 
and a $35 charge for the specialized courses shall be paid 
for by the city. Since the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts is lacking necessary funds at the present, and 
in order to initiate the program without delay, you 
kindly declared your willingness to allow the city to 
assume the full estimated cost until such time as a state 
appropriation is made available. 
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Again, it must be understood that wherever the stu- 
dent makes any outlay, he shall receive reimbursement 
upon fulfillment of conditions applied. 

In August, 1964, the Bureau of Public Affairs, Boston 
College, announced the offering of three-month courses 
in municipal administration and municipal finance. 
Thirty-one members of city personnel received Inter- 
national City Managers Association certificates upon 
successful conclusion of the administration course in 
December, 1964, as did nine members who had been 
enrolled in the finance course. 

The tuition fee of $50 per person was fully subscribed 
by the city, as was also the costs for all books used in 
the course. Already applications have been accepted 
for the enrollment of thirty more people who will be- 
come students in personnel or planning and zoning 
courses which will start this month. 

The Boston Welfare Department’s long-active in- 
service training program has received a financial boost 
from federal funds available from the Training Center 
in Youth Development, program of B.U. Law-Medicine 
Institute. Under the leadership of William F. Lally, 
Director of Welfare, in the eight-year period from 1955 
to 1962, eighteen courses, seminars, and workshops 
guided by faculty members from the Harvard School of 
Public Health, Boston University School of Social Work, 
Simmons College School of Social Work, Tufts and Har- 
vard Medical Schools have been provided for the staff 
under grants from the Hood Foundation. 

In January, 1964, the Welfare Department sponsored 
a credit course for thirty members of the supervisory 
staff at Boston College School of Social Work, marking 
the first time a course was established and underwritten 
for the special needs of the department’s staff. 

In June, 1964, the Superintendent of Plant Mainte- 
nance, Boston Welfare Department, attended a 40-hour 
course for plant maintenance at Columbia University. 
During the year another member of the maintenance 
personnel was enrolled in a University Extension 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts course in landscaping 
and groundskeeping. 

In anticipation of the opening of the new City Hall, 
a member of the Data Processing Unit was assigned 
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to take a course on files improvement developed by the 
National Archives and Record Service under the 
sponsorship of the General Service Administration 
Institute, Region 1. This course lasted for two full 
days. The course is designed to help federal offices 
save time and money through the establishment of 
filing systems which promote modern filing techniques. 
Subsequent to taking the course, our representative 
rendered a report that stated it would be a profitable 
experience for all who have record-keeping duties, 
including secretaries in the City of Boston employ, to 
take this course. 


A course was given to eleven members of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures Office to improve skills and 
knowledge of certain types of electronic scales. This 
course was conducted on a seminar basis by the Hobart 
Manufacturing Company on their premises. 


Election Commission Chairman George H. Greene 
and Commissioner Smith had your backing in a new 
venture to train every election warden who is in charge 
at Boston’s 275 precincts. 

The emphasis was on the common complaints as 
well as the unusual problems that can crop up to cause 
confusion on election day. Wardens were briefed in 
small groups twice daily in mock elections that drama- 
tized each procedure. 


Forty members of the recreational staff of the Boston 
Parks and Recreation Commission received a special 
30-hour Red Cross Instructor Course that has been 
adapted to provide the further development of first 
aid training as an important element of a safety program 
for use whenever required in any of the recreational 
facilities of the city. 

Through the cooperation of the Boston Public 
Library an open shelf municipal executive library has 
been established in the Kirstein Business Branch. 
This shelf contains more than 100 volumes written on 
administrative, professional, and technical subjects 
encountered every day. 


Under your sponsorship a Toastmasters International 
Club was organized, comprising forty members, in- 
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cluding department heads, to improve techniques in 
public speaking, thinking, and listening. 

In the year 1964 sixteen two-hour luncheon meetings 
were held. At each of these meetings a time-scheduled 
program was strictly adhered to, developing aims and 
objectives stated. All expenses involved in the pursuit 
of this program are individually paid for by the member- 
ship at an approximate cost of $60 per capita. 

The Boston Police Department in 1964 has sent 
supervisory officers to school to study personnel manage- 
ment under International Association Chiefs of Police 
Instructors. Other members have attended courses 
at FBI schools and Northwestern University for Police 
Personnel. 

The Boston Police Academy was also involved in 
the training and development of two groups of recruits 
numbering forty each who have become permanent 
police officers. 

Through the cooperation of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, 160 members of city 
personnel were trained to acquire skills and facilities 
in using the telephone to enhance the administration 
of highly critical department calls. 

As a further development of telephone and counter 
courtesy, a correspondence course has been instituted 
which involves the mailing of 2,500 in-service training 
bulletins of this important subject to all the departments 
of the city for distribution to the users of city telephones. 

Courses for Fire Department personnel in fire pre- 
vention and fire-fighting techniques continue under the 
sponsorship of fire underwriters and various other 
schools. 

Plans already have been drawn for the introduction 
of many new courses in the year 1965 together with the 
continuance of those already established. 

Of chief interest and benefit to the city will be the 
execution, functioning, and development of all the speci- 
fications of a general safety program introduced by the 
Massachusetts Safety Council under the terms of a 
contract, to which reference is made in the Public 
Safety Commission Report incorporated herein. 
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DATA PROCESSING UNIT 


During 1964 we actively continued the development 
of data processing on service charges and related func- 
tions. 


Approximately 100,000 water bills were processed 
quarterly. The rerouting of water meter readings has 
resulted in semiannual billings for small consumers. 


The conversion of 18,000 public works sign permits 
has been completed and will be implemented in mid- 
1965. 


The police list function of the unit has been expanded 
to the preparation of over 500,000 preprinted listing 
cards. This card is the listing officer’s basic document. 
Also, we have assumed from the Police Department the 
list of dwellings used by the police in conjunction with 
the list cards; this equals 90,000 lines of printing. 


The voting list application of this unit has also been 
expanded to the preparation annually of the official 
election record. This equals 330,000 lines of printing 
and has resulted in great savings in man hours to the 
Election Department. Post cards as to notification of 
change in polling places have also become an operation 
in this unit. Planning has been completed on the cre- 
ation of the preliminary jury selection letter, and this 
will be implemented in 1965. 


At the request, and with the help, of the Post Office 
Department, we have completed zip-coding our water 
and sewer name and address file of over 120,000 accounts. 


In addition, we have continued to concern ourselves 
with the development of data-processing requirements 
for agencies which will be moving to the new City Hall. 
These requirements have been reviewed in the initial 
stages, and the development of detailed equipment lay- 
outs in both preliminary and final design have also been 
reviewed and approved. 


Appropriations requested for the Data Processing 
Unit for 1965 are at the same level as for 1964 in spite of 
increases in equipment costs. We continue to believe 
that this sum will be adequate for the completion of 
the program as it is now defined. 
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The unit has provided, in addition to its routine work, 
special services to other city departments and is presently 
involved in the development of other applications areas. 
We believe that this constitutes tangible evidence of the 
type of service capability which will be of substantial 
benefit to the effective management of a modern city 
government. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


This division prepared the annual city and county 
budgets for 1964 and submitted the same to you for 
review and study prior to its submission to the City 
Council on the first Monday in February. 


The 1964 city and county budgets amounted to 
$135,680,262, or an increase over 1963 of $6,250,150. 
Major areas effecting this increase were brought about 
by legislative action, a reclassification plan adopted 
city-wide, salary increases to special categories of em- 
ployees in addition to higher costs of benefits for wel- 
fare and veterans’ services recipients, and the general 
rise in the price of materials and supplies. 


A comparison of the 1959 city and county budgets, 
which totaled $122,377,685, and the 1964 budgets of 
$135,680,262 reflects an increase of $13,302,577, or less 
than 11 percent over the five-year period. 


During this same period the federal budget has risen 
by $22 billion, or more than 28 percent, while the state 
budget for the 1964-65 period reached almost $600 
million, or an increase over the 1959-60 budget of more 
than 35.5 percent. 


A major innovation in 1964 was the segregation of all 
departmental allowances for equipment into a separate 
account for all city, county, and income departments. 
This action resulted in a closer control of expenditures 
by a department for equipment and a degree of savings 
by the adoption of a policy that only equipment re- 
quested and granted by the appropriation could be 
purchased. As department heads became more aware 
that requests for equipment will be recognized only for 
the specific items appropriated for the department, the 
control of budgetary allowances will become more rigid.

Members of the Budget Division worked in close 
harmony with department heads and were in attendance 
at many meetings and conferences held by the various 
departments and were particularly concerned with 
matters pertinent to financial problems and programs 
throughout the city. 


Another area where the Budget Division was able to 
function for the first time was in the acceptance by the 
MBTA Advisory Board of the budget for the Authority. 
Here, under your direction, a member of this depart- 
ment, acting as your representative, attended budget 
hearings and was instrumental in developing areas 
which would represent millions of dollars in savings for 
the communities in the MBTA district, of which the 
City of Boston is the major contributor to the assess- 
ment of the Authority annual deficit. 

The Budget Division is presently analyzing the 1965 
budget requests of all City and County departments. 
It is anticipated that there will be substantial increases 
in 1965 appropriations, estimated as follows: 


Welfare and Veterans’ Services. 7.5 million 
Schools a 3 to 4 million 
Police and Fire Salary Increase... 4 million 
Debt . ; 4 million 
Retirement ; 1 1.5 million 
MTA and MBTA projected over the full 

12-month period of 1964 another... 1.5 million 


and to cover the normal salary and other departmental 
increases for city and county government in 1965, it is 
expected that another 3.5 million will be required. 
This would indicate an over-all increase in 1965 appro- 
priations of 25 to 26 million. 


The picture, budget-wise, for the year 1965, is not 
too encouraging and it certainly emphasizes the need 
for substantial financial relief from sources other than 
real estate, which, for too many years, has been bearing 
the brunt of the costs for the operations of city and 
county government not only in Boston but in the 
majority of cities and towns throughout the Common- 
wealth. We are hopeful that the State Legislature 
during the current session will see fit to provide in an 
equitable manner the financial relief which is necessary 
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to provide the services which our citizens demand and 
to continue the splendid work which you have initiated 
and which has been progressing rapidly during the past 
few years. 


COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


The aim of this division is to accelerate the function 
of processing complaints, to examine and investigate 
each complaint registered, regardless of what agency or 
individual may be involved, and to render information 
to the public in much the same manner as obtains in 
most of our successful private business enterprises 
throughout the country. 

Since this function was moved to the first floor of 
the City Hall from an office on the second floor adjacent 
to the Mayor’s Office, there have been many more 
people calling in person for the registering of complaints 
or for the seeking of information. 

Complaints concerning the abandonment of dilapi- 
dated cars on public streets, private ways, and many 
vacant lots have been increasing, and have posed a 
serious problem for both the Police and the Public 
Works Departments. Without the excellent coopera- 
tion received from all public safety agencies of the city 
in addition to other departments, such as the Building, 
Public Works, and Parks and Recreation Departments, 
our efforts in dealing with these complaints on a busi- 
nesslike and courteous basis would have been in vain. 

The informational function of the division has been 
expanding rapidly during the past few years due to the 
greater number of tourists visiting our city. National 
publicity concerning Boston’s progress and revitalization 
during the past five years has created more than ordi- 
nary interest throughout the country. 

With the advent of a new City Hall in the offing, we 
are firm in the belief that the present activities of this 
division will expand further. After the new City Hall 
is erected and we have moved to the new location, we 
can visualize a greater demand for information in many 
other areas than are presently covered, but, with the 
cooperation of the Chamber of Commerce, civic organi- 
zations, the various news media channels and federal 
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and state agencies, we should be in a position to render 
the type of service that will reflect credit upon the city 
and your administration. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The 1964 operations of the Personnel Division were 
projected towards improved efficiency in the processing 
of all personnel matters submitted by the various city 
and county departments. 


The following listed classifications and compensation 
plans are administered by this division: 


Classification and Compensation Plan for City of Boston 
Employees 

Classification and Compensation Plan for Officers and 
Employees of Suffolk County 

Fire Fighting Force Compensation Plan 

Fire Alarm Division Compensation Plan 

Police Department Compensation Plan 

Department of School Buildings Compensation Plan 

Hospital Nursing Personnel Compensation Plan 

Welfare Compensation Plan 


Investigations are continually made concerning classi- 
fication and compensation problems. After thorough 
studies, recommendations are made, designed to improve 
conditions and to correct inequitable situations wherever 
they may become evident. 


A close businesslike relationship has been maintained 
between the Personnel Division and the Massachusetts 
Division of Civil Service. Cooperation on the part of 
both agencies has resulted in a smooth handling of the 
numerous cases subject to civil service laws and rules, 
thus making for more expeditious determinations in 
these matters. 


During 1964 further implementation of the transition 
rules of the new plans were effected. 

Appeal procedures were established in accordance 
with the provisions of Rules 11 and 12 of the Compensa- 
tion Plan. 

The Appeal Board, under the direction of the Super- 
visor of Personnel, met and acted on 240 cases of em- 
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ployees, involving both individuals and groups, claiming 
to be aggrieved by the compensation grade assigned to 
the positions allocated to them. 

Reorganization procedures in the Building Depart- 
ment required careful consideration of new classifications 
recommended by the consulting firm of Charles Evans 
and Company. 

Departmental personnel quotas were kept under close 
control for the purpose of effecting, wherever possible, 
reductions in city working forces without lowering 
efficiency of services. 


GROUP INSURANCE UNIT 


This unit has been in effect now for the last thirty 
months, completing our second full year of operations 
in December, 1964. 

In order to secure the greatest coverage possible for 
those who retired prior to August, 1962, approximately 
3,000 kits were mailed to these employees in order that 
they may increase their benefits to the $18-a-day plan 
plus PIC. We hope to have this plan in effect early in 
1965, as the additional benefits offered, especially under 
PIC, are very important to this group because of the 
age factor. 

Rather than wait for a particular reopening date in 
1964 as we did in 19638, those employees who failed to 
participate in the plan when they were first employed 
by the city are being enrolled daily. 


Since the inauguration of this plan some thirty 
months ago, the amount of benefits paid by Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield on behalf of city and county employees and 
members of their families totaled approximately five 
million dollars. It is very apparent that if this type of 
protection were not available, medical and hospital costs 
would be an extreme hardship in many cases and pro- 
hibitive in others. 

We have also increased our enrollment in our Student 
Group (sons and daughters of city employees who are 
now attending school), and even though Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield has had a general increase in rates, we have 
been able to hold the line in this particular group. 
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In the life insurance segment of the program for the 
year 1964, 180 death claims were processed in the 
amount of $2,000, in addition to a dozen claims of double. 
indemnity of $4,000 each, a total payment to beneficiaries 
of $408,000. 

In addition to the daily routines of processing these 
claims, enrolling new applicants, and reviewing hospital 
and medical bills, we have been studying and con- 
sidering the establishment of the optional insurance por- 
tion of Chapter 32B, which was approved and accepted 
by the City Council in 1964 with a view to having this 
portion of the program placed in effect in the early part 
of 1965. This will enable the city and county employee 
to purchase additional life insurance for the protection 
of his family at a minimum cost. 


We will continue our efforts to improve and expand 
our services when and as opportunities present them- 
selves. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


The Purchasing Division’s prime responsibility is to 
obtain the best possible value on all supplies, materials, 
and equipment purchased for its tax dollar. During the 
year 1964 the Purchasing Division has continued the 
policy commenced in 1960, and steady progress and 
savings have resulted during the past five years. The 
open door policy has always been maintained, resulting 
in better products and greater savings. Continued 
efforts are made to find new sources of reducing costs 
without sacrificing quality. A routine function of this 
division is the continual checking and revising of speci- 
fications to make certain that the city is obtaining the 
best possible product at the lowest cost. 

By combining similar items to be purchased, sub- 
stantial savings have resulted by means of advertising. 
Example of same is specific model refrigerators. If pur- 
chased individually they would cost $633 and $945 each, 
net. However, by means of public advertising, these 
same refrigerators cost $550 and $850 each, less 2 per- 
cent discount. 


As a result of considerable research, a new type of 
sterile envelope is now being purchased for use by the 
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hospitals and savings of more than 100 percent have 
been realized. By using a less expensive grade of stain- 
less steel flatware offered by the low bidder through 
public advertisement, 35 percent savings have been 
effected. After securing from using departments their 
annual requirements for photographic paper and sub- 
sequently publicly advertising for bids on same, savings 
have approximated 40 percent. Establishing specifica- 
tions for mimeograph paper to meet the needs of the 
various departments, obtaining the annual estimates for 
same, and publicly advertising for prices resulted in 
securing a high-grade paper at savings of approximately 
30 percent. By expanding the list of prospective bidders 
through public advertisement, lower prices have been 
obtained on many items without sacrificing quality. To 
name a few — pencils, notebooks, and paper pads. 


Through direct purchasing from the manufacturer 
and certain revisions in specifications, savings of approxi- 
mately 10 percent have been realized in purchases of 
police items such as badges, holsters, etc. Approxi- 
mately 20 percent savings were accomplished by taking 
advantage of close-out sales in purchasing clothing for 
the Temporary Home for Women (Welfare Department). 
Improvements in the method of purchasing uniforms 
for the Fire Department by ordering custom-made uni- 
forms, made to exact specifications, from one successful 
low bidder, as opposed to the former two-step method of 
ordering material from one bidder and makeup of 
uniforms from another, have resulted in greater satis- 
faction from a standpoint of service and elimination of 
waste from excess material. 


New revised requirements for fresh fruits and vege- 
tables will permit greater competition while maintaining 
the same high quality and continued low prices. As a 
result of keen competitive bidding, the lowest price on 
salt for snow removal was obtained at a saving of 
approximately 40 percent. The 1964-65 price is $8.75 
per ton compared to $14.75 per ton in 1959. Granulated 
sugar has been purchased for 30 percent less in 1964. 


The purchasing of bolts and nuts has been reduced 
approximately 10 percent. Increased competition has 
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reduced the purchasing price of leather goods by ap- 
proximately 20 percent, and the purchasing of nursery 
stock by 10 percent.

On gasoline, a discount of $.0656 per gallon was 
received in 1964 as against a discount of $.05995 per 
gallon in 1963, resulting in a saving of approximately 
$8,750. Motor oil was purchased at $.8746 per gallon 
in 1964 as compared to a price of $.459 in 1963. 

Approximately 30 percent reduction in cost of pur- 
chasing procaine penicillin has been realized in 1964. 
Certain bottles purchased in 1964 cost $198.70 as. 
compared to $602.40 in 1963. Savings have been 
realized in purchasing chemicals by incorporating them 
into an open-end contract, and a 2 percent discount. 
has been realized. Wheel chairs formerly costing 
$146.34 each are now purchased at $135.00 each.

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As a result of rejecting and readvertising the following 
items, savings occurred as follows:

The number of contracts issued during 1964 from 
the Purchasing Division was 425. Proposals necessary 
for originating the foregoing contracts totaled 323. 
Purchase orders issued during 1964 amounted to 
approximately $10,217,000. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The establishment of this unit in 1954 to centralize 
the recording, distribution, and disposal of surplus 
property has proven to be another important function 
of municipal operations. The results to date have 
been most gratifying in every respect, and the adoption 
of procedures in reporting, transferring, storing, and 
disposing of surplus property in a businesslike manner 
was a worthwhile move. 


Prior to the establishment of the unit, it was cus- 
tomary for many departments to retain surplus property 
over a long period of time without giving any considera- 
tion to whether or not such property could be used else- 
where or disposed of while it had some intrinsic value. 
When the unit was established it was found that many 
items declared as surplus in one department could be 
used to advantage by another department or depart- 
ments, thereby obviating the necessity for including 
such items in annual or supplementary budgets. 


At the present time every channel of disposal within 
city departments is explored before any item is stored 
or disposed of by sale. For example, the South Boston 
Courthouse was broken into and the safe containing 
records and currency from fines was damaged beyond 
repair; this unit is in the process of furnishing a safe from 
surplus property. During the past year 140 requests 
were made by various departments for desks, chairs. 
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filing cabinets, tables, and other office furniture, and 
we were successful in honoring a majority of these 
requests by delivering surplus and serviceable equip- 
ment which we had stored in the depot established in 
the basement of the Maurice J. Tobin Building, Tremont 
Street, Roxbury. Due to the expansion of Park De- 
partment activities this storage space was allocated to 
the Park Department, thereby depriving the unit, 
temporarily, of a suitable storage facility. We are 
hopeful that another facility will become available to 
us in the near future. 

When we were unable to furnish some specific type 
of furniture or equipment, a visit was made by a rep- 
resentative of the unit to the Massachusetts Surplus 
Property Depot in Taunton, Massachusetts, where, in 
most cases, we were successful in securing the item or 
items requested. In our opinion, this particular function 
should be expanded. We are certain that many more 
items than are presently being acquired through the 
Massachusetts Surplus Property Depot can be secured 
at tremendous savings to the city and the taxpayer. 
With the taking over of the property disposal function 
of the Police and School Departments during the past 
year, it was impossible to devote the time and study 
necessary to explore the various avenues open for the 
acquisition of surplus property stored at the Taunton 
Depot. 

Surplus property classified as ‘‘junk’’ was disposed 
of to the highest bidder, with a representative of the 
unit present to observe removal and weighing. As a 
result of the disposal of this type of material, we were 
successful in securing for the city a substantial sum of 
money. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This unit, now in its ninth year, has proven to be 
most valuable as a centralized administrative function 
of city government. 

In 1964 some 2,500 inspections of office machines were 
made, consisting of cleaning, oiling, and adjusting, 
with any necessary repairs, for which outside con- 
tractors would charge from $8 to $12 per inspection. 
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In several cases departments requested service for 
machines which required a complete overhaul, and, in 
approximately fifty cases, it was found that machines 
were beyond reasonable repair and departments were 
advised to trade in the old for new equipment. The unit 
received 800 emergency calls for immediate repairs 
which were handled promptly and efficiently. Parts 
for equipment are purchased at wholesale prices, and 
savings up to 300 percent on certain parts were realized. 

It is estimated that the cost of service rendered, if 
performed by outside contractors, would approximate 
over $30,000 annually, and, with the cost of operations 
for the year 1964 totaling in the vicinity of $12,000 and 
with savings averaging $9,000 for the past nine years, 
savings of $81,000 over the nine-year period not only 
justify this operation but warrant consideration for 
expanding it with additional help, additional equip- 
ment, and the possibility of serving the School Depart- 
ment and other city and county agencies that are 
located in areas remote from the center of the city and 
which are presently being serviced by outside firms. 
In 1964 this unit serviced three new departments in 
addition to those now being serviced, namely, Parks, 
Veterans’ Services, and Long Island Hospital. 

In addition to the savings realized from this operation, 
the prompt and efficient servicing of machines has also 
been an important factor in eliminating delays in pro- 
duction in the departments presently being serviced. 
Additional service has been rendered to the office ma- 
chine buyer by having the service man check machines 
being offered for trade in the purchase of new machines. 
In many cases we found the machine being traded was 
in good condition. In such cases we placed this machine 
in stock for emergency purposes and traded one of the 
older machines for the new. 

The Purchasing Division is constantly on the alert 
for new and modern techniques in all areas of purchas- 
ing, both in private industry and government opera- 
tions. We feel that a pursuance of this policy in the 
past few years has resulted in tremendous savings to the 
taxpayer, and it is our intent to continue this practice 
in the years ahead. 
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PRINTING SECTION 


In spite of an approximate 4 percent raise to all 
employees in the plant due to changes in the scales of 
the four unions represented and in the classification and 
compensation plan, the Printing Section budget was 
decreased in 1964 by $18,526.29, or 2.5 percent. Em- 
ployees now number 86 instead of 88 — and it is not 
our intent to fill the vacated positions. Charges to 
departments for work processed have increased by 
6 percent. 


The Offset Unit has certainly proved its worth by 
eliminating much composition, proofreading, and cor- 
recting on jobs which were formerly reset each year. 
A standing plate library is evolving which will save the 
city many thousands of dollars. 


The amalgamation of the bookroom and the job room 
continues to increase the mobility of the working force 
and to expedite production. 


As a result of the Boston Municipal Research Bureau 
study of 1963, several administrative changes have 
taken place, and several others are under study at the 
present time. As stated previously, it would be ex- 
tremely dificult to effect major changes in operations 
overnight without impeding production and creating 
confusion. We are quite certain that the policy which 
we have been advocating of making changes gradually, 
rather than hastily without giving each suggestion or 
recommendation due consideration, will benefit both the 
city and the employee. 


ART COMMISSION 


The Art Commission, either through its own appro- 
priations or other sources, recommended or directed 
that the following work be initiated during 1964: 


The cleaning of the Copenhagen Fountain. This work was 
completed in June, but only recently complaints were 
again registered concerning its disreputable condition, due 
to teenage vandalism. 
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Vandals caused damages to the John Harvard Mall, 
Charlestown, requiring an expenditure of $225 for res- 
toration. 

Cleaning of the First Meeting House, Dorchester, marker. 
The straightening and resetting of the bronze panel com- 
memorating Mary Draper at Roxbury Public Library. 
Cleaning the iron lantern in the Public Garden of an 
accumulation of paint and restoring it. 

Twenty paintings belonging to the city and hanging in the 
Faneuil Hall are being cleaned at the recommendation of 
the Art Commission as part of the Real Property Depart- 
ment’s program for painting and cleaning Faneuil Hall. 


The Art Commission was asked to advise on a rear- 
rangement and improvement of the fountain set on the 
Tremont Street Mall of the Common. It is proposed to 
make use of lighting to increase its effectiveness. Its 
advice was also sought on the relocation of the Pat- 
rick Collins Memorial now situated on Commonwealth 
Avenue at the Fenway. This memorial for many years 
was located on Commonwealth Avenue at Charlesgate 
West, and construction work in this area required its 
removal to another location. 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board or any member thereof, however, under the 
provisions of the existing ordinance the annual report or 
any other report of the Art Commission is obliged to be 
made through the Board, and, in accordance therewith 
we submit the annual report of this commission. 


The members of the commission include the following:

1969. 

William B. Osgood, nominated by the Trustees of the 
Boston Public Library, term expiring May 1, 1966.

Society of Boston, term expiring May 1, 1967. 

Alice M. Walsh (nee Maginnis), nominated by the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, term expiring May 1, 1968. 

Marvin Goody, nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, term expiring May 1, 1965. 

David McKibbon, 103 Beacon Street, Boston, employed 
as a clerk on a part-time basis. 
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As you are aware, the commission has the custody and 
eare of all works of art owned by the city. No work of 
art can be accepted by the city, erected, or placed in any 
public way without the approval of the Art Commission. 
In addition, it is also responsible for the upkeep of 
monuments in public squares and the care of existing 
paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large ex- 
penditures of public funds at the present time. Annual 
expenditures are, and have been, in the vicinity of 
approximately $2,000. 

This department is privileged in having associated 
with it these outstanding individuals who comprise the 
membership of the Art Commission and who contribute 
their services to the city. 

Boston has always enjoyed a high standard among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its apprecia- 
tion of the arts, and it is comforting to know that per- 
sonages of such high caliber in this particular field have 
been selected to take charge of this important function 
of government. 


CONCLUSION 


This is the eleventh year that the Administrative 
Services Department has been in existence since the 
general reorganization of the city government in Jan- 
uary of 1954. With one change in administration and 
several changes in Board membership during this 
period, we have been most fortunate in making steady 
progress in several aspects of municipal operations. We 
realize that we have only touched the surface in certain 
areas and must always be alert to the rapid changes that 
are taking place daily in procedures, policies, and prac- 
tices in the broad field in which we are engaged. 

The immediate future presents many problems and 
challenges which will require more than ordinary in-

terest and attention, and it is our purpose, under your 
leadership, to continue our efforts to improve conditions: 
within the framework of our government in accordance 
with the latest techniques of municipal administration.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the eleventh annual report 
of the Public Safety Commission for the year commenc- 
ing January 1, 1964, and ended December 31, 1964. 

The chief function of this commission under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by 
Chapter 194, Acts of 1961, is to coordinate the work of 
all departments concerned with public safety, to the 
end that there may be efficient and concerted action by 
said departments, particularly in times of emergency 
and/or disaster. Under the provisions of Chapter 4, 
Section 9, of the Revised City Ordinances of 1961, this 
commission is an integral part of the Administrative 
Services Department. 

The members of this commission, including the execu- 
tive secretary to the commission, serve without compen- 
sation and without an appropriation of any character, 
thereby obviating the necessity of submitting a financial 
statement concerning expenditures. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held at least monthly during the year 1964 on the 
following dates at Room 43, City Hall, with the excep- 
tion of one meeting which was held at the Civil Defense 
Control Center in Framingham on September 17, 1964:

In addition to regular meetings, an emergency meet- 
ing was held at Civil Defense Headquarters, 115 South- 
ampton Street, under date of May 22, 1964, which was 
called by his Honor the Mayor as a result of the disas- 
trous Dorchester fire which occurred on the same date. 
More detailed information concerning this fire will be 
included later in this report. 
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Under date of March 5, 1964, Dr. John T. Foley, the 
Health Commissioner, who had been serving in a tem- 
porary capacity since the resignation of Dr. F. Robert 
Freckleton in 1962, was appointed as permanent Health 
Commissioner subject to charter provisions. 

Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building De- 
partment, in accordance with the provisions of Section 2, 
Chapter 203, of the Acts of 1959, and a report of its 
activities for the year will be contained in the annual 
report of the Building Department. 


SNOW COORDINATING TABLE 


Since the establishment of this team, back in 1961, 
much progress has been made in coordinating the 
efforts of the various public safety agencies involved not 
only in the area of snow removal but in all types of 
emergencies that required special tasks by qualified 
personnel. 

In the snow removal function, which at one time was 
considered a singular function of the Public Works De- 
partment, the combined efforts of said department, the 
Police and Trafic Departments, the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department, the Fire Department, the MBTA, the 
Boston Civil Defense Agency, and the School Depart- 
ment have been important factors in alleviating traffic 
congestion, aiding the sick, providing public transporta- 
tion, and clearing the city streets within the shortest 
period of time at minimum costs. 

Another example of the efficiency of and necessity for 
this unit was demonstrated upon the occasion of the 
disastrous fire which occurred in the Dorchester district 
under date of May 22, 1964. A detailed report on the 
activities of the various departments involved during 
the course of this fire follows below. The knowledge 
and experience gained since the establishment of this 
commission and, more especially, by the Snow Coordi- 
nating Table, have been of tremendous value in accept- 
ing and facing the challenges that are ever prevalent in 
the fields of public safety. 
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DORCHESTER FIRE (Bellflower Street) 
Friday, May 22, 1964 


On the above date you will recall, at your direction 
and behest, an emergency meeting was held at Civil 
Defense Headquarters to coordinate and marshal all 
public safety forces in alleviating the distress caused by 
one of the greatest conflagrations ever witnessed in this 
area in the past half-century. The general area in which 
the fire occurred was in the approximate center of a 
roughly triangular-shaped section of the city boarded by 
Dorchester Avenue and Boston Street with Mt. Vernon 
Street as its base. This was the general area where a 
devastating force challenged the combined strength of 
the Boston Fire Department and the mutual aid of nine- 
teen surrounding communities and was beaten down, but 
not before totally destroying seventeen buildings, dam- 
aging scores of others and several motor vehicles, with a 
total estimated loss in excess of $750,000, not including 
public utility installations which served the area. A 
detailed report from the Fire Department was for- 
warded to you under date of July 31, 1964. However, 
as the Snow Coordinating Table and all the members 
of this commission played an important role in the 
coordinating function, we are submitting herewith a 
brief report on some of the activities effected as a result 
of this coordinated effort which was placed under the 
direction of Gen. Charles W. Sweeney, the Director of 
the Boston Civil Defense Agency. 

To simplify reporting, we are listing herewith by 
departments some of the major work performed: 


American Red Cross 


The American Red Cross mobilized its Disaster Plan im- 
mediately on Friday, May 22, when notified that a serious fire 
was in progress. Volunteers and emergency equipment re- 
sponded to provide a shelter for homeless, provide first aid, and 
complete registration of the homeless. As the size of the fire 
was realized, eleven Red Cross chapters in Greater Boston 
were summoned to the scene with volunteers and equipment. 
More than 100 volunteers were constantly on duty. The Red 
Cross office, operating at the VF W Post 2091, Buttonwood and 
Locust Streets, completed registrations of families for long- 
range aid. Emergency disbursing orders were issued, so that 
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families could purchase food and clothing. Used articles 
donated by the public were available to supplement Red Cross 
purchase orders. A trained disaster caseworker was assigned 
to each family, to plan with them a long-range program of 
assistance. Funds, based on family needs, were made available 
for food, rent, clothing, maintenance, essential household 
necessities, furniture, assistance with vocational items lost, 
and aid for any disaster-connected medical expenses. All 
assistance was an outright gift. The field office remained open 
for case intake until Monday, May 31. More than thirty 
families of the fifty-four seriously affected found permanent 
shelter through cooperating agencies and in many cases were 
moved by Red Cross volunteers. Emergency feeding, nursing, 
and medical supervision were available all during the disaster. 


Building Department 


There were seventeen buildings destroyed by fire or destroyed 
to the extent that the remaining portions had to be removed. 
Two buildings were less severely damaged by the fire and could 
be repaired if the owners so desired. There was an undeter- 
mined number of buildings with extremely minor fire damage 
on roofs and porches which could easily be repaired. Several 
members of the Building Department personnel were on the 
job from Friday afternoon. On Saturday morning orders were 
given to the Maher and Fall Wrecking Company to move 
a crane and bulldozer into the area in order to remove portions 
of partially burned buildings that were in a dangerous condition 
and liable to fall. Efforts were being confined to knocking 
down portions of the partially burned buildings, and this work 
was completed on Sunday, the twenty-fourth. 


Health Department 


On Friday, May 22, the Health Unit on Dorchester Avenue 
in South Boston was staffed until 9 p.m. by two environmental 
sanitation inspectors, two nurses, and two custodians, in order 
to be of assistance in the event that their services were needed 
and to make the building available to the needy. A doctor and 
nurse were assigned to the Russell School Shelter Center and 
set up a medical-aid staff for the displaced persons to establish 
medical needs, to give professional medical advice, and to 
assist the Red Cross in handling the crowds. 


Hospital Department 


The Emergency Ward was placed on emergency alert upon 
receipt of the call for ambulances at 1:45 p.m. on Friday, the 
twenty-second. Five ambulances were dispatched with three 
doctors and five medical aids. Adequate numbers of oxygen 
tanks and inhalation equipment were sent to the scene of the 
fire via hospital vehicles. Administrative personnel appeared 
on the Emergency Ward to direct the various phases of ac- 
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tivities. Upon sounding of the alert, the usual complement on 
duty (about twenty-five) was tripled. This included doctors, 
nurses, orderlies, porters, medical and social workers, and 
clerical and technical staff. All casualties were treated as 
quickly as possible. Those made homeless and not requiring 
hospitalization were found suitable shelter by the social work- 
ers. Coffee and gingerbread were served to those that desired 
it. The total number of casualties received at the Emergency 
Ward was thirty. The number admitted to the hospital was 
seven. The personnel involved in this emergency held fast to 
their traditional reputation of prompt, efficient, and compas- 
sionate service. 


Housing Authority 


Twenty-two families were housed over the weekend. These 
twenty-two families were housed in six different developments 
throughout the city. The total number of people involved, 
ninety-one. This agency operated from the VFW quarters on 
the corner of Locust and Buttonwood Streets, Dorchester. 
Telephones were installed so that people could call direct. 
However, a call to the Boston Housing Authority’s main office 
facilitated immediate service or action. 


Police Department 


Responding to the second and subsequent alarms of the Fire 
Department, four deputy superintendents, two captains, eight 
lieutenants, twenty sergeants, 274 patrolmen, thirty-one cycles, 
fifteen ambulets, fifteen ambulances, two tow trucks, and an 
emergency truck were sent to the scene. Emergency disaster 
procedures, as stipulated in Special Order dated May 18, 1964, 
were immediately put into effect. In Special Order dated 
May 23, 1964, effective at 5:45 p.m., Friday through Monday, 
May 25, 1964, three sergeants, twenty-two patrolmen during 
the daytime, and two sergeants and twelve patrolmen on last 
half tours of duty were assigned to the area. Metropolitan 
District Police, under the supervision of Superintendent 
McCarthy and Captain Peter Bille, responded to the scene, 
including fifty-two patrolmen, twenty-four cruiser-ambulances, 
and seven cycles to render general assistance, and were placed 
on general alert and traffic control duty. 


Public Works Department 


The Water Division of this department responded to the fire 
on the fourth alarm in accordance with established practice. 
By 3:15 p.m. on Friday three emergency water crews were on 
duty under the direct supervision of Principal Engineer John P. 
Sullivan and Water Maintenance Supervisors Richard Gorman 
and Nicholas Marsney. All hydrants in the area were func- 
tioning properly. Static water pressure, immediately prior to 
the fire at 1:30 p.m., as recorded at the Albany Street Record- 
ing Station, approximately one-half mile from Bellflower 
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Street, was a normal 50 pounds and dropped no lower than 45 
pounds at any time during the fire. The water distribution 
system in the vicinity of this fire was good, with 12-inch mains in 
both Boston Street and Dorchester Avenue fed from 20-inch 
mains and 30-inch mains at Andrew Square and a 24-inch main 
at Edward Everett Square. Water engineers at the scene of 
the fire estimated that approximately thirty to thirty-five 
43-inch lines were in service and were all drawing sufficient 
water, as a careful check revealed that no lines were under 
vacuum. The water supply in this area is considerably in 
excess of the National Board of Fire Underwriters requirements 
for an area such as this which is 5,000 gallons per minute. On 
Saturday, May 23, personnel from this department constructed 
barriers and temporary lighting for police patrols and on Sun- 
day began the normal street clean-up in the area. The only 
public works damage was to repavement and curbstone in 
Bellflower Street, repairs for which were estimated to cost 
$2,000. 


Redevelopment Authority 


The Boston Redevelopment Authority immediately made its 
relocation resources available on a priority basis to help families 
being displaced by the Bellflower Street fire locate permanent 
housing. On Friday the relocation staff started the job of 
finding available housing units. In addition to listing available 
housing units which were in the Authority’s files and which 
were called in by property owners desiring to help, the reloca- 
tion staff went through newspaper listings, calling property 
Owners in order to request the owners to make their units avail- 
ableif needed. A master list of private housing accommodations 
was compiled and included information on location, rentals, 
number of rooms, and other pertinent information for over 100 
private units. On Saturday a full relocation team reported for 
duty at the Russell School. Families who preferred private 
housing were interviewed to determine their housing needs and 
preferences, which were matched against available housing 
units. Transportation was arranged for those families without 
transportation facilities. On Sunday a full relocation team was 
also on duty for the entire day at the Russell School. Addi- 
tional families were interviewed and shown available housing 
units. An interpreter was available to aid families with diffi- 
culties in speaking English. The Authority’s staff remained on 
duty at the Thaddeus Kosciuszko VFW Post during the follow- 
ing week, to accomplish the job of rehousing permanently the 
fire-displaced families with as little inconvenience as possible to 
the families. 


Welfare Department 


This department opened emergency headquarters at the 
William E. Russell School in Dorchester with the cooperation 
of the School Department, with several representatives of the 
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agency present until midnight on the twenty-second and during 
the weekend to interview disaster relief victims. Liaison with 
the Red Cross was established for as long as the emergency 
existed, and this organization agreed to handle all nonwelfare 
cases while the Welfare Department handled all welfare cases 
and any other cases that appeard to need public funds. A 
Welfare Department Disaster Office was established at 20 West 
Howell Street, South Boston, which was adjacent to the dis- 
aster area and operated on an emergency basis to meet any 
type of emergency need. 


In addition to the above activities, the Civil Defense Agency, 
the Parking and Traffic Department, the School Department, 
and many other agencies of the city government were repre- 
sented either at the scene of the fire or at the special meeting 
of the commission. It was the consensus of the general public 
that, but for the promptness, alertness, and capabilities of the 
various agencies involved, the loss of life and property would 
have been much more severe than was evidenced after the fire 
was brought under control. The members of the Public Safety 
Commission and the Snow Coordinating Table, which is 
actually a Disaster Relief Team, were happy to have been of 
service during the course of this terrible catastrophe. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


At the February meeting of the commission the Di- 
rector of Civil Defense, General Sweeney, presented a 
film on the subject of fallouts prepared by the National 
Department of Defense which ran for the duration of 
one hour. The main theme concerned the effect of 
radiation on human and plant life and stressed the 
precautions that should be taken under various circum- 
‘stances or conditions, pointing out in animated and 
graphic form when radiation is or is not harmful or 
dangerous. Although time, distance, and materials play 
important roles in the degree of danger that may exist 
at a specific location, the Department of Defense empha- 
sized in its presentation that the best safety measure for 
protection from radiation or fallouts is adequate shelter. 


Our meeting of September 17 was held at the Massa- 
chusetts Civil Defense Control Center in Framingham 
at the invitation of Daniel J. Finn, State Civil Defense 
Director. Commission members were taken on a tour 
of the facility, and a detailed explanation of the various 
functions was offered by the public relations officer, 
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Mr. Jackson. This was one of the most interesting and 
informative sessions attended by this board, as it gave 
us an insight in and a deep appreciation of what the 
state authorities were doing and planning to prevent the 
loss of life and property from any type of disaster that 
might visit this section of the country. 


It was also interesting to note that at our December 
meeting Boston has licensed facilities for disaster pur- 
poses for a capacity of 1,200,000 people, as against a city 
population of 697,000, and that Boston’s program was 
rated at 50 percent as against a national average of 
16 percent. 


SCHOOL VANDALISM PROGRAMS 


Superintendent of Schools William H. Ohrenberger 
initiated a program to reduce and possibly eliminate 
vandalism in the Boston schools by distributing leaflets 
to 95,000 children in the public schools and, by arrange- 
ments with the archdiocesan authorities, to 45,000 
pupils in parochial schools. Although the results of this 
program have not been analyzed for the year 1964, we 
are of the opinion that since the leaflets were distributed 
there has been a reduction in the amount of vandalism 
occurring in various sections of the city. A final analysis 
of the results should prove most interesting. For your 
information we are submitting herewith the contents of 
the pamphlet to which we make reference: 


The city needs your help to stop vandalism now. 


I am appealing directly to you as parents because I know 
you want your children to receive the best education in clean, 
safe, and comfortable schools. 


By working together we can save funds lost through 
vandalism, turn them towards the purchase of additional 
educational materials and improve our schools in general. 
How can you help to prevent vandalism? I suggest the fol- 
lowing measures: 

Impress upon your children and other boys and girls the 
importance of respect for school property. 

Emphasize that we can get the most good out of our schools 
if we do all we can to keep them in excellent condition. 

Discuss vandalism and its effect upon education in the 
home, at clubs, social gatherings, and business functions. 
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You who live within view of schools must be vigilant and 
report trespassers or other signs of misuse of school property 
to the police immediately. 

You who see signs of vandalism to any school in our city 
are asked to notify the police immediately. 


TRAFFIC AND PARKING STUDIES 


As a result of studies conducted by the Traffic and 
Parking Department during the year 1964, a number of 
positive measures will be introduced during the current 
year to meet some of Boston’s traffic and parking prob- 
lems, the greater part of which will be in the interests of 
public safety. Present plans call for the installation of 
9,000 vandal-resistant parking meters throughout the 
city; the initiation of a strong educational program to 
curb jaywalking prior to enforcement of the Pedestrian 
Control Law; the establishment of new traffic patterns 
in the areas of South Station and Copley Square to 
conform with turnpike extension plans; the filing of 
miscellaneous legislation to permit the utilization of 
special parking control officers (Meter Maids) to relieve 
the Police Department of this function; extension of 
the towing law throughout the city; repeal of limitations 
on municipally-owned parking lots; and authorization 
of the apportionment of ten million dollars from the 
Highway Fund to assist the city in meeting traffic 
control standards (it is estimated that it will cost ap- 
proximately two million dollars to install new trafhc 
control devices in order to comply with federal stand- 
ards). 


JAYWALKING LAW 


In our 1963 report we incorporated therein a copy of 
the Jaywalking Law (Chapter 409, Acts of 1963). 
During 1964, after considerable study and discussion, 
the following Rules and Regulations were adopted by 
the Traffic and Parking Commission to regulate the use 
by pedestrians of ways within the control of said com- 
mission: 


PEDESTRIAN CONTROL RULES. 


Rule I. Crossing of Roadways by Pedestrians. No 
pedestrian shall cross a roadway within three hundred feet of a 
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police officer directing traffic at a marked crosswalk, except as 
directed by such police officer. Whenever there is a traffic 
control signal or a marked crosswalk within three hundred 
feet, no pedestrian shall enter upon or cross a roadway except 
within the limits of a marked crosswalk and in conformity with 
these rules unless otherwise directed by a police officer. For 
the purpose of these rules, ‘‘roadway”’ shall be construed to 
mean that part of a street, way, highway, road, or parkway 
under the control of the City of Boston devoted to vehicular 
traffic; and ‘“‘marked crosswalk”’ that part of a roadway re- 
served for pedestrian crossing located between two solid white 
reflectorized markings not less than six feet apart and each 
not less than six inches in width. 


Rule 2. Pedestrian Obedience to Traffic Control Signals: 
Unless otherwise directed by a police officer, a pedestrian 
within three hundred feet of a traffic control signal shall obey 
the indications of such signal as follows: 


(a) RED AND YELLOW or “WALK”: Whenever the red 
and yellow lenses are illuminated together or the single word 
“Walk” is illuminated, pedestrians facing such indication may 
pace across the roadway but only in the direction of such 
signal. 


(b) RED ALONE or “DON’T WALK”: Whenever the 
words ‘‘Don’t Walk” or any indication other than red and 
yellow shown together are illuminated in a traffic control 
signal having red and yellow or ‘“‘Walk”’ indications, pedes- 
trians approaching or facing such indication shall wait on the 
sidewalk or in the pedestrian refuge area of a traffic island and 
shall not enter upon or cross a roadway until the red and yellow 
or “Walk” indication is illuminated in the traffic control 
signal, but any pedestrian who has partially completed his 
crossing on the red and yellow or ‘‘Walk”’ indication shall 
proceed (or return) to the nearest sidewalk or safety island 
immediately on the yellow indication, the red indication or 
when the words ‘Don’t Walk” are illuminated by rapid 
intermittent flashes. 

(c) GREEN ALONE: At a traffic control signal having no 
red and yellow or “Walk” indication, pedestrians facing the 
signal may proceed across the roadway within any marked 
crosswalk in the direction of an illuminated green indication. 


(d) YELLOW ALONE, RED ALONE, or FLASHING 
“DON’T WALK”: Pedestrians approaching or facing a yel- 
low, red, or flashing ‘‘ Don’t Walk” illuminated indication shall 
not start to cross a roadway. 


(e) FLASHING RED, FLASHING YELLOW or FLASH- 
ING GREEN: At a traffic control signal where a flashing red, 
flashing yellow, or flashing green indication is being given facing 
a crosswalk, pedestrians shall actuate, where provided, the 
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pedestrian signal indication and cross the roadway only when 
the red-yellow or ‘‘ Walk” indication is illuminated. If no 
pedestrian indication is provided, pedestrians shall cross 
within crosswalks with due care. 


Rule 3. Pedestrian Actuation of Traffic Control 
Signal. At a traffic control signal having red and yellow or 
“Walk” indications which are illuminated only upon actuation 
by a pedestrian push button, no pedestrian shall cross a road- 
way unless or until the pedestrian push button has been 
actuated, and he shall then cross only when the red and yellow 
or ‘Walk’ indication is illuminated. At a traffic control 
signal having no red and yellow or “Walk” indication, a 
pedestrian shall cross only when the green indication is il- 
luminated. If the green indication is illuminated only upon 
actuation by a pedestrian push button, no pedestrian shall 
cross unless or until such button has been actuated and then 
only when the green indication is illuminated. No person shall 
actuate a pedestrian push button unless a crossing of the road- 
way is intended. 


Rule 4. Crossing at Tunnels and Overpasses. No 
pedestrian shall cross a roadway within three hundred feet of a 
pedestrian tunnel or pedestrian overpass except by use of such 
tunnel or overpass or a marked crosswalk. 


Rule 5. Crossing at Non=Signalized Locations. When- 
ever within three hundred feet of a pedestrian desiring to cross 
a roadway there is neither a police officer directing traffic nor a 
traffic control signal nor a marked crosswalk nor a pedestrian 
tunnel or overpass, the pedestrian shall yield the right of way 
to all vehicles upon the roadway and shall cross such roadway 
only at right angles to the sideline of such roadway. 


Rule 6. Pedestrian Use of Roadway. 

(a) A pedestrian crossing a roadway shall yield the right of 
way to funeral or other processions, and to ambulances and 
civil defense, fire, police, and like vehicles on emergency runs 
and, when such procession or vehicle has passed, shall cross 
the roadway only in conformity with these rules. 

(b) No pedestrian shall leave a sidewalk or safety island and 
walk or run into the path of a moving vehicle which is so close 
that it is impossible for the driver to yield the right of way. 

(c) No pedestrian shall stand in a roadway for the purpose of 
soliciting a ride, employment, or business from the operator, 
or any occupant, of any vehicle thereon. 

(d) No pedestrian shall enter upon a marked crosswalk unless 
a crossing of the roadway is intended. 


(e) A pedestrian crossing a roadway within a marked cross- 
walk shall use the half of such crosswalk to his right. 
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(f) A person alighting from a vehicle parked or stopped at a 
sideline of, or a curb in, a roadway shall alight from the side 
of such vehicle nearest such sideline or curb, or if he alights 
from the other side of such vehicle, shall proceed immediately 
to such sideline or curb, and in either case shall thereupon 
cross such roadway only in conformity with these rules. 


(zg) No pedestrian shall walk along the roadway of any way 
having a sidewalk open to pedestrian use; and no pedestrian 
shall walk along any other roadway except on the unfinished 
shoulder nearest to vehicles proceeding in the direction op- 
posite to the pedestrian’s direction. 


Rule 7. Exemptions. These rules shall not apply to 
pedestrians actually engaged in work upon a roadway closed to 
travel or under construction, reconstruction, or repair, or to 
public officers or employees, or the officers or employees of a 
public service corporation upon a roadway in the performance 
of their duties or to a pedestrian upon a roadway in an emer- 
gency. 


Rule 8. Penalties. Any person who violates any provision 
of these rules shall be punished as provided in Section 18A 
of Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 


Rule 9. Provisions Severable. The provisions of these 
rules are hereby declared to be severable; and if any provision 
of any rule is invalid, such invalidity shall not affect or impair 
any other provision of such rule or any other rule. 


HEALTH AND HOSPITAL SERVICES 


An ambulatory services program was inaugurated 
at the City Hospital in May which has resulted in 
bringing the hospital to the people rather than the 
people coming to the hospital and permits the hospital 
to function and devote its resources to the inmates who 
are actually ill. With the rapid advances being made in 
medicine today, and considering the vast increases in 
the number of people who are living to a riper and older 
age, this new function is expected to meet requirements 
not only for the present but the future as well. It has 
resulted to date in simplifying hospital procedures, 
balancing the load between outpatient and emergency 
services, decreasing delays in waiting, improving com- 
munications, and increasing efl.ciency. 

In August the Health Department, as part of our re- 
newal program, initiated a program to inspect dwellings 
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in the Dorchester district in the area bound by East 
Cottage Street, Columbia Road, Hancock Street, and 
Pleasant Street. This area was but one of several 
areas that are being considered for future inspections. 
These inspections, which were inaugurated on an ex- 
perimental basis, provided information and material 
which is being studied at the present time with a view 
to expanding the operation throughout the city, with 
more efficient and systematic procedures resulting in 
the future. Inspectors in the initial phase of the program 
were concerned primarily with the spread of blight and 
involved maintenance rather than demolition recom- 
mendations, in accordance with the provisions of the 
state sanitary code. Six inspectors were assigned to the 
Dorchester district, and their chief concern was con- 
fined to the condition of the interior and exterior of 
existing structures, with emphasis on such factors as 
plumbing, rubbish, garbage, insects, rodents, rooms, 
closets, corridors, etc. 

At the present time serious consideration is being 
given to the feasibility of merging some of our municipal 
inspectional functions so that future inspections could be 
conducted on a more systematic basis, with the result 
that housing and sanitary code violations would be noted 
and reported through a coordinated effort, and correc- 
tions of existing violations would be effected at the 
earliest possible date. Strict enforcement and early 
prosecution of violators would be important functions 
of the merged unit, thereby contributing in large measure 
to the health and safety of the general public. 

The idea of consolidating the function of issuing 
permits and licenses is also pending with a view to 
improving this particular type of service and eliminating 
to the greatest extent possible the many inconveniences 
with which the public is presently faced in applying 
for and receiving a license or permit. It is realized that 
there will be many problems in centralizing this func- 
tion, but we are confident that prior to our moving to 
the new City Hall we will have developed a plan that 
will meet not only with your approval but with the 
heads of the various agencies involved and, more 
especially, the general public. 
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MASSACHUSETTS SAFETY COUNCIL 
CONTRACT 


During the latter part of the year the Administrative 
Services Department entered into a contract with the 
Massachusetts Safety Council to conduct and supervise 
in-training programs for city employees in accident 
prevention and driver training. The three major 
phases of the contract include the compilation and 
submission of a manual on safety training, the estab- 
lishment of courses in occupational safety and driver 
training, and the establishment of an Accident Review 
Board to study the causes of all accidents in city govern- 
ment. 

We consider that this program will provide for the 
city as good a safety program for municipal employees 
as those presently in operation in many of the industrial 
institutions and corporations throughout the Common- 
wealth. It has been evident that tremendous savings 
have been realized and many deaths and injuries pre- 
vented through the establishment of such programs on 
a permanent basis in private industry. As a result of 
this study, we are certain that the number of ‘‘on-the- 
job”’ accidents in the city will be reduced substantially 
and the direct and indirect costs of such accidents will 
be reduced annually by many thousands of dollars. 

The scope of the training program will go from ‘‘How 
to Train People” to the actual training and establish- 
ment of preventive measures to minimize or eliminate 
hazards. Supervisors will be encouraged to try to find 
sources or causes of accidents within buildings, yards, or 
wherever people are working and then to take steps to 
remove the hazards. The supervisor will also engage in 
teaching his people how to work safely. The goal will 
be to reduce the number of ‘‘Lost Time Injuries’’ that 
occur to employees and to reduce the amount of annual 
workmen’s compensation payments. Instruction ses- 
sions will run for approximately two hours, with ten 
sessions scheduled for occupational training courses 
and ten for driver training courses. 


In the event of employees calling in “‘sick”’ by reason 
of an ‘‘off-the-job’’ accident either in the home, on the 
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highway, or a public place, records and details of each 
such case shall, in the future, be recorded. As you are 
well aware, when an individual is off the job, someone 
else has to take his or her place and someone has to 
train the replacement which, in many cases, disrupts 
the efficiency of a department. It is also interesting to 
note from the official records of the Massachusetts 
Safety Council that office job accidents run about 
fifteen times as great as those that occur outside. 


To further our objective of preventing accidents, we 
believe that the Massachusetts Safety Council is ideally 
suited to the role of consultant and coordinator since 
it is in fact a voluntary association of groups and indi- 
viduals in every segment of life—business, industry, 
government, education, religion, labor, and law—work- 
ing together to protect individuals at work, on the 
highway, during recreational activities, and in the home. 
The results of their endeavors in our municipal organiza- 
tion should be realized in the not too distant future, and 
it will be interesting to make comparisons at the end of 
the current year with records of previous years, espe- 
cially in the areas of absenteeism through accidents and 
vehicular accidents in which municipal equipment has 
been involved. 


City Council Order 


Under date of October 19, the following City Council 
Order was introduced by Councillors Langone and 
Tannella: 


Ordered, That the Boston City Council request his Honor 
the Mayor to appoint a committee comprised of the Building 
Commissioner, the Health Commissioner, the Director of 
the Office of Neighborhood Inspection, and the Fire Com- 
missioner’s office representative to set up a system of check- 
ing all unoccupied and vacant buildings in the City of 
Boston. 

Further, that they set up a task force of inspectors to 
check all the older buildings in the city to determine the 
conditions of said buildings as they pertain to the various 
building, fire, and health codes. 

Further, that this task force work directly under one super- 
visor who could be appointed by the coordinating committee 
and be detached from their regular assignments during the 
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mass inspection. That this task force be given a training 
period for orientation and familiarization with the various 
codes involved. That a single headquarters be set up with 
whatever administrative assistance necessary. Further, that 
the coordinating committee meet regularly to determine the 
progress of this task force and to take whatever steps are 
necessary to remedy the situation. 

Finally, that a report by the coordinating committee be 
made to the Mayor and the City Council within one year. 
The Board has the above order under study at the 

present time and is reviewing several plans, one of which 
in all probability will be submitted to the Council for 
consideration at an early date, which will not only 
incorporate the aims and thinking of the Council but 
will, in our opinion, vastly improve our inspectional 
and enforcement functions in the housing and sanitary 


fields. 


SUMMARY 


It has been noted in the past several years that the 
public is becoming more public safety minded than it 
has in any period during the past half-century from the 
local level to the national level. This, in all probability, 
is due not only to the large increases in population and 
increases in the number of motor vehicles crowding our 
highways but to the so-called ‘‘machine age’”’ where 
revolutionary changes are being made daily in every 
field of endeavor. In every large community through- 
out the country there is a need at the present time for 
constant study and review of existing safety laws and 
regulations and methodical preparation for future 
eventualities that will arise as a result of the three 
major factors heretofore mentioned. 

Population increases require expansion in the areas 
of fire and police protection, traffic and parking services, 
air pollution, increases in hospital and public health 
facilities, new schools, ete. 

Increases in the number of motor vehicles traveling 
throughout a community make necessary continued 
studies of present traffic patterns with a view to im- 
provements for the safety and convenience of the car 
and truck driver. In addition, studies for the protection 
and safety of the pedestrian are required on a continual 
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basis, through the installation of modern traffic signals, 
traffic safety education, and the possible elimination of 
smoke and fumes that emanate from vehicles. 

The many advances that have been made in the field 
of automation demand a program of safety education 
in many fields of endeavor that were considered more 
or less safety-proof only a few years ago. 

Our studies during the past year have covered many 
aspects of public safety, and the experience garnered 
from our efforts to date should be of inestimable value 
to the entire community when future problems are 
placed before us.

Moror VEHICLE EXcIsE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1938, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 


This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1964. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor, City 
Auditor John T. Leonard (ex officio), and Thomas J. 
McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. McGrim- 
ley is chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of 
the funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and 
executive officer. 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


_By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
non-members and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 
payments of the STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1964.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 


2. Compulsory Retirement—Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, 
and all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire 
Departments not classified in Group I. Members 
whose regular and major duties require them to have the 
care and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of 
defective delinquents. 


3. Ordinary Disability—A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member 
must be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4. Accidental Disability—In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
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for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability re- 
tirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and the 
third representing the employee member. The Retire- 
ment Board will act upon the recommendation of this 
panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 

The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the 
income from gainful occupation added to the pension 
payment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 
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SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall 
the retirement allowance exceed 80 percent of either 
the highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest 
two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever is ap- 
plicable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each de- 
pendent child under age eighteen, or for each child over 
age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or mentally 
incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity based 
on the member’s accumulated deductions, providing 
that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
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resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 


Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 


Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 


Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 


Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and 
accumulated deductions. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event of 
death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit at 
the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the bene- 
ficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the bene- 
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ficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of 
the member, elected under Option (c) does not alter 
the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (0). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 7 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form 
and such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the 
time of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 
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The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 


In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 percent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the grade 
held by him at his retirement, and payable from the 
same source. 


A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
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service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 percent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 percent in 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 

The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 
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The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 492 members from 
active service; of this number 369 were for service, 21 for 
ordinary disability, 33 for accidental disability. Sur- 
vivorship allowances granted to 55, and 14 accidental 
death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,189, of which 492 were retirements, 553 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retire- 
ment systems, 90 were due to veteran retirements, and 
54 were due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system during 1964 amounted 
to 1,833, of which 34 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System in accordance with chapter 391 of the 
Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of active 
members to 20,353. The amount of cash refunded as a 
result of resignations, dismissals, deaths, veteran re- 
tirements, and transfers to other systems throughout 
the Commonwealth was $984,586.75 for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1964. 
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Boston Housing AUTHORITY 


Under the provision of chapter 507 of the Acts of 1948, 
the employees of the Boston Housing Authority became 
eligible for membership in the State-Boston Retirement 
System as provided by sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 6 male members 
and 1 female member due to superannuation, 1 for ac- 
cidental disability, 1 for ordinary disability, and 5 sur- 
vivorship allowances were granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 21. 

New members enrolled during 1964 amounted to 56, 
bringing the net number of active members to 834. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations 
and deaths was $15,137.69. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further 
provided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees member- 
ship in the State-Boston Retirement System under the 
provisions of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws. 

During the year 69 new members were employed. 
Withdrawals from membership amounted to 59, 1 mem- 
ber was retired for superannuation and 10 members 
transferred to other retirement systems, leaving a total 
net membership of 413. The amount of cash refunded 
due to resignations and transfers was $38,335.72 for the 
year ending December 31, 1964. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 

All employees who were members of the Boston Re- 
tirement System or of the State-Boston Retirement 
System on the date of the transfer retained all their 
retirement rights. Any person who became an em- 
ployee of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after 
said date of transfer was not eligible for membership. 
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During the year 2 members resigned, 2 were veteran 
retirements and 3 transferred to other retirement sys- 
tems. This brought the net active membership to 52. 


The amount of cash refunded due to resignations and 
transfers was $25,958.73 for the year ending December 
31, 1964.

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, a system of retirement for employees of the 
City of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system 
became known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 

A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to 
the annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not 
exceed one half of the employee’s average salary for 
five years immediately preceding retirement. 
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If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 


The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MepicaL BoArRpD 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 


The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 
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RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 


REporRT OF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or benefi- 
clary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 
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Option 38: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. The 
member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 
If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 percent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound inter- 
est at 4 percent will be paid to his legal representative 
or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Bene- 

ficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The ‘‘ veteran law’’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Kach member contributes 4 percent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con-— 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability 
on account of current services of members. The accumu- 
lated liability contribution covers the liability on account 
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of services rendered before the establishment of the sys- 
tem and will be discontinued when the liability is liqui- 
dated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year 2 members were retired for acci- 
dental disability. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
77, of which 2 were retirement allowances, 5 were resig- 
nations, 6 were due to death, and 22 were veteran 
retirements. Also included were 32 members who 
joined the State-Boston Retirement System in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 391 of the Acts of 
1958. This brought the net active membership to 393. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resig- 
nations, deaths, transfers, and veteran retirements was 
$265,818.57 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1964.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 115, 
Chapter 479, of the Acts of 1938, as amended, I submit 
herewith a brief report of the activities of the Building 
Department during the year 1964.

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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


The Boston Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938, as amended, places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dyna- 
mos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other heat- 
producing apparatus governed by the code. 

The department administered the provisions of Chap- 
ter 488 of the Acts of 1924, the so-called ‘‘Zoning Law,” 
until its repeal by Section 13 of Chapter 665 of the Acts 
of 1956 as amended. The provisions of Chapter 1438 of 
the General Laws, insofar as they are applicable to the 
City of Boston, are also administered by the Building 
Department. The department inspects and certifies all 
places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, taverns, 
dance halls, and places of similar occupancy accommo- 
dating fifty or more persons. 

Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment,* 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 
of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the historic Beacon Hill district. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 

Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state- 
wide regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings

throughout the Commonwealth. These regulations su- 
perseded the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations on Febru- 
ary 1, 1961. 

Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing 
such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 

Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 
open-air parking spaces. This transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962. 

Under Chapter 143 of the General Laws, Section 71G, 
as amended by Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1963, effective 
November 5, 1963, the granting of licenses to operate 
elevators throughout the Commonwealth was placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety.

This report, for the year 1964, is the tenth annual 
report of the Beacon Hill Architectural Commission 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 616 
of the Acts of 1955 as amended, is submitted herewith 
through the Building Commissioner. 

The Commission has the duty of passing on the 
appropriateness of all changes in the exterior archi- 
tectural features of buildings in the Historic Beacon 
Hill District. Eleven meetings were held during the 
year. Fees received for Certificates of Appropriateness 
were $345.00. Cases disposed of were as follows:

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Total cases processed in former years were: 1956, 
73; 1957, 93; 1958, 73; 1959, 119; 1960, 93; 1961, 97; 
1962, 191 and 1963, 126. 

At the suggestion of the Commission, the Beacon 
Hill Civic Association filed a bill in the 1965 session of 
the Legislature designed to clarify, make more workable 
and strengthen a number of the provisions of the 
present act. This bill has since been enacted into law. 

The experience gained by the cases involving 70—72 
Mount Vernon Street — 27-29 Chestnut Street and 
the Charles Street garage in 1963 and 11-27 Bowdoin 
Street in 1964 makes it quite evident that to carry 
out the purposes of the Act, the Commission cannot 
allow new construction which creates masses inappro- 
priate with neighboring structures, even though they 
may be within the zoning limits of height and land 
coverage. Control of mass is equally important as 
control of design in the preservation of an Historic 
District. 

During the year, Mr. Robert E. Minot, architect, 
nominee of the Beacon Hill Civic Association, an 
original member of the Commission and since 1961 
vice-chairman, resigned. Mr. Minot, who both lives 
and has his office in the District has contributed much 
to the formative years of the Commission. Beacon 
Hill owes him a deep debt of gratitude. It has been 
apparent that a lawyer would be a very useful member, 
so we were pleased when your Honor appointed Ralph 
G. Boyd, Esq., to fill this vacancy. However, this 
leaves Mr. DiStefano, Vice-Chairman, the only archi- 
tect member. It would be desirable to have another 
architect appointed as soon as there is an opportunity.

The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundaries of the zoning districts re- 
mained unchanged.

An Act POSTPONING THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF A CERTAIN 
ZONING REGULATION IN THE City oF BOSsTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives an General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same as follows: 

Section 1. Section 14 of chapter 665 of the acts of 
1956, as amended by section 1 of chapter 408 of the 
acts of 1957, is hereby further amended by striking out, 
in lines 16 and 17, the words ‘‘twelve months have 
expired after it is so filed’”’ and inserting in place thereof 
the words:—December thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four.

Chapter 244, of Acts of 1964 
THE COMMONWEALTH of MASSACHUSETTS 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Sixty- 
four 


AN Act PostTPONING THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF A 
CERTAIN ZONING REGULATION IN THE CITY OF 
Boston. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority 
of the same as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 14 of chapter 665 of the acts 
of 1956, as amended by section 1 of chapter 408 of the 
acts of 1957, is hereby further amended by striking out, 
in lines 16 and 17, the words ‘‘twelve months have 
expired after it is so filed”’ and inserting in place thereof 
the words:— December thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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BOARD OF APPEAL 


The Board of Appeal, established in accordance with 
section 117, of chapter 479, Acts of 1938, as amended, 
in its functioning, may vary the provisions of the Act 
referred to it in specific cases which appear to them not 
to have been contemplated by this Act although cov-

BUILDING DEPARTMENT oo 


BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Board of Examiners was created by city ordi- 
nance in 1913 and re-established by legislative act in 
1938 (Chapter 479, Acts of 1938 as amended). It acts 
upon applications of persons desiring to be licensed in 
Boston as construction superintendents, approving or 
rejecting said application under certain rules and regula- 
tions adopted as procedure by the Board. The members 
of the Board are appointed by the mayor and consist 
of an architect or engineer, a contractor or mechanic, and 
a lawyer.

BOARD OF ZONING ADJUSTMENT 
and 
ZONING COMMISSION 


Revised Ordinances of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 
and 10, placed the Board of Zoning Adjustment and 
the Zoning Commission in the Building Department 
but not subject to the control of the Building Commis- 
sioner except that communications to the Mayor and 
the annual report of the Board and the Commission 
shall be submitted through the Building Commissioner. 


Chapter 665 of the Acts of 1956 established a new 
Zoning Commission for the City of Boston with au- 
thority to formulate regulations to ‘‘regulate and re- 
strict the height, number of stories, and size of buildings 
and structures, the size and width of lots, the percentage 
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of lot that may be occupied, the size of yards, courts and 
other open spaces, the density of population, and the 
location and use of buildings, structures and land for 
trade, industry, agriculture, residence or other purposes; 
provided thats; 


Under the terms of the Enabling Act (Chapter 665 of 
1956) such regulations were to become effective on 
April 1, 1964, but a special act of the legislature, Chapter 
244 of Hin Acts of 1964, deferred the effective date to 
December 31, 1964. 


The zoning regulations formulated under authority of 
Chapter 665 of 1956, as amended, superseded the Zoning 
Law enacted by Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924, effective 
June 5, 1924. . Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924 was re- 
pealed by Section 13 of Chapter 665 of the Acts of 
1956, said repeal to take effect at the same time the 
regulations established under authority of said Chapter 
665 became effective. 


Such regulations became effective on December 31, 
1964. 


LEGISLATION 


CHAPTER 779, Acts oF 1962 
CHAPTER 268A, GENERAL LAws 


This chapter known as ‘‘the code of ethics law” or 
‘‘conflict of interest law’’ became effective on May 1, 
1963. Its intent is to set standards of conduct for the 
guidance of officials or employees of a governmental 
agency so as to prevent the impairing of his independence 
of judgment in the exercise of his official duties because 
of his engagement in some other business or profes- 
sional activity. 


Though the City Council is empowered to and, in 
several other cases of unpaid officials, did expressly 
classify them as ‘‘special municipal employees”’, and 
thus gave them special status, it did not so classify 
members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. This 
resulted in the resignation of four members of the board. 
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CHAPTER 795, Acts oF 1963 


This chapter prevents any future change or deviation 
in the zoning law which would permit high-rise develop- 
ment on the Jamaicaway. It provides that ‘‘ Notwith- 
standing the provision of Section 13 of Chapter 652 of 
the Acts of 1960 or any other provision of law to the 
contrary, no building, which exceeds 65 feet in height, 
shall be constructed on land abutting on the Jamaicaway 
in the City of Boston.”’

Statement of Policy 


The National Fallout Shelter Survey which was initi- 
ated during the fiscal year (1962) has caused drastic 
changes in this department’s plans and program. The 
survey, which was initiated by the Department of 
Defense, signaled the change in basic planning policy 
from evacuation of urban target areas in the event of 
enemy attack to that of ‘‘directed movement to shelters.”’ 

As a result of the Phase II survey and Stanford Insti- 
tute Study, the City of Boston showed a potential of 
23,136 shelters with possible space for 2,800,000 people 
in existing buildings. 

As of December 31, 1964, 1,147 shelters, with a 
capacity of 1,194,172 spaces, have been licensed and 
marked. At this time we have successfully stocked 
with food, water, medical, and radiological equipment 
482 shelters, housing 361,746 people. 


In comparison to the national, regional, and state 
levels of Civil Defense we have achieved 36.9 percent 
greater success in accomplishment of the stocking pro- 
gram, and 128 percent greater success in the licensing 
of Fallout Shelters generally. (See attached statistical 
data.) 


The Boston Civil Defense Department has been for- 
tunate in acquiring the assistance of the National 
Defense Transportation Association in the stocking of 
Fallout Shelters. Some 1,800 tons of emergency supplies 
have been stored to date. The NDTA have donated 
their carriers and drivers for this purpose and saved the 
city a substantial sum of money. 


Because of the many complex and difficult problems 
involved in the marking, stocking, and utilization of 
the Boston Fallout Shelter Program and the urgent 
need for trained qualified personnel to operate and 
administer this program, an administrative budget 
under Public Law 85-606 was submitted for 1963-1964 
whereby the department shall be eligible to partic- 
ipate in federal funds for personnel and administrative 
expenses in the amount of 50 percent as well as in the 
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Federal and State Surplus and Matching Funds pro- 
grams for the acquisition of valuable and badly needed 
supplies and equipment. 

The recent passage of the U. 8. Economic Oppor- 
tunity Act has made available federal funds for estab- 
lishment of work-training programs to serve economi- 
cally disadvantaged youth between the ages of 16 and 
22. As part of this program we shall be able to place a 
certain number of trainees with the Civil Defense De- 
partment to assist in accomplishing our administrative 
programs. This will be done at no increase in cost to 
the City of Boston. 

This department has established its first schedule for 
training shelter radiological monitoring in private and 
publically owned buildings. The first class will be held 
in January, 1965. It is our intention to train two indi- 
viduals for each licensed shelter, a total of 2,292 men 
and women. This program will be accomplished at no 
cost to the City of Boston. The funds will be supplied 
by the state and federal governments and allocated to 
the Boston Civil Defense for this purpose. 

The MBTA tunnels have been stocked with food, 
water, and medical supplies to care for 70,000 people in 
time of emergency. 

With respect to staffing, all employees with seniority 
employment prior to September 15, 1961 (as per Execu- 
tive Order 42 and subsequent amendment), have taken 
either competitive or qualifying Civil Service examina- 
tions. Needed additional personnel have been requested 
in our budget. A full-time Public Information Officer 
has been added to the staff and an intensive and accel- 
erated public information program initiated to publicize 
all phases of the Boston Civil Defense Program with 
particular emphasis on the marking and stocking pro- 
gram. Civil Service examinations have been promul- 
gated for full-time Shelter, Property, and Warning 
Officers. | 

This department has been successful in establishing 
radio communications with three private ambulance 
services. These volunteers will supply a total of ten 
fully equipped ambulances and drivers to answer emer- 
gencies, at any time of the day or night, at no cost to 
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the City of Boston. The Ambulance Emergency Service 
under the direction of Bart Regan has volunteered 
their heavy-duty lighting plant with two drivers on a 
24-hour basis. 

A second transreceiver has been established between 
the Boston Civil Defense Emergency Center and the 
Boston Police Turret. This low band frequency has 
given us a greater capability in coordination of disaster 
situations because it does not interfere with the regular 
police transmissions. 

On Friday, May 22, 1964, the facilities of Boston 
Civil Defense were tested in a realistic way. The Bell- 
flower Street fire leveled 19 buildings and drove some 
85 families from their homes. ‘Under this condition it 
was necessary to activate the Emergency Operating 
Center at Civil Defense Headquarters. All city depart- 
ments and those of the Red Cross and Public Utilities 
were coordinated at this point to alleviate the suffering 
caused by the fire. All families were adequately housed 
and fed before 10 p.m. that evening. ‘The registration 
of people displaced by the fire continued for several days. 
All Civil Defense Rescue and Fire Units responded to 
this emergency to augment the forces of the Fire De- 
partment. 


Training Exercises 


All members of the Boston Civil Defense staff partici- 
pated in the National Training Exercise, Operation 
Alert 1964. Representatives of the Boston Police, Fire, 
Parks, Public Works, Traffic, Health and Welfare and 
School Departments, as well as those from the U. S. 
Army Reserve, and Electric, Gas, and Telephone com- 
panies also participated. 

Members of the RACES (Radio Amateur Com- 
munications Emergency Service) have conducted several 
Sector to Area Communications Tests and are in the 
process of acquiring equipment and of extending their 
activities and adding to their personnel. 

The Boston Civil Defense Underwater Rescue and 
Recovery Team has continued practice training at 
Hanscom Field (Bedford) and at other locations. Ac- 
quisition of a 65-foot boat through the Surplus Property

Program should prove invaluable both in actual emer- 
gencies and for training purposes. Members of this 
team expect to receive basic training in the use of radio- 
logical detection and monitoring instruments in the 
near future. 


Training Program 

Due to the need for qualified personnel in all phases 
of a growing complex program, particularly with respect 
to the Fallout Shelter Program, a comprehensive pro- 
gram for the training of Civil Defense personnel has 
been followed to provide guidance and assistance to 
public and private agencies and personnel particularly 
in the following fields: 

Rescue Service—sixteen men have been trained in 
light and heavy duty rescue at Civil Defense Training 
Center, Topsfield, Mass. 

CD 10 Fire Fighting Unit has been trained in Modern 
Fire Fighting techniques at the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment Training School, Moon Island, Mass. 


Radiological 

The Assistant Radiological Officer has recently taken, 
passed, and certified as passing the Department of 
Defense’s Chemical, Biological, and Radiological De- 
fense Course at the Brooklyn, New York, Eastern 
Training Center. 

In addition to a continuing program of instruction in 
the use of radiological detection and monitoring instru- 
ments for Civil Defense personnel and members of the 
Boston Police and Fire Departments, many private 
business and industrial concerns have signified their 
intention to send designated personnel to the Federal 
Radiological Training Courses at the Eastern Training 
Center. Trained radiological personnel are urgently 
needed, not only for service in the National Fallout 
Shelter Program, but also to assist in operating approxi- 
mately 853 fixed Radiological Monitoring Stations and 
to provide training and guidance to monitors in large 
fallout shelters. As of this time 38 shelter monitors 
have been trained and 3,200 monitors trained for re- 
porting stations. 
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The Information Officer for Boston Civil Defense has 
taken training courses at the Federal Eastern Training 
Center, Brooklyn, New York, and has been certified as 
successfully passing the Civil Defense Management 
Course, Plans and Operations Course, Radiological 
Monitoring Course, and the Radiological Officer Course 
One and Two. 


Radiological Program 

Kighty-three fixed radiological Monitoring Stations 
have been located at Police Divisions, Fire Stations, 
and the U. 8S. Public Health Hospital in Brighton, 
Employers Liability Insurance Buildings, and they are 
fully equipped with federal supplies, kits containing 
Geiger Counters, Survey Meters, Dosimeters and Charg- 
ers, plus two gas masks. 

All Fire-Fighting personnel have been instructed in 
the use of these instruments and have received ‘In- 
struction Certificates’ approved by this department and 
issued by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency. A 
great many Police personnel have also been instructed 
and have received “Instruction Certificates.” 


Shelter Program 

Addition of a full-time, qualified Shelter Officer to the 
Boston Civil Defense staff is imperative. A Civil 
Service examination has been given to fill this position. 

As pointed out previously, the scope and complexities 
involved in a vast program to provide the people of 
Boston with approximately one and a half million 
shelter spaces in existing facilities; the licensing, marking, 
stocking, and inspection of stocks supplies; the record- 
ing, filing, and maintenance of essential information in 
connection with the Fallout Shelter Program; the devel- 
opment;and writing of Shelter Utilization plans; the 
provision of guidance, information, and training to 
public and private building owners and their employees 
are demanding and will continue to demand, intensive, 
unremitting effort on the part of all concerned with this 
program. 

Currently, this department has negotiated hundreds 
of shelter licenses, 1,147 completed all of the necessary 
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paper work connected with the licensing and marking of 
several hundred buildings and is gearing itself to meet 
the tremendous effort needed to requisition, assemble, 
and distribute hundreds of tons of food, water, medical, 
radiological, and sanitation supplies to the shelters. 


The Shelter Officer has been certified as having 
successfully passed the Shelter Managers Instruction 
Course. 


It is expected that designated staff members will be 
sent to Shelter Management Courses at the Eastern 
Training Center, Brooklyn, New York, in the near 
future. To date, several public agencies and private 
business and industrial concerns have sent, or will send 
selected personnel to these invaluable instruction courses. 


Plans and Operations 


In September of 1963 Boston was chosen as a part of 
a sixteen-city prototype Shelter Utilization Program. 
To this end Howard Grube, OCDM, Harvard, Mass., 
was assigned to this office and in conjunction with 
Boston Civil Defense key personnel developed a Shelter 
Utilization Plan which has been accepted as being the 
basic plan for Boston. 


The difficulties involved in developing plans for 
shelter utilization have been stressed by the Department 
of Defense. Plans must be written to cover allocation 
to shelters for both day and night populations, plans for 
internal shelter management written, procedures devel- 
oped for intershelter communications and for communi- 
cation from shelters to Emergency Operating Centers, 
and plans developed for the guidance of public and 
private shelter managers. 


Public Information 


An intensive and accelerated Public Information 
Program is essential to the success of the Boston Civil 
Defense Program. A step in that direction has been 
taken with the appointment of a full-time Public Infor- 
mation Officer. The emphasis in this field for the past 
year has been as follows: 
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Shelter and Related Information—In addition to an- 
swering hundreds of telephone and written requests for 
information concerning the Family Fallout Shelter 
Program, distribution of thousands of copies of ‘‘Fallout 
Protection,” ‘“‘The Family Fallout Shelter,” ‘First 
Aid,” ‘Home Protection Exercises,”’ ““Emergency Sani- 
tation and Facts about Fallout’, this department has 
held public and private meetings enlisting the services 
of the U. 8S. Army Corps of Engineers and personnel 
from the Stanford Research Institute as well as our own 
personnel, to acquaint public and private building 
owners with basic information about the public or com- 
munity Fallout Shelter Program. Boston Civil Defense 
personnel have visited building owners and licensees to 
provide detailed information concerning protection fac- 
tors, storage problems, legal implications of the Fallout 
Shelter License, and other detailed information concern- 
ing this complex subject. 

The Cuban crisis and more recently the Viet Nam 
situation provides dramatic proof of the need for an 
informed and educated public in time of emergency and 
has highlighted the need for trained personnel to cope 
with the problem of dispensing prompt, authoritative 
and accurate information in time of emergency. 


Speaking Engagements 

This department has continued to provide qualified 
speakers on all phases of the Boston Civil Defense Pro- 
gram. Of necessity, major emphasis has been placed 
upon the Fallout Shelter Program but other phases of 
the program have also been discussed; for example, 
Basic Civil Defense, Civil Defense Planning, the Role of 
Volunteers in Civil Defense, and similar subjects. 

Numerous speeches and briefing have been given to 
military, civic, social, professional and fraternal groups 
and it is expected that specific meetings will be called 
by this department to acquaint city officials and repre- 
sentatives of business and industry with the latest De- 
partment of Defense policies and procedures as needed. 


Displays and Exhibits 


In addition to our usual displays and exhibits of 
Civil Defense equipment such as our heavy-duty rescue 
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trucks, radiological equipment, mobile lighting and 
power plants and underwater rescue and recovery equip- 
ment we have also placed a large Fallout Shelter 
Supply display on public exhibit. We also supply per- 
sonnel to accompany the exhibit and explain the use and 
functions of the supplies and equipment and to distrib- 
ute literature. We have continued to participate in 
parades, public functions, etc., upon written request. 


Property and Equipment 


In addition to heavy-duty rescue trucks, fire pumpers, 
mobile lighting and power plants, underwater rescue and 
recovery truck (fully equipped), pumps, generators, 
power saws, etc., we have acquired other equipment for 
various city departments at very little cost under the 
Surplus Property and Matching Funds Programs. 

The Boston Civil Defense Depot has been relocated 
at 247 Dover street. The Property Officer has been 
assigned to operate this depot in a highly efficient 
manner. A complete inventory of supplies and equip- 
ment has been made. Stringent regulations and proce- 
dures for the loan and use of Civil Defense equipment 
are being enforced. The supply operation has been 
centralized by moving the major portion of our supplies 
into this depot. 

Personnel and space in this depot should prove in- 
valuable in carrying out the Stocking Program, and 
necessary equipment has been requisitioned so that 
this operation can better meet the tremendous task it 
will face in the storage, assembly and distribution of 
shelter supplies. 


Warning and Communications 


An urgently needed survey of the Public Air Raid 
Warning Siren System and Bell and Light System has 
been completed and requests for the necessary servicing 
processed. We are continuing our widespread distribu- 
tion of warning signal information to the general public, 
business, industry and other interested groups. 

In the matter of communications, we have imple- 
mented, by the purchase of 50 sets for the Public Works 
Department and 15 sets for the Traffic Department, our 
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present two-way radio communications system. In- 
creased demands will be placed upon us due to the need 
for communications between Control Centers and Fixed 
Monitoring Stations as well as between large shelters 
and Civil Defense Emergency Operating Centers. It is 
hoped that the federal government will provide funds 
covering the major part of the costs involved, provided 
the Congress votes favorably on the President’s requests 
for additional Civil Defense appropriations. The Radio 
Amateur Communications Emergency Service (RACES) 
Program is in urgent need of new equipment to replace 
obsolete equipment, and we have submitted purchase 
requisitions for same. 


Snow Emergency 


A central operating center, using Civil Defense space 
and facilities at our headquarters, has been set up again 
this year. Direct lines to the Mayor’s office, MBTA, 
Police, and office of the Public Work’s Commissioner 
have been installed as well as emergency power and 
lighting equipment, in addition, three more Call Director 
telephones have been installed, which, with our two-way 
radio system will provide effective communications to 
cope with unusually severe snow and weather conditions.

Srr,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 

In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1948, 
registration was held as follows: 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 5 P.M., Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excepted; from January 2 to 
March 30, inclusive; from April 29 to August 7, in- 
clusive; from September 11 to October 2, inclusive; and 
from November 4 to December 31, inclusive. 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 10 P.m.; on March 4, 
for the Special State Primaries in Ward 22; on March 25, 
for the Special State Election in Ward 22; on March 30, 
for the Presidential Primaries; on August 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7, 
for the State Primaries; and on September 21, 22, 23, 
24, 25, 28, 29, 30, and October 1 and 2, for the State 
Election. 
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At locations in each of the twenty-two wards from 
6 p.m. to 10 p.m.; on August 3 and 4 in one section of 
each ward, and August 5, 6, and 7 in another section of 
each ward for the State Primaries. On September 21, 
22, 23, 24, and 25 in one section of each ward, and on 
September 28, 29, 30, and October 1 and 2 in another 
section of each ward for the State Election. 

Mobile registration: One unit at two different locations 
each day from 9 a.m. to 12 mM. and from 1 P.M. to 4 P.M.; 
on July 20, Day Square and Sullivan Square at Main 
Street; on July 21, Hanover Street at Charter Street and 
Charles Street at Mt. Vernon Street; on July 22, Hunt- 
ington Avenue at West Newton Street and Huntington 
Avenue at Gainsborough Street; on July 23, Flood 
Square and outside the L Street Baths; on July 24, 
Harrison Avenue at Worcester Square and Mt. Pleasant 
Avenue at Blue Hill Avenue; on July 27, Tremont 
Street at Rutland Street and Cedar Street at Lambert

Blue Hill Avenue at Winthrop Street and outside the 
Cathedral Housing Project; on July 29, Washington 
Street at Elmore Street and outside the Union Methodist 
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Church on Columbus Avenue; on July 30, Eliot Square 
and between 30 and 40 Annunciation Road; on July 31, 
outside St. Mark’s Church on Columbia Road and Hum- 
boldt Avenue at Ruthven Street. 

Mobile registration: One unit from 6 P.M. to 9 P.M.; on 
September 16, Blue Hill Avenue at Georgia Street; 
on September 17, Blue Hill Avenue at Quincy Street; 
on September 18, Eliot Square at Highland Street. 

Homes for the elderly: One unit from 9 a.m. to 5 P.M.; 
on August 4, K Street at Columbia Road; on August 5, 
Elm Hill Avenue at Seaver Street and Annapolis Street; 
on August 6, Florida Street and Franklin Field; on 
August 7, Pond Street and Bickford Street. 

Physically disabled: In accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 196 of the Acts of 1946, persons 
qualified to vote but unable to appear at a registration 
office because of a physical disability were examined for 
registration in their homes or other places of confine- 
ment upon receipt of an application for such registration. 
Applications were received from 303 such persons. Of 
that number 151 were found to be qualified and were 
duly registered. It was found that 37 of the applicants 
were previously registered and on the voting lists. 
Persons so registered or on the voting lists were furnished 
with applications for absentee ballots for the State 
Election. 

Supplementary registration of Federal Service Per- 
sonnel: Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 
51 of the General Laws, as amended by chapter 511, 
sections 2 and 3, of the Acts of 1962 certain persons 
were permitted to register during the period from the 
close of registration to the third day preceding the State 
Election. There were 89 such registrations in Boston. 

Qualifications in order to vote for Electors of President 
and Vice President only on a partial ballot: Chapter 437 
of the Acts of 1962 made it possible for persons residing 
in the Commonwealth who do not qualify for full 
registration due to a lack of one year’s residence prior 
to the State Election, but who will have resided in the 
Commonwealth at least thirty-two days prior to said 
Election to qualify to vote for Electors of President and 
Vice President only. Applications were received from 
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473 such persons. Of that number 414 were found to: 
be qualified. A special polling place equipped with 
two Shoup voting machines was set up in the corridor 
on the first floor of City Hall Annex, and persons so 
qualified were notified by mail as to its location in order 
that they could cast their ballots for such Electors only. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS 

At the City Election, held November 5, 1963, the: 
number of voters on the list was 309,082. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board. 
August 31, 1964, was 280,022. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 36,025 voters. Included in this. 
latter figure are the names of 5,283 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the State Election, held November 3, 1964,. 
was 316,047, an increase of 6,965 over the number on 
the list at the preceding City Election. The number 
of voters on the final list December 31, 1964, was. 
316,067. 

In addition to the above, 414 persons were qualified 
to vote a partial ballot for Electors of President and. 
Vice President only. 


NOMINATION PAPERS, REFERENDUM AND 
RECOUNT PETITIONS 

The Board received 15 nomination papers for the 
Special State Primaries in Ward 22, on which 406. 
names were certified; 820 nomination papers for the 
Presidential Primaries, on which 12,288 names were: 
certified; 5,060 nomination papers for the State Pri- 
maries, on which 112,688 names were certified; 1 
initiative petition, for repeal of powers of the Governor’s. 
Council, consisting of 142 papers, on which 1,483 
names were certified; 1 question on public policy, for 
police salary increase, consisting of 723 papers, on 
which 18,546 names were certified; 13 petitions for 
recounts of ballots cast in the Presidential Primaries, 
consisting of 59 papers, on which 833 names were:

certified; 10 petitions for recounts of ballots cast in 
the State Primaries, consisting of 31 papers, on which 
480 names were certified; and 3 petitions for recounts 
of ballots cast in the State Election, consisting of 68 
papers, on which 1,050 names were certified; making a 
total of 6,918 papers filed, on which the names of 
147,774 voters were certified. 


RECOUNTS 

Recounts of the votes cast in the Presidential 
Primaries for Democratic Delegates at Large to the 
National Convention (Wards 10, 11, 19, and 20), 
Democratic State Committee-Man (Ward 17), Demo- 
cratic State Committee-Woman (Wards 7, 16, and 17), 
Democratic Ward Committees (Wards 1, 2, 11, and 19), 
were held on May 11, 12, 13, and 14, 1964. 

Recounts of the votes cast in the State Primaries 
for Democratic Representatives in the General Court 
(Wards 11, 17, 19, and 22), and for Republican Repre- 
-sentatives in the General Court (Ward 22), were held 
on September 18, 21, and 22, 1964. 

There were no recounts in the State Election. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 
The names of 3,676 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS 
The jury list prepared by the Board in 1964 contained 
the names of 8,152 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 2,801 were drawn for jury service. 


ABSENTEE VOTING 

Absentee voting applied to the State Election. 
Chapter 374 of the Acts of 1963 relative to examining, 
counting, canvassing, and casting absent voter ballots 
made it necessary to set up a central counting place as 
no absent voter ballots were sent to the 275 precinct 
polling places. The examination of envelopes and 
affidavits was held in the central office on November 
.8, 1964, from 12 noon to 5 a.m. on November 4, 1964. 
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The actual counting of the absent voter ballots was 
held in the first floor corridor of City Hall Annex, from 
Tuesday, November 3, at 8 p.m., to Thursday, November 
5, at 12 midnight. After canvassing of the votes cast 
in the 275 precincts was completed, it then was possible 
to add to each precinct count the number of votes 
cast by absentee ballots in the central counting place.

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Of the 5,313 absent voter envelopes returned and 
examined, 224 were rejected for various reasons by the 
examiners, and none of the ballot envelopes, so re- 
jected, were opened to reveal the contents thereof. 
The remaining 5,089 ballot envelopes were subsequently 
opened by the counters, the ballots enclosed therein 
were put through registering ballot boxes, then removed 
from said boxes, sorted into precincts, counted, and the 
results added to the total vote sheets used at the polling 
places. This method of examining, counting, and re- 
cording absent voter ballots is accurate, but exceedingly 
time consuming, and has to be done at the same time 
that there are so many other department functions 
taking place. 


New LEGISLATION 
Voting Lists: Chapter 72 of the Acts of 1964 reduces 
the number of voting lists to be sent to a polling place 
where voting machines are used. 


Acceptance of grants or gifts: Chapter 99 of the 
Acts of 1964 provides that officers and departments of 
cities, towns, and districts may accept grants or gifts 
for municipal purposes and may expend the same 
without appropriation. 

Party Enrollment: Chapter 254 of the Acts of 1964 
forbids a person who changes his party enrollment, 
from being a candidate for nomination for certain 
offices for one year. 

Filing Date for Questions: Chapter 256 of the Acts 
of 1964 provides a final filing date for a petition to place 
a question on a ballot.

State Primaries: Chapter 338 of the Acts of 1964 is 
an Emergency Act setting the date for the State Pri- 
maries on Thursday, September 10, 1964.

ELECTION DEPARTMENT 205 


SUMMARY 


The proposed measure provides that henceforth appointments 
in the executive branch of the government shall not require the 
advice and consent of the Governor’s Council. Exceptions to this 
provision include appointments to the Youth Service Board, In= 
dustrial Accident Board, Commission of the Department of Public 
Utilities, Parole Board and Appellate Tax Board, which appoint- 
ments shall continue to require Council action. However, should 
the Council fail to act upon such appointments within thirty 
calendar days, then the person involved shall be deemed to have 
been lawfully appointed. Any appointment in the executive 
branch by an officer other than the Governor which heretofore 
required Council approval shall henceforth require approval by 
the Governor. 

Removals from office shall no longer require the advice and 
consent of the Council, except in the case of the Youth Service 
Board, which removals must still receive Council approval. As 
in the case of appointments still requiring Council approval, 
such recommended removal from the Youth Service Board must be 
acted upon by the Council within thirty calendar days; otherwise 
the proposed removal shall become effective as if approval had been 
given. In the case of any appointment which heretofore required 
Council approval the Governor may, within fifteen days of the 
making of the appointment, remove the person appointed without 
cause. 

The Council shall no longer be required to approve the fixing of 
any compensation for services rendered in the executive depart= 
ment. And henceforth there need be no approval by the Council 
of actions or agreements by executive officers, including but not 
limited to borrowings and loans, investments, leases, licenses, 
purchases and conveyances, and contracts, and also including the 
promulgation of rules and regulations. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Governor shall at all times 
remain free to seek the advice and consent of the Council upon any 
matter.

SUMMARY 


Under the Act, effective as of January 1, 1964, each member of the 
General Court shall receive seventy-eight hundred dollars for each 
regular annual session, the President of the Senate and Speaker of 
the House of Representatives shall each receive the same amount 
as additional compensation, and the floor leaders of each of the 
major political parties in the Senate and House, the Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Ways and Means and the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of that committee of the House, shall each receive 
thirty-nine hundred dollars as additional compensation, to be 
paid as provided in the Act. After the same date the annual ex= 
pense allowance is to be six hundred dollars for each member and 
the travel allowance is to be eight cents per mile with a stated 
minimum and an alternative, and a member chosen to fill a 
vacancy or who resigns during a session is to be entitled to per 
diem compensation at the rate for each regular annual session 
and to the allowances for travel and other expenses for the time of 
his membership. 


It is also provided that in addition to the compensation for the 
1963 annual session the President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House shall be paid thirty-nine hundred dollars, the floor leaders 
of each major political party in the Senate and House, the Chair= 
man of the Senate Committee on Ways and Means and Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman of that committee of the House, shall be 
paid twenty-nine hundred and twenty-five dollars and each other 
member shall be paid nineteen hundred and fifty dollars. Each 
member shall also be entitled to an additional expense allowance 
of two hundred dollars for the calendar year 1963 and the travel 
allowance shall be at the rate of eight cents per mile with a stated 
minimum and an alternative for the balance of the calendar 
year 1963.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 

Tne Aires 

During the year 1964 there were 2,216 fires in build- 
ings. Boston experienced one large loss fire of conflagra- 
tion proportions in the Dorchester section of the City. 
Seventeen dwelling houses were totally destroyed and 
numerous others were severely damaged during the 
fire. 


2. Fire Prevention 

During the year 1964 the department was awarded a 
plaque by the National Fire Protection Association for 
placing first in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
third among municipalities of over 500,000 in the United 
States, and ninth among all cities in the nation in a 
National Fire Protection Contest held during the year 
1964. 

During 1964 In-Service Inspections were carried on 
from April 1 to October 30, on a daily basis, weather 
permitting. A total of 72,878 inspections were made 
during this period of dwelling houses, apartment build- 
ings, office buildings, warehouses, industrial and manu- 
facturing plants. Other inspections were made of 
schools, churches, hospitals, nursing homes, theaters 
and other places of public assembly. 

Approximately 1,000 individual items were tested by 
the Fire Department chemist for fire retarding proper- 
ties. These items included wall covering, drapery and 
upholstery material, ceiling tiles, and a variety of sea- 
sonal decorations. 

During the past year there were 345 fires of undeter- 
mined origin. As the result of investigation of these 
fires, 38 cases were brought into Municipal Court and 
21 convictions were obtained. Six cases of arson were 
tried in the Superior Court of Suffolk County and four 
convictions were obtained. 

A research program is under way to determine the 
cause of grease flue fires in restaurants and to establish 
design and installation standards to abate this preva- 
lent cause of fire. The cost of test installations is being 
borne by interested segments of the metal working and 
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restaurant industries, and the actual tests are being con- 
ducted and observed at the John A. Martin Training 
Academy. 

The department sponsored and supported legislation - 
which was passed with reference to the reporting of fires, 
control of flammable decorations, and the utilization of 
watchmen in hotels. 


3. Fire Stations 


In March of 1964 construction was begun on a new 
fire station at 200 Cambridge Street, between Joy and 
South Russell Streets, Boston. When completed, the 
new station will house Engine Co. 4, Ladder Co. 24, and 
the District Fire Chief of District 3. 

A contract was awarded during 1964 for making ex- 
tensive alterations to the fire station housing Engine 
Co. 30 and Ladder Co. 25 at 1940 Centre Street, West 
Roxbury. The alteration work will prolong the life of 
this fire station which was built in 1898 and will also 
provide better living quarters for the men stationed 
therein. 

4. Training Division 

Thirty-six new fire fighters were appointed to the de- 
partment, eleven on May 20, 1964, and twenty-five on 
September 9, 1964, and were given seven weeks of 
intensive training and drilling in basic procedures at 
fires, including engine and ladder company operations, 
use of special equipment, first aid, rescue work, and the 
handling of radioactive materials. 


5. Alarms 
Response to alarms has greatly increased since 1959 
when there were 19,174 alarms. During the year 1964 
the department responded to a total of 28,246 alarms, 
167 of which were mutual aid responses to adjacent 
cities and towns. 
6. Fire Apparatus

The first electric telegraph system for Fire Alarm in the world (in Boston) cost $16,000.00 
and consisted of forty (40) miles of wire, forty-five (45) signal boxes, or stations, and 
sixteen (16) alarm bells. 

The system was officially accepted by the City of Boston at noon, April 28, 1852, and 
the first alarm was received from Station 7, District 1 (now Box 1212) at 8:25 P.M., 
April 29, 1852. 

Total box alarms transmitted since April 28, 1852, through December 31, 1964, 523,783.

DrarR Mayor Co.tins: 


I have the honor to submit to you the ninety-fourth 
and final report of the Boston Health Department 
which was established in 1799 with Paul Revere its 
first health officer. 

Boston health in 1965 was uniformly excellent. 
The control of infectious diseases continued to show 
improvement and for the sixth consecutive year no 
Polio deaths or cases were reported which in 1955 
claimed 32 lives and over 1,000 cases. The Tuberculosis 
rate dropped substantially with new low records for 
cases and deaths. We received a Federal Grant of 
$750,000 to continue for five years our new method 
for the control of Tuberculosis by the prophylactic 
use of INH and regular follow-up of all known Tuber- 
culosis cases in the city. The Tuberculin Testing of 
all Boston School Children was expanded and _ all 
children exposed to Tuberculosis cases were placed 
under INH prophylaxis. 

Expanded services were extended to new mothers 
and their babies at the Boston City Hospital and 
Federal and State funds are now available for these 
maternal and child health services. Only one maternal 
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death was reported by a private hospital in 1965 giving 
an indication of the excellent maternity services pro- 
vided for all Boston citizens through its physicians 
and hospitals. The infant mortality rate dropped to a 
new ten year low rate. 

The overall statistics give Boston a fine comparative 
rating with the other large urban areas of the country. 
With the new Medicare Bill and other Federal Grants, 
many new services will be added and many older 
services expanded. 

The future Bostonians can look forward to a new 
city with expanded health services for all ages.

INTRODUCTION 


The year 1965 brought profound changes to the 
Boston Health Department. The headquarters build- 
ing at Haymarket Square was torn down to make way 
for a new public garage for the new Government Center. 
Temporary quarters were hastily provided in the Old 
South Department buildings of the Boston City Hospital. 


HIGHLIGHTS 


A major Public Health Program, using the attenuated 
Schwarz strain of Measles Vaccine, was instituted in 
the latter part of 1965. The vaccine was stocked in 
all Health Units and children between the ages of one 
and six years, who were not immune, were offered the 
vaccine, free of charge. Boston is in the forefront in 
the percentage of vaccinations and immunizations 
offered to and accepted by its citizens. 

Child Hygiene services were increased and expanded 
with the assignment of additional nurses to the mater- 
nity floor of the Boston City Hospital for the purpose 
of explaining the well child services available to mothers. 
The transferral of the Well Child Conference from the 
basement of the Brighton Courthouse to the Out 
Patient Department of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital was 
accomplished. 

A marked drop in the number of cases of communi- 
cable diseases from 38,890 in 1964 to 2,146 in 1965 is 
reported from the Bureau of Disease Control. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Boston Health Department Headquarters Build- 
ing in Haymarket Square was taken over by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority to make way for the new 
Government Center Garage as part of the urban re- 
newal program. Several meetings of the planning 
group ended in a decision to scrap the original plan to 
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move the health department into the new City Hall 
which was under construction. Temporary headquarters 
were made available in February in the old South 
Department Buildings of the Boston City Hospital. 
The Laboratory services and facilities became dispersed 
and disorganized because many of the team of well- 
trained laboratory technicians resigned, retired, or 
transferred to other governmental agencies. 

In April 1965, the Boston City Council passed an 
ordinance setting up a new City Department of Housing 
Code Enforcement made up of the Health Department 
environmental sanitarians and administrative staff. 
This left only the Food Bureau to provide the public 
health sanitary functions. 

In August 1965, the Massachusetts Legislature passed 
a Law combining the Boston Health and Hospital 
Departments under a nine-man Board of Health and 
Hospitals. However, the law did not become effective 
until it was accepted by the Boston City Council in 
December 1960. 

These profound changes required considerable ad- 
ministrative talent to effect all the personnel changes, 
the budgetary allocations to provide the wages and 
services, and the smooth transfer of functions to other 
eovernmental agencies. The financial statement will 
reveal that the department was able to live within its 
budget and turned over a surplus for the last time. 

The settlement office reported 596 premature babies 
that weighed five pounds or under at birth; 234 of this 
number were born at the Boston City Hospital and 
362 were born in Private Hospitals. We have paid for 
144 Boston City Hospital cases in 1965 in the amount 
of $35,349.80 and 136 Private Hospital cases in 1965 
amounting to $34,522.03. This makes a total of 280 
cases paid for in the amount of $60,871.83. 

The State Department of Public Health has reim- 
bursed the City of Boston for 366 babies in the amount 
of $38,574.45—134 of these babies were 1964 cases that 
the State was billed for in 1964 but were paid for by 
the State in 1965, this amount was $14,445.54. The 
other 202 premature babies were paid for in 1965 and 
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this amounted to $24,128.91. At the close of the year 
this Department had 72 cases pending payment by the 
State and this amounted to $5,290.54 which Boston 
will receive at a Jater date. 

There were 575 admissions to the Boston Sanatorium 
from January 1, 1965 to December 31, 1965. The 
State paid for these patients at the rate of $29.00 per 
day. The City of Boston is then responsible for all 
Boston resident cases, chronic non-resident and aliens 
excluded. The 1965 half rate for Boston residents was 
$14.50 per patient per day. 

Of the 575 admissions 108 patients were proven to 
be chronic non-resident thus enabling the City of Boston 
to avoid paying for these patients. This amounted to 
$177,687.80. There were 4 aliens admitted and the 
City of Boston was not financially responsible for them. 
Their half share would have been $5,713.00. 

There were 4 patients using Boston addresses on 
admission but proven to be out-of-town residents, 
therefore Boston was not responsible for them. The 
half share would have been $8,497.00. 

Sixty-one patients were admitted to Middlesex Sana- 
torium who had Boston addresses. Total expended to 
date for their care is $56,204.33. Of these 61 patients 
15 were proven chronic non-residents and Boston is not 
financially responsible. Half share for these patients 
would have been $9,054.08. 

Ten patients were admitted to Norfolk Sanatorium 
who had Boston addresses. Total expended to date is 
$4,553.36. Of these 10 patients 5 were proven to be 
chronic non-residents and the half share for them would 
have been $2,816.24. 

Four patients have been paid for at Lakeville Sana- 
torium. Total expended $17,434.34. 

Three patients were admitted to Worcester Sana- 
torium who had Boston addresses. Total expended for 
their care to date is $6,606.32. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


Births, deaths and morbidity statistics are used to 
analyse the assembled data in regard to magnitude, 
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time of occurrence, age, sex, race, cause of death and 
geographic location. Medical directors gain from the 
foregoing information whereby they plan and conduct 
new extensive programs. 

An analysis of the vital statistics for 1965 reveals a 
single case of maternal death occurred in a total of 
13,506 live births and 193 stillbirths. This attests to 
the skills and excellent maternal care extended to Boston 
mothers by the health facilities of Boston. 

On the mortality rate only two tenths percentage 
increase 1s noted on the statistical chart for 1965 while 
the birth rate per thousand of live births shows a de- 
crease of 2.7. 

Early in 1965 photostatic copies were made of all 
death certificates. The City Registrar now receives 
the original death certificates for issuance of certified 
copies on the same day. 

The number of resident deaths from all causes was 
8,923 in 1964 and 9,037 in 1965. There was a decrease 
in infant deaths, from 360 in 1964 to 308 in 1965. During 
the year, 20,989 babies were born in Boston. Resident 
births in 1964 were 13,945. Resident births in 1965 
totaled 13,506 live births and 193 stillbirths. 

The number of deaths from tuberculosis decreased 
somewhat, only 70 deaths were reported for 1965 while 
76 were reported in the comparable period of 1964. 
The number of cases of pulmonary tuberculosis also 
showed a drop with 317 cases reported in 1965 in con- 
trast to 347 resident cases reported in 1964. 

Heart disease, cancer, vascular lesions of the central 
nervous system, diseases of the arteries and all accidents 
once again were the leading five causes of death in 1965. 

A decrease of 1,744 cases of communicable disease 
was noted this year. In 1965, only 2,146 cases were 
reported as contrasted with 3,890 cases in 1964. For the 
last six years, no cases of poliomyelitis have been 
reported in the City. 

The Bureau of Vital Statistics also furnished statisti- 
cal information upon request to members of the clergy, 
physicians, students and private agencies. All deaths 
due to reportable diseases were reported weekly to the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. Weekly 
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statistical reports on mortality, deaths in certain age 
eroups, infant mortality and deaths due to pneumonia 
and infiuenza were sent to the National Office of Vital 
Statistics, Altanta, Georgia. 


MEDICAL SERVICES 


Frepreric F. Manoor, M.D., Director 


The Section of Medical Services has as one of its many 
functions varied control of certain institutions such as 
Hospitals, Sanatoria, and related facilities, Nursing, 
Convalescent, and Rest Homes, also almost complete 
control of Day Care Services for Children. 

The program covering Hospitals and Homes was car- 
ried out in the usual manner although the Nursing and 
Convalescent Home duties were doubled as license 
tenure was reduced from two years to one year. 

The outstanding function of institutional work in 
1965 was related to Day Care for Children__involving 
about two thousand children under 7 years of age. 
This was in conjunction with a new Law passed in 1962, 
and finally implemented in September 1964. Actually 
this new law formerly, under local control, is now com- 
pletely under State control with certain Cities and 
Towns having an adequate staff designated as the 
licensing authorities. The change in the Public Health 
Code was in the main found reasonable with some 
exceptions but the change in the Safety Code was far 
more demanding and so far removed from the existing 
Safety Code that not one of our 65 services were able to 
meet the new requirements. 

This new law did make provisions that existing 
services unable to meet requirements, might be given a 
provisional license for a year and extended for another 
year or longer and new agencies that could not comply 
might be given a temporary license with a year tenure for 
correction of violations. The department did not ac- 
cept the above as being mandatory and in view of the 
serious and numerous defects noted when Building and 
Fire Department reports were received in this office; 
this department decided that no license__regular, provi- 
sional, or temporary would be issued until complete 
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approval was given by both the departments enforcing 
the Safety Code. In the meantime, no agency was 
ordered to close by this department although there were 
three voluntary closures. This procedure appears to 
be working out very well as we are now issuing licenses 
for approved agencies. Many telephone calls have been 
received by us from operators stating that work has 
been done and they are now ready for final safety in- 
spection. This indicates that early in the new year, the 
license program should be very well advanced. 

In conjunction with the above, it should also be con- 
sidered that agencies showing no reasonable progress or 
intention of making progress should be denied a license. 

The department was faced with another condition 
this year in connection with Day Care Services 7.e., 
the vastly increased number of illegal day care services 
operating without the knowledge of the department and 
far below the required standards. 

There were approximately 50 of these agencies which 
required much time and continued follow-up, so that 
definite evidence could be established of illegal operation. 
All were closed with the exception of one where proof is 
still lacking. This place is still under observation. 

The aforesaid conditions would seem to indicate that 
the exacting requirements of the new safety code plus 
the educational background necessary to be in accord- 
ance with the Public Health Code has convinced many 
potential operators they could not qualify, others were 
unaware of license requirements. 

The department also received 84 requests for approval 
of children under three years of age or handicapped for 
admission to day care services. These applications 
must have State approval. Of the number applied for 
admission—72 were approved 12 not approved. 

This department has certified 19 Hospitals, 60 Nurs- 
ing and Convalescent Homes, 10 Rest Homes and 
issued 11 Regular and 4 Temporary Licenses for Day 
Care Services for Children during 1965. 


NUTRITION 


The public health nutritionist develops and provides 
dietary guidelines for individuals and families with the 
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cooperation of the public health nurse. During the year, 
budget material was prepared for the public health 
nurse to use as a guide for families in estimating food 
costs. Day care agencies and nursing homes were 
visited by the nutritionist and guidance given in the 
supervision and direction of food services. 


DISEASE CONTROL 


The department maintains constant surveillance over 
communicable disease through control, detection, follow- 
up and epidemiological study of all reportable diseases 
including extensive programs in Tuberculosis Control. 
Notification of daily incidence of communicable diseases 
is made to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and other interested agencies. Statistics are 
also compiled for distribution to other public health 
facilities. Also, being aware of current trends and 
disease morbidity, and having knowledge of basic 
Public Health measures of control, coordinates the 
efforts of the Community toward breaking the train of 
transmission and dealing with the problems. 


During 1965, 2,146 cases of communicable diseases 
were reported which showed a decrease of 1,744 cases 
reported for the previous year. The largest decrease 
was in the reported incidence of German Measles, from 
1,082 cases in 1964 to 152 cases in 1965. 


A major Public Health Program, using the attenu- 
ated Schwarz strain of measles vaccine, was instituted 
in the latter part of 1965. The vaccine was stocked in 
all Health Units and children between the ages of one 
and six years, who were not immune, were offered the 
vaccine, free of charge. 


This program bids fair to eliminate a heretofore in- 
fectious, highly communicable disease from our midst. 
Measles will'be added to smallpox, diphtheria, whooping 
cough, poliomyelitis and tetanus, as a disease under 
immunization control and no longer to be feared. Bos- 
ton is in the forefront in the percentage of vaccinations 
and immunizations offered to and accepted by its 
citizens.

The Public Health Physicians made 1,454 visits on 
sudden deaths, hospitalizations, ophthalmia cases in 
infants, questionable diagnoses, and investigations and 
follow-up of certain communicable diseases. 

There were 4,281 cases of dog bites and 98 cases of 
other small animal bites reported. These cases, when 
the owner of the animal is known, are referred to the 
Animal Rescue League for quarantine and examination 
of the animal.

The Tuberculosis Program of the Boston Health 
Department continued to offer to patients a comprehen- 
sive program of ambulatory treatment services. Ap- 
proximately 4,000 people were under the care of this 
program. They received the benefits of medical and 
x-ray examinations, drug therapy, and supportive aid 
from nursing and social service personnel. 

Specific efforts were underaken to prevent children 
from being exposed to tuberculosis, and, for those who 
had already been exposed, to reduce the risk of their 
developing active disease. 

A screening program throughout the fourth grade of 
Parochial and Public Schools was undertaken. More 
than 10,000 children were given the Tine Test. Positive 
results from this test were confirmed by a more specific

Mantoux Test. Follow-up was undertaken of those 
positive reactors, as well as their family and close asso- 
ciates. The screening and follow-up program resulted 
in the identification of four newly diagnosed cases of 
active tuberculosis and the admission of these cases to a 
tuberculosis sanatorium. In addition, it was recom- 
mended that 106 of the school children and their asso- 
ciates be given a course of prophylactic drug therapy. 

In response to the increasing number of children 
identified as being at risk of developing tuberculosis, 
the Health Department established separate clinics of 
those children receiving prophylactic chemotherapy. 
Determination of those who were to be followed in this 
program was based on the school tuberculin sereening 
program and the follow-up of contacts to identified 
active cases of tuberculosis. These special facilities for 
children serve to separate them from the adults who 
might have active tuberculosis. At the same time, the 
new clinics were geographically more central to those 
areas in which a majority of the children were living. 
An afternoon clinic was established at the South End 
Health Unit, a morning clinic at the Harvard Street 
Health Unit. 

During the past year more than 800 children have 
received medical services and drug therapy in these 
clinics. To date, not one case of clinically active 
tuberculosis has developed. among these high risk 
children who are being treated prophylactically with 
drugs. 

In support of these intensified services to tuberculosis 
patients, the United States Public Health Service 
awarded the Boston Health Department a Tuberculosis 
Special Project Grant of $769,282. The funds will be 
allocated over a five-year period to increase and improve 
services to Tuberculosis patients and. their families. 
This grant will enable the Health Department to make 
available increased medical care and nursing services to 
those patients and their families who are not under the 
care of a private physician. 

The principal public health nurse in the Tuberculosis 
Program has been attending weekly admission and dis- 
charge conferences at Boston Sanatorium. Closer 
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working relationships have been established between the 
sanatorium medical, nursing, and social service staff and 
the public health nursing staff of the Boston Health 
Department. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The Public Health Nursing Service continued to have 
many changes in staff; nurses moved to other states 
after marriage and those who were newly married re- 
signed because of impending motherhood. ‘The Peace 
Corps attracted three of our nurses, and seven staff 
nurses resigned for full time educational study. 

There was an increase in salary due to the change in 
grade for the staff nurses and supervisors. ‘This was 
obtained with assistance from the Massachusetts State 
Nurses Association. 

Thirty-one new staff nurses have been employed in 
1965 and twenty-six resigned. 

The Public Health faculty members of Boston Univer- 
sity, Boston College, and Simmons College continued to 
be assigned to the Boston Health Department with the 
students from these schools. 

In September, the faculty members assigned to certain 
Health Districts were also responsible for students in the 
Visiting Nurse Association from their respective schools. 

The changes in having the faculty member responsible 
for students in both agencies has been working well with 
the cooperation of both agencies.

The requests for observation and student field work 
placements continue to increase, but due to the turnover 
in personnel, additional students in these programs were 
kept at a minimum. The number of students observing 
has considerably increased. 
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Orientation of new Staff Nurses continued to involve 
much time of the Principal Public Health Nurses, the 
Supervisors and Staff Nurse. 

Planned conferences were held for the new Staff 
Nurses by the Principals in the program of Education, 
Child Health and Schools, Day Care Agencies, Rest, 
Nursing and Convalescent Homes, Tuberculosis and 
Nutrition as they related to the overall Public Health 
Nursing Program. 

Conferences were also held in the LocalStations by the 
Principal Public Health Nurse when necessary, to 
clarify interpretations of policies, and weekly con- 
ferences were held in the local districts by the local 
Supervisor. 

The Maternal and Child Health Program has made 
several changes to improve and expand services to 
families. To provide more adequate clinic facilities, two 
of the Well Child Conferences were transferred to larger, 
more convenient quarters. 

The Phenistix Testing for Phenylketonuria has con- 
tinued with no positive findings. Phenistix Testing was 
also done on adults and children who were contacts to 
positive PKU’s referred from out-of-state. 

The use of Trivalent Polio and the Tuberculin Tine 
Test were initiated in all the Well Child Conferences. 

The number of new admission visits in the Child 
Hygiene Program increased considerably, but the total 
number of field visits remained about the same despite 
the reduced nursing staff. 

The Poison Information Center Referrals increased. 
The Units having the highest number of referrals were:

Lead poisoning increased considerably, with one-half 
of the cases occurring in the Savin Street area. 

In April 1964, a Principal Public Health Nurse was 
assigned to the Boston City Hospital Obstetrical Unit, 
to initiate a project of interviewing post-partum pa- 
tients before discharge. This project is primarily to 
expedite referrals of newborns. The objectives are as 
follows:

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1. To provide anticipatory guidance to mother in 
the hospital before discharge. 

2. To provide health services for mother and new- 
born baby immediately after discharge, or when 
mother needs help most, whether in her home 
or in the clinic. 

3. ‘To avoid duplication and gaps in services to the 
new mother and baby. 

4. To determine priorities in the total maternal 
and newborn child health program, in terms of 
the problems most frequently found. 

5. ‘To cooperate with the Visiting Nurses Associa- 
tion and the Boston City Hospital Social 
Service, and other community agencies, to 
improve services to new mothers and babies. 

This program has been well received by the mothers 
and the hospital personnel. 

The information recorded on these referrals has been 
extremely helpful to the nurses, especially in the selec- 
tion of their priorities. The mothers have also been 
registering earlier at our Well Baby Clinics. 

The Tuberculin Tine Test was done on all fourth 
graders throughout the Parochial and Publie Schools. 
We worked very closely with the Nursing Supervisor in 
the Public Schools. 

The Hearing Testing Program in the Parochial Schools 
continues to be done by a nurse assigned in each district. 
We hope that in the near future we may be able to assign 
a special tester to this program. 

The Nursing Homes and Rest Homes Program showed 
an increase in the number of hours spent in inspection 
visits and follow-up visits. Conferences were held with 
forty-eight individual nurses and ten group conferences 
were held in local stations. 

The meetings were attended at the State House con- 
cerning Legislation for Nursing Homes. Fifteen meet- 
ings were attended that related to either Nursing Homes 
or the elderly population. 

Because of the increasing concern for the elderly 
persons living alone in the community, the possibility of 
expanding these programs to give additional service in 
the community is being considered. It is hoped that a 
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survey may be conducted to ascertain the outstanding 
problems and the direction of more intensive service to 
the elderly. 


There were twenty-one inspections made to Day Care 
Agencies having children under three years, and twenty- 
seven to those having children three years and over. 


In the Disease Control Program, the year of 1965 con- 
tinued to show increased activity in the Tuberculosis 
field. Over the past years, clinics in the South End 
Unit, noticeably increased as a result of the continuing 
school Tuberculin Testing Program, and the intensive 
home visiting to newly reported cases, contacts and 
delinquent clinic patients. 


The number of patients on prophylactic chemo- 
therapy has risen and it was felt that additional clinics 
needed to be established to accommodate them. One 
was to be located in Dorchester and the other in the 
South End of Boston. 


The Inhalation Clinic was established for patients who 
were unable to submit sputum specimens for laboratory 
examinations; such specimens are important for diag- 
nostic purposes and course of treatment. 


The Alcoholic Conferences for male patients attend- 
ing the Tuberculosis Clinics have continued to be held 
weekly throughout the past year by the Supervisor at 
the South End Health Unit. 


MENTAL HEALTH 


The mental health program was again carried out 
through services provided by the Harvard Medical 
School Community Health Program. ‘These services 
consist of orientation of new staff nurses and individual 
consultation with nursing staff regarding family centered 
mental health problems. 


The consultant services were extremely helpful to the 
nurses as the number of families with problems are in- 
creasing. Urban renewal and migration to Boston con- 
tinued to create,in some specific areas, additional and 
multiple problems. 
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LOCAL HEALTH SERVICES 
JOHN B. Lyncu, M.D., Director 


The Director of Local Health Services supervises the 
Health Units, Sub-Stations, the health program of the 
Parochial Schools, Maternal and Child Health Programs 
as well as the Well Child Conferences and Dental 
Bureau. | 

Thirty-four Well Child Conferences are held through- 
out the City of Boston each week. During 1965, a total 
of 52,538 patient visits were made to these clinics. 
Increased attendance at the Well Child Conference held 
Wednesdays in the Out Patient Department of St. 
Klizabeth’s Hospital, Brighton, resulted in the estab- 
lishment of an additional clinic held on Mondays. 

There were 972 premature births reported to this di- 
vision during 1965. Financial aid was extended to 280 
of these families for a total expenditure of $69,871.83. 

To facilitate early contact by the Health Department 
with the newly born, four of the hospitals having large 
obstetrical services report births directly to the Health 
Department. On receipt of the birth report, a card is 
sent to the mother asking whether she desires a Health 
Department nurse to visit, and offering information 
concerning the availability of health services for the 
infant, location of clinics and instructional material on 
infant care. 

Boston Health Department Public Health Physicians 
cooperated on the Neighborhood Youth In-School Pro- 
gram by performing pre-employment examinations, 
March 1965, and again on July 27, 1965. <A total of 
751 physical examinations were performed by the Public 
Health Physicians implementing this program. 

Fifty-six schools are serviced by the Publie Health 
Physicians and Public Health Nurses under the auspices 
of the Local Health Services. Children are inspected 
regularly; examinations performed on Grades 1-4-8: 
as well as immunizations given to pupils not adequately 
protected against diseases common to children. 

Vision testing was done in the parochial schools: 
Deviations and referrals to private physicians by teachers 
and the Boston Health Department ophthalmologist 
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were made whenever necessary. [Eye clinics were held 
one day a week at the following Health Units: Charles- 
town, South Boston, and Whittier Street. Eyes were 
examined, prescriptions for glasses given and hospitaliza- 
tion referrals whenever the case required such follow-up 
treatment. 

The Hearing Testing Program in the parochial schools 
continues to be done by a public health nurse assigned 
in each district. 

Measles vaccine was introduced into all Well Child 
Conferences as well as Immunization Clinics in the 
middle of December 1965. At that time 97 children 
were immunized with the Swartz Strain. 

On non-clinic days immunization and physical exami- 
nations are performed at all Health Units with the ex- 
ception of the North End group. That group should 
contact the Charlestown Health Unit. The nurses who 
assist at the Well Child Conferences in the North End 
of Boston can advise the general public when the 
Public Health Physician will be on duty for immuniza- 
tions; etc. All age groups are cared for, but clinic 
attendance is predominantly children. These services 
are ofiered to residents of Boston regardless of the age 
of the individual. 


DENTAL 


The educational program of preventive care is empha- 
sized in order to diminish the need for restorative dental 
work. The dentist, nurse and hygienist cooperate in 
instructing the children in proper tooth hygiene, empha- 
sizing the need for regular dental supervision and sound 
nutrition and general health habits. 

Fillings, extractions and prophylaxis are available at 
the 23 clinics, 8 of which are held in the Health Units, 7 
in municipal buildings, 3 in public schools and 8 in 
parochial schools. 

A dental study is being conducted in two schools. 
The study began in September of 1963 and will termi- 
nate in the fall of 1966. Originally, the study included 
about 500 children. ‘This year the program was ex- 
panded to include about 200 more children. Treatment 
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subjects in the original group have been recelving yearly 
examinations (including X rays) and an annual series of 
three 30-second sprays with a fluoride solution. The 
recently added subjects will be exposed to the same 
regimen except that a prophylaxis will precede the 
fluoride spray. 

Program personnel includes an examining dentist 
provided by Forsyth, and one hygienist in each school, 
provided by the City of Boston. Forsyth also supplies 
records, materials and statistical evaluation, while the 
city is providing the clinical facilities. 

A reduction of 21 percent in decayed, missing and 
filled surfaces was found for all teeth. For previously 
noncarious teeth the percent reduction was higher, 34 
percent, as opposed to 13 percent for previously carious 
teeth.

The staff of the Bureau of Laboratory Services was 
dispersed into categorical work areas in 1965 when the 
diagnostic public health services were terminated with 
the closing of the Haymarket Headquarters. 

In the area of venereal diseases serological examina- 
tions of blood specimens for syphilitic antibody were 
performed and integrated with the Wassermann Labora- 
tory of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
while direct smear preparations for gonococcus were 
done in the Diagnostic Laboratory of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. The volume of these

examinations is following today’s pattern of increased 
incidence. (1 Bacteriologist, now transferred to the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, and 1 
Laboratory assistant functioned here.) 

In the area of enteric diseases diagnosis, specimens 
were examined, culturally, and serologically with re- 
porting of positive findings, in the Bacteriological Lab- 
oratory of the Boston City Hospital. Modification by 
the Division of Communicable Disease, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health in Salmonellosis classifi- 
cation status resulted in submission of fewer follow-up 
specimens. ‘Throat cultures submitted to the Boston 
City Hospital Laboratory for examination for diphtheria 
and Group A hemolytic streptococci maintained an 
unincreased incidence. Since the statewide streptoccal 
throat culture program initiated by the Heart Associa- 
tion designated but one local Boston area cooperating 
agency (M.D.P.H.) that program is not reflected in the 
Boston City Hospital-Boston Health Department totals. 
(1 bacteriologist, 2 laboratory assistants functioned 
here.) 

In the area of tuberculosis cultures, performed at the 
Boston Sanatorium, the volume of specimens increased 
constantly due to the additional absorption of all Boston 
City Hospital specimens. It is recommended that 
better coordination of the cultural performance, the 
microscopic examination, the cultural reading, the bio- 
chemical testing, under better control conditions will 
enhance the value of this service immensely. It is a 
public health service of growing concern in its present 
demand due to increasing demands. (1 bacteriologist, 
1 laboratory assistant, 1 clerk functioned here.) 

Since no provision for continuance of laboratory en- 
vironmental sanitation epidemiology was made in the 
overall survey, that situation remains critical at the 
present time. (1 bacteriologist retired, 1 bacteriologist 
resigned herewith.) 

Extra curricula activities centered on work with 
Massachusetts Legislative Study Commission for the 
Licensing of Laboratories. With the prospective future 
functioning of the Medicare Program the need and 
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demand for availability of laboratory tests, biochemical, 
pathological and microbiological will be increasingly 
acute. Also, associated are public health service com- 
mitments with the Massachusetts Public Health Asso- 
ciation and the Northeast Branch of the Society of 
American Microbiologists. 

Total 1965 Laboratory Examinations — 43,436. 


FOOD 


The relationship of food to disease continues to be an 
important health problem. livery year, one or more 
serious outbreaks of food-borne disease occur even In 
Boston where the supervision of food sanitation, and 
the sanitation of eating and drinking establishments is 
highly developed. There are approximately 2,500 eating 
and drinking establishments in Boston, and the Bureau 
of Food makes annual inspections. Those establish- 
ments that require closer supervision are visited more 
frequently, and follow-up visits are made regularly to 
correct any sanitary defects. 

During 1965 the Bureau of Food made approximately 
69,000 inspections of restaurants; fruit and produce ter- 
minals: markets; food vehicles; food stands; processing 
plants; bakeries; poultry slaughtering houses; manu- 
facturers of carbonated non-alcoholic beverages; egg 
breaking establishments; sausage and chopped beef 
manufacturers; day nurseries; rest homes and hospitals. 

It was essential to condemn more than 4,000,000 
pounds of food — an indication of the vigilance that the 
Bureau of Food maintains over the food service and 
distribution industries to prevent food-borne disease; 
spoiled products; adulteration; and misbranding in 
Boston. 

Our path in 1965 was not made smoother by the many 
changes the Bureau of Food underwent. First, 1t was_ 
the moving from the 25-year-old occupancy in the 
former Haymarket Relief Station building to the present 
Massachusetts Avenue location. Later, when the 
Housing Inspection Department became an independent 
agency, it was staffed with two-thirds of the Environ- 
mental Sanitation Inspectors. The remaining one-

third of that group was assigned to this Bureau. The 
inspectional duties, along with those concerning food 
and drink, included the enforcement of all public health 
laws, ordinances, and regulations that are non-housing, 
per se. To be specific, air polJution; lJaundromats; 
ventilation; stables; cemeteries; dumps; nursing homes; 
day care agencies; and hospitals are now added to the 
Bureau’s work load. Another addition is the imple- 
menting Sanitary Code of Minimum Sanitation Stand- 
ards, known as Article X, to the 2,500 eating and drink- 
ing establishments in the city. An application, copy of 
registration, and subsequent inspectional reports of 
each restaurant are requisites of Article X, and have all 
multiplied the chores of the clerical staff. 

Although several purported food outbreaks were re- 
ported throughout the year, one which occurred at a 
private school causing illness to more than 100 persons, 
was successfully concluded. It was definitely attributed 
to a staphylococcus infection on the wrist of an assistant 
cook. 

The elimination of the excellent chemical and bac- 
teriological laboratories from the Health Department 
led, inevitably, to the utilization of private laboratories 
outside the Department. 

The many changes reached a climax in the long- 
expected merger of the Health and Hospitals Depart- 
ment in the waning days of 1965. Unaffected were the 
purpose and scope of the Bureau. 


MILK AND CHEMISTRY 


During 1965, the Bureau of Milk and Chemistry col- 
lected and examined 11,029 samples for Chemical and 
Bacteriological content. This total includes samples of 
water for potability which were previously collected by 
the sanitation bureau. After February 1965, no vinegar 
or ice cream samples were collected, since we no longer 
have a laboratory of our own. Without our own 
laboratory, we have been unable to carry on a complete 
program of inspection, since we are restricted in the 
number of samples which we may submit to the state 
laboratory. This present program is unsatisfactory and 
corrective measures should be taken to restore the

effectiveness of our Bureau. In 1964 our Bureau dis- 
closed many cases of excessive fat in hamburg. We were 
unable to do this in 1965. The public has lost a protec- 
tion which they are entitled to. The state laboratory is 
not geared to do the work which our laboratory formerly 
did. 

There has been no significant change in the bacteri- 
ological quality of milk sold in Boston. Our present 
methods of production and handling produces a high 
quality milk measured in hundreds of bacteria, whereas 
before the average count was in the thousands. As 
noted before, such good milk kept under modern 
refrigeration should keep for a week or 10 days. 

Boston’s milk supply is the best in the country. Our 
quality control program which is being adopted more and 
more by other agencies has been effective in securing our 
city a good milk supply. Our quality control program 
requires that the dealer check each producer’s milk twice 
a month and if need be make further examinations and 
follow-ups to see that our standards are met. 

In 1965—It has been decades since a single case of 
disease has been traced to the Boston Milk Supply. 

There has been no significant change in the number of 
licenses issued in 1965 except for the number of permits 
issued for the manufacture of frozen desserts. This 
reduction is due to fewer mobile units operating in the 
city.

HEALTH EDUCATION 


Public Health Education relates to all four sections of 
the Health Department. The Bureau serves as a cata- 
lyst in facilitating public understanding and cooperation 
in the Department’s programs and services to preserve 
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and improve the health of all Bostonians. It functions 
primarily to provide health education to the public and 
inservice training to Department personnel. 

A major facet of activity during 1965 was the continua- 
tion of the health education program carried on for over 
twenty years in conjunction with health services to the 
parochial schools of the city. The Department services 
only the parochial schools as the public schools have 
independent personnel and facilities. 

The Director of Public Health Education planned the 
annual health education meeting in the fifty-one ele- 
mentary schools with the approval of the Superintendent 
of Parochial Schools in the Archdiocese of Boston. 

Following a thorough study of suitable topics, ‘‘Smok- 
ing and Its Effect Upon Health” was selected as the 
subject of the 1965 meeting. 

A Health Educator was assigned as a consultant and 
resourcer for the 750 teachers in all the elementary 
parochial schools in Boston. <A_ bibliography of all 
source material available on the topic was prepared and 
distributed along with other pertinent teaching material 
at a one-hour meeting. A twenty-minute talk, showing 
of a fifteen-minute filmstrip, ‘‘Vll Choose the High 
Road’’, on loan from the American Cancer Society 
was followed by a summary and suggestions for teacher 
presentation of the topic in the classroom. It was well 
received as evidenced by replies to a questionnaire sent 
out at the conclusion of the program. Forty-eight of 
the 51 parochial schools were covered from January 
through the early part of May. 

News releases on sanitation, safety, disease control and 
general health information were prepared and _ placed 
with the four daily papers and twenty-six weeklies. 

Vital information on health and the services of the 
Health Department was released to the public via the 
press, radio and television. Spot announcements relat- 
ing to health topics were prepared and furnished to the 
seven radio stations periodically throughout the year. 
The cooperation of all media in extending public service 
time and space has been excellent at all times. 

Concurrent with the moving of the Health Depart- 
ment headquarters from Haymarket Square, Boston to 
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the South Department of the Boston City Hospital, 
745 Massachusetts Avenue, Boston in February, the 
Bureau prepared and mailed notices of the change of 
location of facilities to approximately 2000 Beston 
physicians. 


The Boston Health Department and the Boston 
Guild for the Hard of Hearing co-sponsored a hearing 
test program two days a week in Roslindale during the 
month of August. The testmobile was located outside 
the Public Library in Roslindale Square and attracted 
many passersby in addition to those who learned of the 
test opportunity through the excellent newspaper pub- 
licity. The Health Educator assigned to this activity 
assisted with the interviewing. Those tested were very 
appreciative of this service. 


During the year, 39,227 pieces of literature were 
distributed to the public through the parochial schools, 
health unit waiting rooms and by the nursing staff. 
The major portion of the material is obtained at no 
cost from voluntary agencies, insurance companies, 
semicommercial companies and the State Health De- 
partment. The Bureau constantly seeks current health 
education literature that is cost-free for distribution to 
Boston residents. 


Inquiries for health information were received from 
elementary, secondary school and college students. 
Numerous telephone requests were serviced and ap- 
proximately 200 were answered by mail throughout the 
year. 


The Bureau cooperated with voluntary health agencies 
and community organizations. Workers in the anti- 
poverty program were loaned filmstrips, films and 
film projectors for showings to mothers in several 
sections of the city. 


Following a food outbreak in a private school, the 
Director of Medical Services, three food sanitarians 
and a health educator visited the school at the request 
of the headmaster. The Director of Medical Services 
gave a short talk to over 100 students in the school 
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assembly. ‘The food sanitarians showed a film illus- 
trating good food sanitation practices. Posters and 
literature on food sanitation were distributed. In 
addition, literature on the hazards of smoking was 
mailed to the headmaster by this Bureau several days 
after the visit. 


The annual report of the department is prepared 
from reports and statistics on the year’s activities 
submitted by heads of the Registry and Weights and 
Measures Division and by the Section and Bureau 
Chiefs of the Health Division. All city documents 
are distributed by the City Messenger’s office, City 
Hall, Boston, Massachusetts 02108. Requests for this 
report should be made to the above address. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DIVISION 


Headquarters of the Division of Weights and Measures 
is located at Room 105, City Hall Annex, Boston, 
Massachusetts. The office is open from 9 to 5 daily, 
Monday through Friday. The telephone number is 
LA 3-5100, extension 458 or 459. The present force 
of the division consists of a sealer, a chief deputy 
sealer, fifteen deputy sealers and a principal clerk. 


GENERAL DUTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and deputies are 
set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 94-98 and 101. 
Briefly, they state the requirements regarding the 
sealing, adjusting and condemning of all weighing or 
measuring devices that are used for the buying or 
selling of goods, wares, or merchandise or for the public 
weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers also enforce 
the laws pertaining to the following: giving of false 
weight or measure; the licensing of hawkers, pedlars, 
and transient vendors; the examination of coal as to 
quality; the weighing of coal offered for sale; the in- 
spection of containers, the size, shape, and dimensions 
of which are established by law; the investigation of 
complaints and the prosecution of violations when the 
evidence warrants such action. 
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REGISTRY DIVISION 


The Registry Division of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment has the responsibility of obtaining, receiving, 
recording and preserving all! records, papers, books, 
and other documents relating to births, deaths, and 
marriages in the City of Boston. 


Omissions are rectified, and corrections and supple- 
ments to these records are made in this division, in 
strict compliance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Marriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses 
are issued. 


Certified abstracts of births, deaths and marriages 
are issued by this division.

ORGANIZATION 


Headquarters of the division are located at Room 105, 
City Hall Annex, Boston 8, Mass. The office is open 
from 9 to 5 daily, Monday through Friday. The 
telephone number is LA 3-5100, Extension 458 or 459. 
The present force of the division consists of a sealer, a 
chief deputy sealer, fifteen deputy sealers and a principal 
clerk. } 


GENERAL DUTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and deputies are set 
forth in the General Laws, Chapters 94-98 and 101. 

Briefly, they state the requirements regarding the 
sealing, adjusting and condemning of all weighing or 
measuring devices that are used for the buying or selling 
of goods, wares, or merchandise or for the public weighing 
or for hire or reward. Sealers also enforce the laws 
pertaining to the following: giving of false weight or 
measure; the licensing of hawkers, pedlars, and transient 
vendors; the examination of coal as to quality; the 
weighing of coal offered for sale; the inspection of con- 
tainers, the size, shape, and dimensions of which are 
established by law; the investigation of complaints and 
the prosecution of violations when the evidence warrants 
such action.

Care for 
patients treated in the new clinical research ward is paid 
entirely by government funds. 


Of significant value was the opening of the modernized 
offices for the Radiology Department. Major con- 
struction and alterations are shown in Table 1.

The Department of Neurosurgery was bolstered by 
the creation of three full-time positions: one Director 
and two Assistant Directors. The first Director of the 
revitalized unit is Dr. Vernon Mark, a member of the 
faculty at Harvard Medical School. Dr. Walter Wegner 
remained Surgeon-in-Chief for Neurosurgery. Dr. Ed- 
ward Spaatz resigned his position in October. 


Dr. Benjamin Tenney, for many years Director of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology retired on July 1 and was 
succeeded by Dr. Brian Little, Assistant Professor, 
Harvard Medical School.

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It is gratifying to note that on September 28, 1964, a 
preliminary Emergency Disaster Plan for the hospital 
was finally put on paper through the persistent efforts 
of the Deputy for General Services, James G. Walsh. 
This not only permits effective cooperation with the 
Department of Civil Defense but meets an essential 
requirement of the Joint Commission on Accreditation 
for Hospitals. Work towards finalizing a comprehensive 
Disaster Plan will proceed as quickly as possible until 
completed. 


Due to the many factors involved in obtaining sta- 
tistical data relative to research grants, research projects, 
and clinical performance of the hospital’s professional 
personnel, no mention is made of them at this time. 
Hopefully, that information will be presented in the 
1965 report. Accumulation of data for the 1965 report 
has been in progress for the past several months. 

Boston City Hospital has been on one-year probation- 
ary approval by the Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals. A critical inspection was made by Dr. 
Russell Blood, Field Representative for the Commis- 
sion, in September. Results were not yet received at 
the close of the year. 


The resignation of Dr. John F. Conlin as Director of 
Hospitals and Superintendent of Boston City Hospital 
was announced in August, to become effective at the 
close of December 31, 1964. As a result, his Honor the 
Mayor presented a plan for merger of the Boston City 
Hospital and the City of Boston Health Department. 
Dr. Robert Hamlin of the Harvard School of Public 
Health was engaged to make a study of the proposed 
merger and to submit recommendations. He proceeded 
with his arduous task immediately. 


On December 18, 1964, the Board of Trustees voted 
Dr. James V. Sacchetti to be Acting Director as of 
January 1, 1965. 


The sudden death of Mr. C. J. D’Amato, Deputy 
Superintendent for Physical Facilities, on December 30, 
1964, came as a great and unbelievable shock. He 
served the hospital with tireless, conscientious, and 
dedicated effort. 
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Entering a new century, the Boston City Hospital 
meets a challenge unmatched in its noble pre-eminent 
service to the people of Boston during the past one 
hundred years. Our fondest dream and hope shall 
remain that the exemplary loyalty and dedication to 
patient care and to community welfare which imbued 
doctors, nurses, and all other personnel of the past, will 
germinate within those of the present and future. 


Only in this manner, independent and adamant, shall 
Boston City Hospital survive and prosper towards an- 
other century of even greater progress, better service to 
the community, and contributory achievement for the 
physical betterment of all mankind.

IV. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by 
the Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Chief of the Fire Department of Boston v. Sutherland 
Apartments, Inc., 346 Mass. 685. On June 13, 1962, 
the Chief of the Fire Department ordered Sutherland 
Apartments, Inc. to provide each of the inner courts 
in its buildings at 518, 520 and 524 Cambridge Street, 
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Brighton, with a substantial parapet or barrier at 
least thirty inches high on or before June 30, 1962, 
so as to comply with the rule of the State Board of 
Fire Prevention Regulations that ‘‘Any inner court 
not protected by a roof which will support a load of 
40 lbs. per square foot shall have a substantial parapet 
or barrier at least 30 inches high.’”? When Sutherland 
Apartments, Inc. did not comply because it believed 
the rule just quoted to be invalid, this bill in equity 
was brought under G. L. c. 148, s. 30, to enforce the 
order. The Supreme Judicial Court upheld the regu- 
lation, pronouncing it to be ‘‘reasonable and designed 
to avoid a fire hazard by increasing the efficiency of 
firemen, and by protecting their safety as well as the 
safety of the public.’”? The Court also said that ac- 
quittal in a criminal proceeding was no defence to this 
suit. 


Barrett v. Police Commissioner of Boston, 1964 Mass. 
Ady. Sh. 581. This was a petition for a writ of man- 
damus to compel the Police Commissioner to restore 
the petitioner to his position as Sergeant in the Boston 
Police Department without loss of compensation as 
ordered by a decision of the Boston Retirement Board, 
which the Police Commissioner had purported to 
appeal to the Contributory Retirement Appeal Board. 
The Supreme Judicial Court directed the writ to 
issue, ruling that the Police Commissioner’s purported 
appeal was ineffectual as the Appeal Board did not 
have jurisdiction over involuntary retirements or re- 
movals or discharges. The Court further decided 
that the reinstatement was not for retirement purposes 
only. 


Boston v. Deveney, 1964 Mass. Adv. Sh. 804. By 
this action of summary process under G. L. c. 239, s. 1, 
the City sought, because of nonpayment of rent to 
recover possession of property owned by the City 
through foreclosure of a tax title. In a rescript without 
opinion, the Supreme Judicial Court dismissed the 
defendant’s appeal because there existed no error of 
law apparent on the record or any other ground for 
which an appeal is authorized by G. L. ec. 231, s. 96. 
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A second appeal in the same case was similarly dismissed 
on January 7, 1965. Boston v. Deveney, 1965 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 92. 


Yankun v. Boston, 1964 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1229. This 
was a petition for a declaratory judgment whether a 
school teacher who did not make known to the school 
committee that she was suffering from tuberculosis in 
a communicable form was entitled by G. L. ec. 71, s. 
55B, to full pay sick leave during the period of her 
absence. It was held that she was not as she had not 
complied with the conditions of the statute, having 
ceased work of her own volition and returned to it 
without that form of certification required for teachers 
‘fexcluded or removed’’. 


Village on the Hill, Inc. v. Building Commissioner of 
Boston, 1964 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1245. This petition for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the Building Commissioner 
to enforce the zoning law was remanded to the Superior 
Court for further proceedings including (1) a deter- 
mination whether the zoning or other aspects of the 
situation have changed or are likely to change in the 
near future and (2) the exercise of reasonable discretion 
as to the time and terms of whatever relief may then 
appear to be appropriate. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuBLIC UTILITIES 


During 1964, this department screened approxi- 
mately twenty-nine public utility cases, and when the 
City’s interest warranted, entered an appearance on 
behalf of the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. CrviL SERVICE 


This department handled 95 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws and 2 hearings before the Boston 
Retirement Board. 
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This department represented department heads in 10 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees and in 5 other appeals to the Boston Munici- 
pal Court. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was _ specially 
assigned to provide legal counsel to the Government 
Center Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1958. 


C. TORT ACTIONS 


During the year, 351 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $297,540.07. 
Following is a brief comparison of such total payments 
since 1959:

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G. CONTRACT CASES 


Three contract cases were tried during the year, 
resulting in plaintiff’s verdicts totaling $1,262.08. Three 
contract cases were disposed of by “neither party” 
agreements. 


H. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Ten land damage cases were disposed of during 1964. 
Eight cases arose from the taking of land for 
street purposes, seven of which were settled in 
sums totaling $13,100; one resulted in a ‘‘neither 
party’’ agreement. One case arose from the taking 
of land for school purposes and was settled in the 
sum of $17,750. 
One case was for the razing of a building and 
was settled in the sum of $1,500. 


I. CITY EMPLOYEE SUITS 


Seventy-nine suits involving city employees were 
disposed of during the year 1964; twenty-nine were 
settled for sums totaling $37,871.51; forty-one were 
tried resulting in verdicts totaling $20,602.06; one was 
tried before an auditor resulting in a finding of $700.00;

During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘Park Department.” The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. ‘The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sloners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,702 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 122 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse, and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bathhouses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes) both with 
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clubhouses; 3 public bathing beaches with bathhouses 
in which are 2 solaria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 
2 outdoor); 85 public squares; 16 greenhouses; 19 
cemeteries (3 active, 16 inactive or historic); 108 miles 
of parkways, driveways, walks, and paths; 131 acres 
of ponds and rivers; and the care and maintenance of 
all trees on city streets, parks, and playgrounds. 


The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 


This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 


In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1964, all of which is substantially out- 
‘side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1964 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Painting of Charlestown Swimming and Diving Pools: 
A thorough job of reconditioning and painting of pools 
at the Ensign John J. Doherty Playground on Bunker 
Hill Street was completed at a cost of $6,843. 
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Laying Water Pipe, Grading, and Asphalt Surfacing at 
Franklin Park: This work was done in the immediate 
area of the Franklin Park Golf Course and followed the 
completion of the new clubhouse and locker building 
at the golf course. The new asphalt roadway will be 
used during the golf season mainly by the golfers, and 
the construction of this walk will prevent parking on the 
erass aS in former years. The new water pipe was 
required to furnish water service to the new clubhouse 
and locker building and also to connect with the sprin- 
kler system on the golf course. This work was com- 
pleted at a cost of $20,214. 


Asphalt Tennis Courts at Franklin Park: For several 
years Franklin Park was very active in the game of 
tennis, with over fifty courts being maintained at this 
location for a number of years. During the past ten 
years tennis has not enjoyed the interest and play as 
in former years, with the result that these courts at 
Franklin Park received very little play. There now 
appears to be a revival of interest in tennis particularly 
in the Dorchester area, and, accordingly, a small area 
has been developed for new tennis courts at a cost of 
$10,642.25. If the interest continues, it is planned in 
the future to continue the program of constructing 
tennis courts in areas of the city where interest is shown. 
A contract for the erection of a fence enclosing this area 
was awarded in the amount of $2,385.60. These courts 
are located in close proximity to the Shattuck Hospital. 


Play Area at Mozart and Centre Streets, Roxbury: 
A contract for the development of a play area on this 
site was awarded in the late summer of 1964 in the 
amount of $54,623. This play area is being con- 
structed on the site of the old Lowell School. The 
Parks and Recreation Department had under their 
control a playground area adjacent to the schoolhouse 
site, which was turned over to the Boston School Depart- 
ment for the site of the new John F. Kennedy School. 
In return, the Parks and Recreation Department 
acquired the school site on which this new play area 
is being constructed. The work in general consists of 
asphalt surfacing of the entire area, concrete walks, 
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fencing, erection of park benches in an area set aside 
for the mothers of small children, reconstruction of 
walls adjacent to the playground, and the furnishing 
and erection of modern playground equipment such 
as Swings, seesaws, metal slides, mountain climbers, 
concrete tunnels, etc. In addition, two basketball 
courts are to be erected on the area. These courts will 
be for the older children in the community. The rest 
of the play area will be limited to children up to the age 
of twelve. 


Play Area Improvements at William E. Carter Play- 
ground, Roxbury: Major repair and improvement work 
was accomplished at this crowded location in the Rox- 
bury section of the City of Boston at a cost of $25,894.55. 
The work in general consisted of reconstruction of the 
children’s play area, including an asphalt skating and 
basketball section. New drinking fountains were in- 
stalled. The entire area was loamed and seeded, new 
concrete walks constructed, new park benches erected 
on the perimeter of the playground, and new modern, 
colorful play equipment for the smaller children. This 
in general is the work done under the contract at this 
location. 

Furnishing and Laying Sod at the Public Garden: The 
work in general consisted of preparing the area and lay- 
ing grass sod in a section of the Public Garden that had 
been used by the Art Festival for the past ten years. 
Each year at the conclusion of the Art Festival we were 
required to do much seeding and some sod replacement 
in the area where the Art Festival was held. Now that 
the Art Festival is to move to a new location we could 
plan for a resodding and reconditioning of this area in an 
attempt to restore it to its once excellent condition that 
was formerly enjoyed by the citizens of Boston. This 
work was completed at a cost of $14,800. 


Buildings, Etc. 
A contract was awarded in the amount of $11,786 for 


the replacement of heating boilers in buildings where 
required in the Parks and Recreation Department. 
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Repairs to Building — William E. Carter Playground: 
This contract called for the general repair of the entire 
building at the Carter Playground, including pointing, 
construction of a new roof, and other incidental work at a 
total cost of $7,782. 


Parkways, Roadways, and Walks 


Arnold Arboretum: After several years of planning 
and discussion the roadway was completed to the top 
of Peter’s Hill at a cost of $13,611.98. This is the second 
highest hill in the City of Boston. With the completion 
of this road, all roadways in the Arnold Arboretum 
are now completed, many of them having been recon- 
structed in recent years. It is not anticipated that any 
further roadwork will be required here for a long period 
of time. 

Greenhouses, Franklin Park 


A contract was awarded for repairs and alteration 
work to the boiler house and heating system at the 
greenhouse in Franklin Park at a sum of $20,390.00. 
The operation of the greenhouses is one of the most 
important functions of this department, and the work 
planned and completed here certainly reflects credit 
on the city administration and the Parks and Recreation 
Department. 


Boston Redevelopment Authority 


There is probably no department in the city that is 
or will be more actively identified with the Boston Re- 
development Authority than the Parks and Recreation 
Department. For the past five months we have been 
meeting almost constantly, weekly and sometimes bi- 
weekly, with the division heads of the Boston Redevel- 
opment Authority and the Boston School Department, 
perfecting plans and making arrangements for new 
parks, new playgrounds, and new tot-lots in the de- 
velopments being planned throughout the city. 


A wonderful spirit of cooperation has developed be- 
tween the three agencies, and the close attention given to 
every detail of every plan will make certain that Boston 
will have the best for its citizens in recreation activities. 
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We are cooperating to the fullest in the 1965-1975 
report prepared by the Redevelopment Authority for 
the many new areas which will come under the Parks 
and Recreation Department — the new Government 
Center, the new Copley Square area, Washington Park, 
Castle Square, Charlestown, and other developments as 
they occur—and this is most challenging. 


The division heads of our departments are constantly 
working and preparing reports so that all final plans on 
each area will reflect great credit on the administration. 


Christmas Festival 


Once again, as in many years past, the Parks and 
Recreation Department played a major part in the 
development and presentation of the Christmas Festival. 
Many additional features were added in 1964 by the 
Christmas Festival Committee. 


The transporting and the trucking of equipment, 
setting up of equipment, the furnishing of the major 
Christmas tree and all other Christmas trees, assisting 
in electrical work, erecting trees in all major sections 
throughout the city, and other incidental work was 
accomplished by the Parks and Recreation Department 
at a cost of approximately $33,000, from the Parks and 
Recreation Department budget. 


Recreation 


During the past year we continued our seasonal recre- 
ation program involving all ages from youth to the 
Golden Age. Our baseball and football programs are 
well known throughout the United States. We believe 
that we have the oldest established leagues in these 
sports. Not only do these sports give the opportunity 
for fine physical development among our youth, but 
they also bring much enjoyment to the thousands of 
spectators. 


Basketball and handball leagues are part of our pro- 
gram, and there are small craft classes conducted in the 
various recreation centers. 
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During the summer season we staff many playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with men and women in- 
structors, in accordance with the direction of Mayor 
John F, Collins. At Castle Island, South Boston; the 
Tileston School, Mattapan; and at the Chestnut Hill 
Playground, in Brighton, we conducted programs for 
handicapped and retarded children. The City of Bos- 
ton is the pioneer in this type of program throughout 
the country. 


Cummings Estate, Woburn: Once again we conducted 
our most excellent garden program at the Cummings 
Estate, Woburn-Burlington. Children from crowded 
and congested sections of the city planted and raised 
many vegetables amd cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. The children are able to bring home 
their harvest and the results of their efforts. 


We take to the farm area 750 to 800 children weekly, 
approximately 9,000 during the year. If this program 
were not provided by the Mayor, most of the children 
would not have the advantage of a day’s vacation in 
the country. 


Action for Boston Community Development — 
Mayor’s Recreation Advisory Committee 


During the present year we received tremendous 
support and cooperation from these two groups. We 
meet with them constantly on the planning of recreation 
programs and other activities in the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department. Also, we had the advantage of 
having the expert knowledge of both of these groups 
in the preparation of our annual budget. Action for 
Boston Community Development in particular has 
acted as a liaison with this office, the Back Bay Associa- 
tion, social agencies throughout the city, and other 
groups, the result being that we have built up a fine 
spirit of friendliness with all social agencies throughout 
the city. 
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From time to time during the past six months, Com- 
missioner Devine and other members of the staff have 
been attending meetings in all sections of the city ex- 
plaining in what way the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment can cooperate with them. Most of these meetings 
have been held in the evening, and these visitations are 
being held because Mayor Collins desires much closer 
cooperation between the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment and these agencies than has existed heretofore. 


Cemeteries 


We continually are developing our three active ceme- 
teries: Mount Hope in Roslindale, Fairview in Hyde 
Park, and Evergreen in Brighton. Drainage work 
completed at Evergreen Cemetery at cost of $8,845.27; 
at Mount Hope Cemetery, $15,940.72. Development of 
burial areas, city cemeteries, $18,553.55. 


Tree Planting 


We continued out tree planting on many streets 
throughout the city, replacing trees knocked down by 
storms or removed because of diseased conditions. 
Many trees were planted on new streets constructed 
by the Public Works Department. However, it is 
never possible to keep up with the many requests which 
are received for the planting of trees. Contracts were 
awarded for ‘‘Removal of Dead Trees and Stumps,” 
all sections of city — $11,251.50. ‘Furnishing and 
Planting Trees,” city streets, in amount of $19,923.75. 
“Trimming Trees,” Commonwealth Avenue, $3,485. 
“Furnishing and Planting” evergreen trees, Franklin 
Park and George Wright Golf Course, at a cost of 
$10,117. 


Boston Common.— Public Garden 


Much favorable comment has been received about the 
new lighting program on Boston Common started by 
Mayor John F. Collins. 


Many of the walks on the Common are now brightly 
lighted at night, and it is hoped before the end of 1965 
to have the entire Common under the new lighting 
system, making the area safe for pedestrians at night.

The entire Boston Common garage area has been 
resodded, and a large area of the Public Garden also 
has been resodded. The work on both of these areas 
has caused much favorable comment, and, come 1965, 
we hope that these two areas will regain the prominence 
in the horticultural field for which they were so famous 
in the past. 


Many new trees have been planted in the Public 
Garden, and it is planned each year to continue this 
planting. A few years hence, with the growth of the 
trees, the Public Garden should become the number one 
horticultural gem in the parks of the country.

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CoMMENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1964. It was 
again possible to keep expenditures for the year lower 
than the amount appropriated. The procurement of 
clothing, supplies and materials from the government 
surplus division at a small percentage of the original 
cost was again of great assistance in reducing expendi- 
tures for items of that nature. 


The photographing of inmates, required by statute, 
which work was formerly done by an outside firm under 
contract, is now being done by the personnel of the 
institution. All needed equipment for this purpose has 
been purchased and installed. This has resulted in a 
considerable saving in cost and in greater efficiency as 
photographs are now available immediately upon com- 
mitment. 


An auxiliary 10,000-gallon fuel oil tank has been in- 
stalled at the power plant of the institution. This will 
permit the power plant to continue in operation in the 
event of obstruction or damage to the main fuel oil 
tank. A new 800-gallon hot water tank has been 
installed at the Administration Building of the institu- 
tion to replace a similar tank that had outlived its use- 
fulness. 


Two hundred traffic barriers were constructed and 
painted for the Boston Police Department. Fifty ice 
ladders were constructed for the Boston Park Depart- 
ment and approximately one hundred trash baskets 
were repaired for the Boston Public Works Department. 


A Recreation Officer has been appointed to supervise a 
program for the inmates of the institution. Softball 
leagues have been organized and basketball, horseshoe 
and ping-pong tournaments have been conducted. 
Various other games such as handball, bocci, checkers, 
dominoes, etc. are available. First-run movies are 
shown on Sundays and holidays and various groups 
have performed at the institution to provide live enter- 
tainment for the inmates. 
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The appointment of a male Social Worker in the de- 
partment has resulted in the procurement of positions 
and places of residence for many of the inmates now 
completing their sentences at the institution. 


The inmates of the institution donated a total of 
1,269 pints of blood to the Red Cross during the year. 


The Alcoholics Anonymous group at the institution 
has held weekly meetings, these meetings being ad- 
dressed by representatives from the various Greater 
Boston groups of this organization. The Narcotics 
Anonymous program, instituted at my direction, has con- 
tinued to expand. Weekly meetings are held where in- 
mates with a narcotic problem are addressed by speakers 
who have had experience with their problems concerning 
narcotics. 


I am most grateful to the Chaplains assigned to the 
institution for their continuing cooperation in caring 
for the spiritual and temporal needs of the inmates, and 
to the Salvation Army and the Guild of Our Lady of 
Ransom for their donations and aid given to inmates 
during the year, and especially during the Christmas 
Season.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1965

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In compliance with the provisions of Section 25, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, I respect- 
fully submit herewith the annual report of the Public 
Works Department and the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1965. 

The varied programs of the Public Works Department 
aimed at maintaining and improving the public health, 
safety, and convenience of the public have been carried 
on with efficiency and economy. These programs in- 
clude highway construction and reconstruction; high- 
Way maintenance, including bridge maintenance and 
street and catch-basin cleaning; the construction, main- 
tenance, and operation of a water distribution system; 
also a sewerage collection system, including surface and 
storm water drainage; and the collection and disposal of 
offal and rubbish. The expenditures for these services 
amounted to $28,759,708 for this year. 
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PERSONNEL 


The general policy of reducing the number of em- 
ployees by natural attrition without curtailment of vital 
services has reached its limit. At the close of the year 
1964 there were 1,864 employees, and on January 1, 1966, 
1,362 employees. This compares with 1,788 at the close 
of 1959, 1,453 at the close of 1962, and 1,380 in 1963. A 
concerted effort should be made to fill our quota of 1,450 
able bodied employees if the department is to function 
efficiently. 


The national shortage of engineers and other profes- 
sional workers is still acute. The differential in salaries 
paid by private industries in these categories and civil 
service employment is so great as to make it impossible 
to recruit qualified engineering graduates. This differ- 
ential is also felt in the fields of labor and skilled 
mechanics. 


To offset these shortages the department has main- 
tained technical courses available to qualifying em- 
ployees at no cost to the employee. Northeastern 
University provided courses in ‘Fundamentals of Public 
Works Construction” and an ‘‘Educational Program for 
Managerial Supervisory Personnel’ as well as ‘‘Motor 
Vehicle Fleet Management” and ‘‘Management of Auto- 
motive Equipment Maintenance.” Boston College 
provided a course in ‘‘Municipal Personnel Administra- 
tion,’’ and South Boston High School courses in “‘Typ- 
ing, Shorthand, and Secretarial.’’ Lowell Technological 
Institute is providing a five-year course leading to a 
degree of “‘Associate in Civil Engineering.” Courses 
were also provided in communication and occupational 
safety. 

On June 30, 1965, James W. Haley retired as Com- 
missioner of Public Works. Commissioner Haley en- 
tered the city service in 1928 as a rodman in the old 
Street Laying-Out Department and advanced to Chief 
Engineer in that department, Division Engineer in the 
Engineering Division of the Public Works Department, 
and on January 4, 1960, became Commissioner of Public 
Works. During his term of office he effected a complete 
reorganization of the department and instituted many 
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changes and new procedures in organization and func- 
tions. He was instrumental in initiating several courses 
of in-service training for departmental personnel at 
Northeastern University and other local educational 
institutions. His was an outstanding career and he will 
long be remembered by his former fellow-employees. 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


The Central Office is composed of three sections: an 
Administrative Branch in the charge of the Senior 
Administrative Assistant, a Maintenance Branch in the 
charge of the Director of Transportation, and a Permit 
Branch in the charge of the Supervisor of Permits. 

The Administrative Branch functions include the 
preparation and processing of correspondence, purchase 
supply requisitions, service orders, contracts, payrolls, 
personnel requisitions for transfers, promotions, and 
terminations; the keeping of all required records and 
files; and providing all services required by the Public 
Improvement Commission. 

The Maintenance Branch provides for the repair and 
maintenance of the departmental automotive equipment; 
the supervision and maintenance of all departmental 
buildings and property; the operation of four garages; 
the operation of a blacksmith shop, a sweeper repair 
shop, and a building maintenance shop; and the around- 
the-clock operation of a two-way radio station. 

The Maintenance Branch is responsible for the repair 
and maintenance of 397 vehicles. New equipment was 
acquired by purchase from the 1965 appropriations in 
the amount of $223,183.11; and $57,393 from the Snow 
Removal Appropriation. 

The work involved in making approximately 10,000 
annual repair jobs is performed at four locations; High- 
land St., Albany St., Hancock St., and Forest Hills. 

(A) The Highland Street Motor Repair Garage is 
used for general repair work, stockroom, lubrication 
and dispensing of gasoline and oil. The stockroom 
contains an inventory of repair parts, tires, batteries, 
etc., valued at $50,000. A schedule of monthly lubri- 
cation is set up and the condition of vehicles is checked 
at that time. 
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(B) Albany Street Garage in Public Works Depart- 
ment District No. 1. 

This unit consists of the garage proper, the welding 
shop, the street sweeper shop and the communication 
center. The garage is used for storing trucks and dis- 
pensing of gasoline and oil. During the winter season, 
repairs to chains are made here. Inspection for the 
semi-annual Registry of Motor Vehicles inspections are 
carried out at the aforesaid locations. 

The sweeper repair shop maintains the street sweeper 
fleet and, in the snow removal season, repairs the snow- 
fighting equipment in the area. 

The maintenance shop maintains buildings and re- 
lated property of the department; constructs barriers, 
disposal boxes, signs, erects fences and platforms, re- 
models offices, etc. The personnel is made up of skilled 
mechanics. 

The welding shop is responsible for the care and 
maintenance of snowplows, street sweeper brooms and 
runners, disposal boxes, ete. Approximately 300 snow- 
plows and frames are installed on city trucks and con- 
tractors equipment and repairs are made on cutting 
edges, plow wheels, semicircles and curb bumpers. The 
shop does all welding on above plows and also on all 
other types of equipment. Considerable repair work 
is performed for other divisions of the department, 
repair of pumps and screens for the Sewer Division, 
repairing pipes, burning joints and cutting of bolts, 
repairing gate and shutoff wrenches for the Water Di- 
vision, welding parts for cranes and stabilizing bars for 
Sanitary Division incinerator and repairing signs and 
fences for Highway Division. Welding is done on all 
types of vehicles. 

The Albany Street switchboard and the two-way 
radio base are located at the Albany Street Water Yard 
and are on a 24-hour, 7-day a week basis. The operators 
are in constant contact with the vehicles which are 
equipped as mobile stations. 

(C) The Maintenance Branch in Public Works De- 
partment Area No. 2 is located at Forest Hills. It 
is used for repair work, lubrication, and the dispensing 
of gasoline and oil. 
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(D) The Maintenance Branch in Public Works De- 
partment Area No. 3 is located at Hancock Street, 
Dorchester, and is used for the same purposes as in 
Area No. 2. 


It has been recognized that there is a need of a central- 
ized facility for departmental maintenance. In 1963 
the Legislature enacted legislation (Chapter 812) au- 
thorizing the State Department of Public Works to 
convey land in the Roxbury section of the city. This 
site would make an ideal locus for a centralized yard. 


The Permit Branch issued all permits under the juris- 
diction of the department, collected all fees, and made 
commitments of moneys received to the Collector- 
Treasurer. Cash receipts for 1965 amounted to $306,- 
776.20, committed accounts $75,096.24, miscellaneous 
$149,104.65, and deposit accounts $841,633.43, for a 
grand total of $1,372,610.52. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division is made up of four sections: 
Administration; Planning and Programming; Survey; 
and Design. 

The Administrative Section under the supervision of 
the head administrative clerk performed all duties of an 
administrative nature relating to the processing and 
maintenance of records pertaining to personnel, cor- 
respondence, indexing, and filing. 


This consisted of, in part, typing, proofreading, and 
collating of stencils for contract books for all divisions 
of the department, processing of municipal lien cer- 
tificates, giving information to the general public, 
preparation of the annual report, mimeographing all 
work for all divisions of the department, and processing 
and recording plot plans, numbering approximately 
1,000, which were submitted to the Engineering Di- 
vision. This year the assessments of betterments on 
roadways, sidewalks, and sewers were performed by the 
head administrative clerk, who also assisted the Di- 
vision Engineer at Public Improvement Commission 
meetings. 
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This section furnished engineers and surveyors with 
street line information, bench marks, and plan informa- 
tion concerning approximately 1,000 streets. This 
section also furnished street line information on various 
proposed projects, the Inner Belt, the Charlestown 
Redevelopment Area, the Southwest Expressway, the 
Charlestown Prison Land and Flats. 

Approximately 200 requests for information from 
lawyers and conveyancers were processed. On about 
twenty occasions this required the City of Boston to 
send an engineer to court in Suffolk, Middlesex, and 
Norfolk Counties. 

This section furnished information to the Law De- 
partment, Building Department, School Department, 
the Highway, Sewer, and Water Divisions of the Public 
Works Department, the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority, the Post Office Department, and the Real 
Property Department. 

Boundary line information between Boston and ad- 
joining cities and towns was furnished to engineers as 
well as harbor lines. 

This section also answered queries concerning the 
history of city streets and other inquiries relative to 
ownership and maintenance of bridges in various parts 
of the city. 

This section is also responsible for the operation of the 
Reproduction and Photographic unit. This unit fur- 
nished blueprints, ozalid prints, autopositives, and 
photographs required by the Public Works Depart- 
ment and all other city departments. 

Planning and Programming Section: The Planning 
and Programming Section prepared the highway, water, 
and sewer programs for the Public Works Department. 
This section, with the support of the other sections of 
the Engineering Division, performed services as directed 
by the Public Improvement Commission. These serv- 
ices included, but were not limited to, engineering reports 
for new street layouts, sewer and water engineering 
reports as required in connection with petitions received 
by the commission from contractors constructing new 
developments where such utilities were not available, 
and minimum pavement reports to advise the commis- 
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sion whether contractors satisfactorily completed the 
terms of their minimum pavement agreements with the 
commission in order for the latter to vote on the return 
of deposits. 

In connection with the various programs, the section 
maintained liaison with the Department of Public 
Works, Commonwealth of Massachusetts; City of 
Boston Traffic and Parking Department; Parks «and 
Recreation Department; Police Department; Fire De- 
partment; Sewer, Water, and Highway Divisions, and 
all public utilities companies. 

The section received the final preliminary plans for 
the Boston extension of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
during January and reviewed and coordinated them with 
all other interested city departments and divisions and, 
where applicable, with the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority. Upon completion of the Boston extension, 
‘““As Built”? plans commenced to be received by this 
section where they were recorded and distributed to the 
appropriate divisions. 

The Planning and Programming Section served as a 
coordinator between the City of Boston Public Works 
Department and the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
and its consultants on matters of mutual interest regard- 
ing the various renewal! and redevelopment projects. 

Public utility companies plans for proposed construc- 
tion in city streets were reviewed by this section and 
appropriate recommendations relative to approval were 
made to the Division Engineer. 

This section prepared written reports and letters for 
the Commissioner’s signature in answer to numerous 
complaints received by the department relative to street 
and sidewalk conditions. 

In connection with the foregoing, the Planning and 
Programming Section performed the following functions: 

Field inspected streets where construction or recon- 
struction would result in damages to abutting properties 
and made estimates of the amount of damages. 

Kept account records of engineering costs spent by 
the City of Boston Engineering Division in renewal 
projects for purposes of federal Non-Cash Grants-in- 
Aid credits. 
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Completed final reports for state financing of street 
reconstruction under the provisions of Chapters 782 and 
822, General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Scheduled field surveys for the Survey Section. 

Scheduled preparation of plans by the Design Section. 

Made field trips to study proposed work and made 
recommendations concerning the feasibility of the work 
to the Division Engineer. 

Prepared monthly groups for advertising for bids for 
construction and reconstruction of streets (see Design 
Section report for accomplishment during 1965). 

Staged and sequenced developments of Chapter 90 
projects and arranged with other sections of the division 
for design changes on state survey plans relating to these 
projects. 

Design Section: The Design Section under the super- 
vision of an associate civil engineer performed the 
following work: 

Prepared all plans, estimates, specifications, and con- 
tract forms relating to the design and construction of 
highway, bridge, sewer, and water facilities, in accord- 
ance with departmental programs. 

Prepared designs, plans, and specifications required in 
connection with proposed structures and appurtenances 
to be constructed by the operating divisons of the 
department. 

Designed grades in connection with the construction 
and reconstruction of highways and sewers. 

Checked all plot plans submitted to the Building 
Department prior to the issuance of building permits to 
determine if the same are approvable with regards to 
erades and availability of sewer and water facilities. 

Checked proposed construction over existing sewers, 
to determine if same is structually sound and approvable. 

Made tracings of all survey plans, plots, street lay- 
out plans, easement plans, assessment plans, etc., 
prepared by the survey section. 

Prepared and traced various maps, plans, charts, etc., 
required for general purposes in the operation of this 
department. 
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Made estimates and preliminary plans for the Public 
Improvement Commission relating to proposed sewer, 
water, and street betterments. 


Checked plans and specifications of and consulted with 
various engineering firms regarding sewer, water, and 
highway construction for the Government Center, 
Prudential Center, Washington Park, MBTA extension, 
Castle Square and New York Streets Projects. 


The major accomplishments of the Design Section in 
1965 consisted of completing the necessary designs, esti- 
mates, construction plans, and specifications for thirty- 
five public works contracts which were advertised in 
1965, involving street construction and reconstruction 
and sewer and water installations. 


These contracts are listed descriptively hereinafter in 
chronological order of advertising. 


Work related to the foregoing included: 


Completion of 217 construction plans for highway projects 
Design of 75 sewer grades

Survey Section: This section made twenty-two surveys 
for the laying-out of 2.6 miles of public highways; 
fourteen profiles for 1.78 miles of sewer construction; 
thirteen profiles for highway construction; fourteen 
reports for minimum pavement specifications for private 
ways; eleven surveys for eminent domain takings for 1.44 
miles of sewer and assessment purposes; six surveys for 
the discontinuance of 0.3 miles of public highways; 246 
plans and surveys for highway reconstruction of 41.65 
miles of highways; thirty-three engineering reports; and 
thirty-six miles of street reconstruction inspections. 

This division carried on its normal activities, which 
consisted of surveys, plans and contract documents for 
street construction, reconstruction, sewer and water 
projects, along with surveys and plans for widenings, 
specific repairs, discontinuances, assessments, and spe- 
cial surveys and plans for various other city depart- 
ments. In addition to expected activities, the division, 
with the direct assistance of consultants, became in- 
creasingly involved with blossoming Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority activities in connection with urban 
renewal. 


By far the most active area of development was in 
Washington Park, Roxbury, and following is a summary 
of the activities in this area. Through our consultants, 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, Inc., plans and contract 
documents were prepared resulting in the awarding of 
approximately $1,000,000 worth of street construction 
and sewer and water installations. In addition, plans 
and necessary Public Improvement Commission actions 
were completed relative to new street layouts in BRA 
development parcels along Humboldt Avenue, Wash- 
ington Street, and within the Notre Dame Academy 
area. 

Street construction was essentially completed for 
portions of Washington Park Boulevard and Humboldt 
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Avenue and in streets related to the Marksdale II 
Development area. 

In the Government Center area most of the activities 
consisted of studies and meetings with representatives 
of the BRA, MBTA, and all of the major utility com- 
panies, relative to properly staging and relocating 
utilities, laying out and setting grades for streets in the 
Haymarket Square area, where the new subway exten- 
sion caused many changes and many studies and meet- 
ings relative to the Pemberton Square area and the 
Adams Square-State Street-Cornhill area. 

Designs and plans for required sewer and water in- 
stallations for all Government Center work north of 
Sudbury Street were nearly completed and are expected 
to be advertised early in 1966. 

In the Castle Square area, first section, sewer and 
water contracts were prepared, awarded, and installa- 
tions substantially completed. Plans for new street 
work in this first section, bounded by Shawmut Avenue, 
Dover, Tremont, and Herald Streets, were started with 
the intention of completing for advertising in the spring 
of 1966. In the second section, between Shawmut 
Avenue and Washington Street, plans were drawn and 
Public Improvement Commission action taken on the 
discontinuances of several streets here preparatory to 
new development. 

In other sections, such as the Waterfront, South 
Cove, South End, and Charlestown, preliminary con- 
ferences were held relative to proposed layouts, changes, 
street designs, discontinuances and expected problems, 
all in preparation for 1966 detailed work to follow. 

An attempt to cope with this greatly increased work 
load has been made by hiring consultants to do the 
engineering in most of these BRA renewal areas, and 
this has helped tremendously, but providing the steady 
long-range engineering accomplishments required in 
the face of a continuing and increasing shortage of ex- 
perienced, permanent personnel is becoming more and 
more difficult, if not impossible, to achieve. 

The personnel quota for this division has been estab- 
lished at sixty. On January 1, 1965, the number of 
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permanent employees working was thirty-eight and by 
year’s end had increased to forty, but this, in so far as 
permanent men is concerned, is still twenty less than the 
quota of sixty, which is in itself very tight. 

Some of this gap was filled in by employing temporary 
employees. However, since most of these were in the 
lower two engineering grades, requiring minimum tech- 
nical know-how, the engineering help problem re- 
mained far from satisfactory. 


With reference to the various public works engineer- 
ing programs in which this division participates, the 
following summarizes the extent of completed surveys, 
plans, and contract documents for public works which 
were prepared by this division and advertised in 1965.

HicHway DIVISION 


The Highway Division is comprised of three sections: 
Construction, Maintenance, and Street Lighting. The 
division supervises and performs all services incidental 
to the construction and reconstruction of highways and 
sidewalks; highway maintenance work, snow removal, 
street cleaning, and catch-basin cleaning; the operation 
and maintenance of bridges; and the installation and 
maintenance of street lights. 

The Construction Section supervised the construction 
and reconstruction of 115 streets at contract prices of 
$2,130,307.67, and expended $430,955.33 for repair and 
operation of bridges. Chapter 90 projects completed 
during the year were: Adams Street between Gallivan 
Boulevard and MBTA bridge; Columbus Avenue be- 
tween Sarsfield Street and Massachusetts Avenue; L 
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Street between Kast Fourth Street and Columbia Road; 
East Broadway between M Street and Farragut Road; 
West Milton Street between Boston-Dedham line and 
junction of Milton and Sprague Streets; Condor Street 
between Brooks Street and intersection of Condor and 
Eagle Streets; Dana Avenue between Washington Street 
and Centre Street; Boylston Street between Washington 
Street and Centre Street; Pond Street between East 
Cottage Street and Columbia Road; Pleasant Street 
between Hancock Street and East Cottage Street; 
Hancock Street between Bowdoin Street and Dor- 
chester Avenue; East Cottage Street between Edward 
Everett Square and Pleasant Street; and Savin Hill 
Avenue between a point 200 feet west of Dorchester 
Avenue and Pleasant Street, at a total cost of $743,204. 

The Maintenance Section performed sidewalk and 
roadway repairs on and cleaned 760 miles of streets; 
cleaned 4,500 catch basins; maintained and operated 7 
drawbridges and 83 inland bridges. 

The Street Lighting Section ordered the installation 
of 1,874 3,500-lumen lamps in 361 streets; 754 7,000- 
lumen lamps in fifty-eight streets; 234 11,000-lumen 
lamps in twelve streets; and 281 20,000-Iumen lamps in 
thirteen streets. In addition the section ordered the 
installation of lighting units on the city-owned street 
lights as follows: 168 7,000-lumen lamps in twenty 
streets; and 256 20,000-lumen lamps in twenty-three 
streets. 


ACCELERATED HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


During the legislative session of 1965 the Public 
Works Department sponsored and urged the passage of 
legislation to bring about a more equitable distribution 
of funds collected in the Commonwealth’s Highway Fund 
for the benefit of the cities and towns. Chapter.90 and 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws discriminates against the 
cities and larger towns in favor of the small towns. The 
legislature enacted Chapter 679 of the Acts of 1965, by 
which Boston was granted $2,530,208.82 by the Com- 
monwealth, of which $2,280,208.00 was made available 
for the construction and reconstruction of highways. 
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West FourtH Street BripGe 


On July 21, 1965, a serious fire entirely destroyed the 
No. 6 span of the West Fourth Street Bridge, with dam- 
ages estimated at $130,000. Construction of this bridge 
was by authority of Chapter 428 of the Acts of 1890, 
with costs apportioned at 65 percent to the railroad, 
25 percent to the Commonwealth, and 10 percent to the 
City of Boston. Said Chapter 428, as amended in 1892 
and 1893, provided in Section 6, ‘‘ After the completion 
of the work, the crossing and its approaches shall be 
maintained and kept in repair as follows: when the 
public way crosses the railroad by an overhead bridge, 
the framework of the bridge and its abutments shall be 
maintained and kept in repair by the railroad company, 
and the surface of the bridge and its approaches shall 
be maintained and kept in repair by the town or city 
in which the same are situated.”’ Whether the replacing 
of span No. 6 of this bridge is in the nature of a repair 
or a rebuilding is in dispute, and is being adjudicated 
by the Law Department. 


Snow REMOVAL 

Total snowfall for the year 1965 amounted to 40.8 
inches. In January 22.2 inches of snow fell in four 
storms, with snowfalls of 6.9 inches, 3.6 inches, 3.1 
inches, and 3.0 inches. None were blizzards. February 
produced one storm, with a fall of 1.9 inches and a total 
of 4.7 inches. The total snowfall in March amounted to 
9.7 inches, with three storms with snowfalls of 3.7 
inches, 3.3 inches, and 1.2 inches. April produced 1.6 
inches of snow. No snow fellin November, and although 
2.6 inches fell in December all snowfalls were in amounts 
of less than one inch. Snow removal costs amounted to 
$828,852. 

SANITARY DIVISION 

The Sanitary Division is comprised of three sections: 

Administration, Collection, and Disposal. 


Administration Section 
Program 1 — Administration 


The activities of the Administration Section com- 
prised the supervising of the various functions and 
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operations of the division, the preparing of all con- 
tracts, the processing of payments, the processing of 
reports, correspondence, violation notices and com- 
plaints (complaints were written, telephoned, and in 
person), and compilation of inspectors’ reports and 
daily reports on the Collection and Disposal Sections’ 
performances, investigating and processing applications 
for permits for the transportation of refuse, the prep- 
aration of the budget, and the supervision of the Snow 
Kmergency Center. 


On July 1, 1965, Division Engineer John F. Flaherty 
took a leave of absence from the Sanitary Division when 
he was appointed by Mayor John F. Collins to the 
position of Commissioner of Public Works. Starting 
as a rodman in the Transit Department, Mr. Flahertv 
was successively promoted to the highest of engineering 
ratings, that of Division Engineer and Deputy Com- 
missioner, and he now has accepted the challenge of 
heading one of the largest and most important depart- 
ments in the entire state. 


On July 1, 1965, replacing Mr. Flaherty, Principal 
Civil Engineer Leon F. Vignaux, in charge of the Col- 
lection Section of the division, was temporarily pro- 
moted to Division Engineer. Mr. Charles T. Dinneen, 
a career municipal engineer, having extensive experience 
with the Transit Department and with the Sewer and 
Highway Divisions of the Public Works Department, 
took over the duties of directing the activities of the 
Collection Section. 

During the year the clerical personnel in the office 
changed considerably. The transfers of Miss Claire 
Murphy and Mrs. Ellen Pumphret to other depart- 
ments after conscientious service will be felt by the 
division; their positions were filled with provisional 
employees. 

Collection Section 


Program 2—Refuse Collection Contracts 


The city decided to exercise its first option in accord- 
ance with Article 17 of the publicly advertised refuse 
collection contracts, which provided for renewal of con- 
tracts, effective April 1, 1965. Contracts were renewed 
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with the same refuse collection contractors. Under 
these contracts, the city absorbed 75 percent of the 
10-cent per hour increase granted to the drivers and the 
helpers since April 1, 1965. This increased payment 
to the contractors cost approximately $25,968 for the 
remainder of the year. The total expenditure for refuse 
collection contracts amounted to $2,442,260. A total 
of 261,602 tons of refuse was collected and disposed 
of during the year. 


Multiple and continued complaints from household- 
ers, Civic organizations, and elected officials during 1964 
and early 1965 concerning an insufficient number of 
collections in the Back Bay and South End areas of 
District 1B—Boston Proper—resulted in a change on 
May 1, 1965, from a previous 5-day collection week to a 
6-day week. An amendment to the contract increased 
the weekly contract sum by $327.11 for the extra services 
rendered. 


Program 3—Alley Cleaning 


The alley cleaning program in the South End and 
Lower Roxbury districts was continued, with a mini- 
mum amount of complaints during the year. Ap- 
proximately 5,900 tons of debris and garbage was 
removed from the alleys during 1965. 


Program 4—lILutter Baskets 


The number of sidewalk-type baskets used in the 
downtown district was reduced from ninety-seven to 
fifty, and the policy still continues to remove from ser- 
vice this type of container from the city streets. The 
large litter basket appears to be an invitation to some 
inconsiderate individuals who dispose of their household 
garbage in them as they leave the subways on their way 
to work. Fifty additional large baskets were tem- 
porarily placed in the downtown retail area to provide 
for the extra pedestrian litter generated during the 
crowded shopping conditions prior to Christmas. Over 
900 pole-type baskets are installed throughout the city 
in locations where there are accumulations of pedestrian 
litter. 
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All baskets are emptied by the refuse collection con- 
tractors on Mondays except in the Boston Proper dis- 
trict where they are emptied on the regular collection 
days. A departmental night litter basket detail using 
three packer-type trucks empties every basket nightly, 
Tuesday through Saturday. This crew is under the 
supervision of an inspector who also directs the pick- 
ups of dead animals. 


A study will be made to consider an increase in pole- 
type installations during the year 1966. 


Program 5—Market Cleaning 


Under this program the division provides two packer- 
type trucks on Fridays and Saturdays servicing push- 
cart peddlers and storekeepers in the market area in the 
vicinity of Blackstone Street, removing approximately 
2,270 tons of refuse during the year and depositing it at 
the South Bay Incinerator. 


Program 6—Abandoned \ehicles 


The removal and disposal of abandoned vehicles from 
the streets and vacant lots throughout the city was a 
continuing operation. Bids were taken for a new 
contract starting April 1, 1965, and, since the first three 
bidders were not satisfactorily qualified, all bids were 
rejected, and the department negotiated with the J & L 
Iron Company, the then current contractor, to dispose 
of approximately 3,200 vehicles at a cost reduced from 
$6 to $4.95 per car, the lowest bidder’s price. 


A temporary easement has been taken by the state 
for the construction of a new culvert at the rear of our 
property at Albany Street. This easement narrows the 
space available to the J & L Iron Company for the 
cutting up of derelict cars, and it was apparent that we 
should move this work to another location. Application 
to the Board of Appeal for a variance of zoning for the 
use of Calf Pasture was turned down, and the depart- 
ment, through the Commissioner, applied for use of 
state-owned land on Atkinson Street in the vicinity of 
South Bay Incinerator to continue this project. 
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Program 7—Enforcement and Education 


The uniformed Sanitation Inspectors Section was 
brought up to full strength by the permanent appoint- 
ment of seven new inspectors. Violation notices were 
served to 8,356 property owners or householders vio- 
lating sanitary laws, particularly in the manner of 
placing refuse out for collection. This resulted in house- 
holders providing hundreds of new barrels throughout 
the city and reduced appreciably the littering on streets. 
To supplement the work of the inspectors and to obtain 
the cooperation of residents, we conducted our principal 
antilitter campaign during the month of May. A new 
slogan, “‘Stop Littering,” along with a photograph of 
one of our sanitation inspectors in uniform, was the 
basis of a new design prepared by an advertising agency 
to publicize our campaign. Signs were posted on the 
sides of all equipment, decals were placed on all litter 
baskets, car cards and posters were placed on MBTA 
equipment and subway stations free of charge; and 
seventy-five large billboards were contributed by the 
Donnelly Advertising Company to the campaign. The 
division is grateful to many civic organizations who 
cooperated in the cleanup of vacant lots. The division 
issued a $2,000 service order to a refuse contractor who 
placed large thirty-cubic-yard containers when and 
where directed, and then picked up the boxes after they 
were filled with debris from the lots by volunteer mem- 
bers of the civic organization. 

New legislation now permits the Commissioner of 
Public Works to designate the departmental personnel 
to be given police powers to enforce the antilitter statutes 
and ordinances. Through the courtesy of the Boston 
Police Department fifteen sanitation inspectors were 
given the necessary training required in this work; and 
during the year 1966 these men will be sworn in by 
the Police Commissioner as ‘‘Special Police.” 


Disposal Section 


Program 8—South Bay Incinerator 


The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 151,890 tons of refuse during the year. 
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Maintenance work performed under contract is listed 
below as follows: 

(1) Grates renewed and repaired in No. 4 furnace. 

(2) Miscellaneous welding and piping throughout the plant. 

(3) Renewed shafts on hydraulic rams. 

(4) Brake shoes replaced on cranes. 

(5) Repairs to charging gates and water cooled damper. 

(6) Refractory repairs were relatively minor and far under 
our estimate for the year; however, it is predicted that 
our luck in this respect in 1965 will not continue very 
far into 1966, and before the close of 1965 refractory 
work on No. 1 furnace was scheduled to begin. 


Plant personnel continued making most of the minor 
routine emergency maintenance on grates, hydraulic 
lines, machinery, cranes, and electrical repairs, etc. 

Changes in relay operations recommended by West- 
inghouse engineers apparently reduced greatly the 
epidemic of burnouts of crane motors, and only one 
motor broke down which required rewinding. 

Steam was transmitted to the Boston City Hospital 
from January through the month of March, but major 
alterations to the hospital boiler room required the shut 
down of this operation. No further steam was trans- 
mitted during the remainder of the year. 

A contract was awarded for the installation of a new 
ventilating system resulting in improving greatly the 
condition of the air at the plant. 

The incinerator residue continues to be transported 
by a private trucking contractor to the Gardner Street 
dump where it is being utilized in the initial cover of the 


refuse. 


Program 9—Gardner Street Dump 

A total of 97,144 tons of rubbish was received and 
disposed of at the dump during the year. 

Starting in July and continuing throughout the year, 
the dump was operated as a sanitary land fill, The 
demands and recommendations of the State Department 
of Public Health was thus put into effect, and our 
method of operation has received their approval. Cover 
material at the site is very limited and, therefore, a con- 
tract for supplying run of the bank gravel was awarded 
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by the purchasing agent to Sylvester A. Ray. It is 
estimated that this operation will increase costs by over 
$100,000 annually, but the resulting reductions in fires, 
and rodent and vermin nuisances, should result in better 
relations between the West Roxbury residents and the 
department. 


Bids were taken on the new proposed metal garage 
and office building in November, and award was made 
to Brooks Skinner Steel Building Company. The 
building will be erected on a reinforced concrete slab 
laid on the roof of the old filter beds. Departmental 
personnel constructed this slab at a savings to the city. 


Judging by the present rate of dumping, Gardner 
Street has only a few years of life; therefore immediate 
action on the construction of a second incinerator is 
recommended, or the city will find itself without a refuse 
disposal facility. 


Program 10—Saugus Dump Rental 


Prior to April 1, 1965, the department offered the 
M. DeMatteo Construction Company, the owner and 
operator of the Saugus dump, a renewal of their contract 
to accept the refuse from the East Boston District on 
the same terms and conditions of their previous contract. 
An excessively high increase of $29,600 was demanded 
by the DeMatteo Construction firm for a renewal, and 
continuous negotiations through June 12, 1965, failed 
to reach agreement between the operators of the dump 
and the city. On Monday, June 14, 1965, refuse col- 
lection trucks were turned away from the Saugus dump, 
and the burnable refuse from East Boston was taken to 
South Bay incinerator and nonburnables were hauled to 
Gardner Street dump. Since the incinerator could not 
handle this additional load, it was necessary to divert 
at least two days’ refuse collection per week in the 
Dorchester (South) district to the Gardner Street dump. 


On July 16, 1965, negotiations were resumed and a 
contract was signed for the period of one year at the 
price of $3,500 per month. The division then re- 
sumed dumping the East Boston refuse at Saugus. 
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PERSONNEL IN-SERVICE TRAINING PROGRAM 


During the year 1965, the Division Engineer and 
section heads took a 15-week course entitled ‘‘The 
Human Side of Managing.’”?’ The head administrative 
clerk took a course in ‘‘Personnel Management’’; and the 
clerical force took various courses, namely, typing, 
shorthand, and secretarial. 


Snow REMOVAL 


The Snow Emergency Center finished its fourth 
season of operation at the Civil Defense office located in 
the Fire Department Headquarters building in the 
spring of 1965 under the direction of Division Engineer 
and Deputy Commissioner John F. Flaherty as chair- 
man. Subsequent to the elevation of Mr. Flaherty to the 
position of Commissioner of Public Works, this unit was 
placed under the immediate direction of Sewer Division 
Engineer and the new Deputy Commissioner Edward 
G. A. Powers for the winter season of 1965-66. Sanitary 
Division personnel continued to be the backbone of the 
operating functions of the center. Although there were 
several sanding storms in December of 1965, no major 
snowstorms occurred during the month, and the center 
was not activated again until January of 1966. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division, with 105 employees (fifteen less 
than the 120 employees in the 1965 quota), is divided 
into three sections, viz., Administrative, Maintenance, 
and Construction, under the direction of a Division 
Engineer. 

The Administrative Section consists of the Division 
Engineer and a clerical force of three employees. This 
section is responsible for preparing budgetary requests; 
maintenance of time records of employees; presenting 
receiving notices and warrants for service orders and 
purchase requirements to the Central Office of the 
department for processing; all correspondence received 
in and emanating from the division; processing of esti- 
mates for payment on contract work; keeping records 
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pertaining to the Sewerage Works Loan Account; and 
furnishing information relative to department policy as 
determined by directives, orders, and ordinances. 


The Maintenance Section, numbering eighty-six em- 
ployees, under the direction of an Associate Engineer, is 
charged with cleaning sewers and sewer appurtenances; 
answering and investigating complaints: maintaining 
and repairing sewers; inspecting the laying of drains : 
operation of pumping stations and disposal plant; 
recording complaints; recording sewer inspections; keep- 
ing record plans of the entire sewerage system; and 
furnishing information to the public. 


The Construction Section, numbering fifteen em- 
ployees, under the direction of an Associate Engineer is 
responsible for the entire building operations of sewerage 
works under contracts, from the field layouts through the 
final inspections, and furnishing record plans of work for 
the sectional plans maintained by the Maintenance 
Section. 


New equipment acquired by this division in 1965 
consisted of two 3-inch Homelite pumps; one Meyers 
sewer cleaning machine; and four 1961 dump trucks 
assigned to the Sewer Division from the Highway 
Division. 

The division constructed 21,937 linear feet of sewers 
and surface drains by contract and day labor in 1965, 
and 2,613 linear feet were constructed by private parties 
under release agreements, plus 16,509 linear feet in 
urban renewal areas for a grand total of 41,059 linear 
feet, or 7.71 miles. The division received and investi- 
gated 3,390 complaints; freed and/or repaired 1,033 
catch basins, repaired twenty-three sewers; cleaned 2.42 
miles of sewers; inspected 557 drain construction or 
repairs ; reported on 5,671 municipal liens; and inspected 
the sealing of 340 drains from demolished buildings. 


Comprehensive Program of Sewerage Revitalization 


Under date of February 10, 1965, the department 
reported to the City Council, through his Honor the 
Mayor, on the effect the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion’s Deer Island sewage treatment plant will have on 
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the present sewerage system, and more particularly 
what steps were being taken to modernize the sewerage 
system in the City of Boston. That body was apprised 
at that time of the stark reality that the Boston main 
drainage system was obsolete, and portions of the 
system were in imminent danger of collapse. To rebuild 
the entire system was thought to cost sums varying 
from $200,000,000 to $250,000,000. That report sug- 
gested that an engineering examination of the system 
would show that large portions of the system could be 
repaired or revitalized more cheaply than rebuilding. 
A ten- or twenty-year construction program will prob- 
ably be required to fully accomplish the revitalization 
program. 

At a meeting of the City Council held on July 26, 
1965, a resolution was passed authorizing the Mayor to 
apply to the federal government for an interest free 
loan in the sum of $240,000, under Public Law 560, 83rd 
Congress, aS amended. 

Under date of July 29, 1965, your Honor formally 
applied for a planning advance from the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency in the amount of $240,000, as 
an interest free loan. 

The three problem areas set forth in the application 
were: Area J. The Boston main interceptor within 
this area is of eight to ten feet diameter and is in need 
of major repairs or replacement throughout its entire 
length of 10,000 linear feet. This sewer was constructed 
between 1879 and 1883. It was laid in a marsh, part of 
which is now Massachusetts Avenue, with beds of 
marsh mud extending 20 to 86 feet in depth. A 4-mile 
section consists of a wooden shell of 4-inch spruce planks 
spiked together and lined with 4-inch brick or concrete 
masonry. The interceptor is as much as 36 feet below 
the ground surface. 

There were two serious collapses within the last 
three years which involved hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in repair costs. The structure is in poor con- 
dition, and total collapse may result in closing Boston 
Harbor to shell fishing and recreational use. Area IT. 
Within this area the east side interceptor (14,000 feet 
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in length) becomes overloaded, and replacement or re- 
lief is needed. This interceptor, constructed wholly 
on the combined system of drainage discharges, mingled 
sewage and storm water in Fort Point Channel and the 
inner harbor in minor rainfalls. Area JJI. This area is 
on the southerly side of South Boston extending from 
Castle Island to the Dorchester line. The shores are 
utilized for bathing beaches, serving as many as 1,500,000 
persons on a single summer day. The locus is ideal for 
small craft boating. The South Boston interceptor, 
designed and operated on the combined system of 
drainage, is laid just inland from the beaches, and seven 
sewer overflows discharge mingled sewage and storm 
water into the bathing water during storms of minor 
intensity. It now appears possible to correct this in- 
tolerable condition by the construction of a marginal 
conduit with a pumping station with discharge into deep 
water. 

It is anticipated that the application will receive 
favorable consideration early in 1966. 


WatTEeR DIVISION 


The Water Division is composed of three sections, 
Construction, Maintenance, and Revenue, and provides 
for the construction, replacement, expansion, mainte- 
nance, and repair of water mains, supply lines, meters, 
hydrants, and various appurtenances, meter reading, 
and assessing charges to consumers. 


The Construction Section furnished the engineering 
and inspection force supervising the laying and relaying 
of 3.88 miles of water pipes varying in size from 4 inches 
to 12 inches in diameter. One hundred and seventeen 
new hydrants were installed, ninety-seven hydrants 
changed, and sixty-nine hydrants abandoned, making a 
net increase of forty-eight hydrants. 

The Maintenance Section supplied official information 
in reference to hydraulic problems, main pipe and 
service pipe locations, processing applications for new 
or enlarged domestic and fire services, keeping of rec- 
ords, plans, pressure charts, and general supervision of 
the three Water Division yards. 
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Area Yards 


Area No. 1, 710 Albany Street, Boston, services Charles- 
town, City Proper, East Boston, and Roxbury. 
Area No. 2, 327 Forest Hills Street, Jamaica Plain, services 

Jamaica Plain, Brighton, West Roxbury, and Hyde Park. 

Area No. 3, 160 Hancock Street, Dorchester, services 

Dorchester and South Boston. 

These yards are responsible for the repair and majin- 
tenance of main pipes, service and fire pipes, hydrants, 
gates, and providing emergency and general service to 
the public. The main yard at 710 Albany Street main- 
tains emergency crews around the clock for any water 
service that may be required in any section of the city. 

The main yard and the two area yards were assisted 
by three contractors. The contractual work consisted 
of excavation and backfilling to allow Water Division 
employees to repair leaks, lay or relay water services, 
change hydrants, and repair or replace defective ap- 
purtenances. This contractual work was performed in a 
satisfactory manner and is of value in providing service 
to the public. 

Revenue Section 


The processing of all functions in relation to the 
revenue from water supply and service is the responsi- 
bility of this office. These functions include the pro- 
cessing of applications for new services and fire pipes, 
the reading of 95,000 meters quarterly and/or semi- 
annually, requesting the testing, installation, or removal 
of meters, and the handling of complaints or inquiries 
concerning charges rendered for water and sewer use 
charges. Revenue collected by the Water Division in 
1965 amounted to $9,285,064.14. 

The Water Division’s Business Office processes and 
resolves all petitions for abatement, including those 
petitions for abatement of the sewer use charge, when 
said charge is directly related to water consumption. 
Sewer use charge petitions, when of a technical nature, 
are resolved by the Sewer Division. 

The Metropolitan District Commission’s water as- 
sessment for 1965 amounted to $5,252,777.04 for 
43,775,142,000 gallons at a rate of $120 per million 
gallons. 
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The Water Division is a distribution system supply- 
ing potable water for domestic and commercial use and 
the extinguishment of fires. Its source of supply is from 
the Metropolitan District Commission, which agency 
maintains reservoirs in the valley of the Swift River 
known as Quabbin Reservoir with a capacity of 415,000,- 
000,000 gallons; Wachusetts Reservoir in the valley 
of the South Nashua River at Clinton with a capacity 
of 67,000,000,000 gallons; and the Old Sudbury Reser- 
voir in the valley of the North Sudbury River as a 
standby in case of emergency. It is felt that a safe 
yield from the watershed of these three sources is 
330,000,000 gallons per day. The present daily demand 
on the M.D.C. is 95,000,000 gallons per day. 


The Drought 


During the extended drought of the past several years 
the water users of the metropolitan water districts had 
continued normal water use, secure in the knowledge 
of the tremendous volume of water stored in the reser- 
voirs. This complacency of the public was not shared 
by water supply engineers. In 1962 the engineering 
report to the M.D.C. Study Commission (Senate 760) 
stated: ‘‘There is a need to strengthen the distribution 
system in the metropolitan district. While the average 
daily consumption of water is below the safe yield of the 
present sources of supply, the capacity of parts of the 
distribution system is not adequate to meet the needs of 
the district, especially during periods of high demand 
caused by high temperatures or extended drought.”’ 

On August 10, 1965, the Department of Public Health 
declared that an emergency existed, and that restric- 
tions be imposed by the local communities. On August 
11, 1965, the M.D.C. advised the city of the situation 
and recommended member communities ban the use of 
water for lawn sprinkling, washing of motor vehicles, 
unrecirculating air conditioning equipment, swimming 
pools, bathing pools and fountains. On August 12, 
1965, I formally declared a ban on such uses, and in- 
formed the water users by advertisements in all the 
Boston papers. The public response and compliance 
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with the ban was remarkable. In no instance was it 
necessary to invoke the drastic powers granted the 
Commissioner during times of emergency. 


Although the effects of the drought was felt in Boston, 
in isolated instances, by drops in pressure, these com- 
plaints were not general. They were, however, straws 
in the wind. It is doubtful if adequate quantities of 
water are available in certain sections of the city to 
extinguish a fire of major proportions. To alleviate the 
potentiality, the department let two contracts to 
cement-line water mains to strengthen water supply in 
key areas. The first contract called for the cleaning and 
cement-lining of water mains in West Roxbury district. 
The scope involved 1,010 linear feet of 12-inch cast- 
iron pipe; 12,000 linear feet of 16-inch cast-iron pipe; 
4,850 linear feet of 20-inch cast-iron pipe; and 12,850 
linear feet of 24-inch cast-iron pipe at a contract price of 
$135,559.50. The second contract called for the same 
type of work in the Roxbury District. The scope in- 
volved 6,200 linear feet of 12-inch cast-iron pipe and 
3,390 linear feet of 6-inch cast-iron pipe at a contract 
price of $86,200.50. 

Of equal importance is the same type of work to 
strengthen the Roxbury, South Boston supply by clean- 
ing and cement-lining the 24-inch and 30-inch mains 
from Roxbury Crossing to Andrew Square. 


Comprehensive Water Distribution Survey 


Recognizing the potential hazards from insufficient 
supply of water in times of serious conflagrations, 
your Honor introduced a résolution in the City Council 
authorizing you to apply to the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency for an interest free loan for a complete 
evaluation of the requirements of the Boston water 
system. This resolution was passed on July 26, 1965, 
and approved on July 29, 1965, and formal application 
was made in the amount of $175,000 on the same day. 
It is expected that favorable consideration will be made 
early in 1966. Upon completion of this study a long- 
range program of rehabilitation can be scientifically 
formulated.

The cost of operating the Public Works Department 
for the year 1965 amounted to $28,772,789, of which 
$5,364,088.56 was for Metropolitan Water Assessment 
and a total Metropolitan Sewer Assessment of $1,822,- 
287.79, of which $101,426.28 was for a 1964 under- 
estimate. Snow Removal expenses amounted to 
$803,980 and produced a net deficit of $359,732. The 
amount of money available in the Sidewalk Loan on 
January 1, 1965, was $758,750; $33,135 was expended 
and $79,109 in unliquidated encumbrances, with 
$646,506 available in 1966. The amount of money 
available in the Bridge Loan on January 1, 1965, was 
$1,929,520, with expenditures of $203,669 and $60,438 
in unliquidated encumbrances, with $1,665,413 avail- 
able in 1966. The amount of money available in the 
Sewerage Loan on January 1, 1965, amounted to 
$1,699,562, to which was added $16,052 as revenue re- 
ceived. Expenditures amounted to $698,171 and 
$418,679 in unliquidated encumbrances, with $598,764 
available in 1966. The amount of money available in 
the Public Ways Loan on January 1, 1965, was $2,829,- 
015. A 1965 appropriation of $2,000,000 plus revenue 
received of $443,893 made the amount available $5,272,- 
908. Expenditures amounted to $2,860,088 and 
$2,192,131 in unliquidated encumbrances, with $220,- 
689 available in 1966. Funds available from Accel- 
erated Highway Funds are as follows: Chapter 782 of 
1962, amount available on January 1, 1965, amounted 
to $216,796. Expenditures amounted to $179,470 with 
$34,140 unliquidated encumbrances, with $3,186 avail- 
able in 1966. Chapter 822 of 1963, amount available 
on January 1, 1965, amounted to $648,541. Expendi- 
tures amounted to $561,960 with unliquidated en- 
cumbrances of $52,928, with $33,653 available in 1966. 
Chapter 679 of 1965, amount available $2,280,208 in 
1965, amount available on January 1, 1966, amounted 
to $2,280,208.

During the year 1965 the Highway Division of the 
Public Works Department sent notice of completion 
of six streets at a total cost of $90,251.06. On this 
work the Public Improvement Commission levied 
assessments in the amount of $29,867.07. 

During the same period the Sewer Division of the 
Public Works Department reported the completion of 
construction of sanitary sewerage in twenty streets at a 
cost of $171,658.20, on which the Public Improvement 
Commission levied assessments in the amount of 
$72,040.64. 

With the abolishment of sewer entrance fees by the 
Supreme Court in 1959, the Public Improvement Com- 
mission was empowered to assess parcels of land within 
a reasonable time after connections were made to sewer 
from estates that had never paid an assessment for the 
original improvement.

The Public Improvement Commission continued to 


play an active role in connection with the public high- 
ways for the New Boston. In fact, very few major 
projects or new developments were without P.I.C. action 
or attention. 

Normally this Commission is concerned mainly with 
routine public works such as street, sewer, and water 
easements; award of damages and the levying of better- 
ment assessments therefor; issuance of permits for street 
light poles; signs and other encroachments; eminent 
domain takings for other city departments. 

Today the administrative and clerical workload is 
increasing steadily to keep pace with the Boston Re- 
development Authority’s program and private develop- 
ments which have been mushrooming all over the city. 
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For example, the entire Castle Square area was re- 
designed necessitating the discontinuance of many exist- 
ing public streets and the laying out of new ones. The 
same was true in the Washington Park area; in the so- 
called Academy Homes site; and Government Center 
complex. 

Significantly, the two most important thoroughfares 
of the New Boston were partly laid out this year; one 
in the heart of Washington Park, called ‘‘ Washington 
Park Boulevard,” and the other in the heart of the 
Government Center complex, called, ‘‘New Congress 
street.’’ Historically, both of these new public high- 
ways will be the widest in the City of Boston with the 
exception of Commonwealth avenue. 

In order to conform with the restored, Bulfinch- 
designed St. Stephen’s Church in the North End, the 
lines of Hanover and Clark streets were revised. 

Likewise, in order to make way for the New Boston’s 
skyscraper, commonly referred to as ‘‘Parcel 8,” this 
Commission discontinued a portion of Devonshire street 
in downtown Boston. 

In anticipation of the new street design and new 
M.B.T.A. station, this Commission discontinued the 
underground pedestrian walk in Haymarket square. 

Adherence to changes in the law concerning payment 
of damages in connection with street improvements and 
eminent domain takings required the preparation of 
damage awards simultaneously with the order of taking 
and, when said orders were recorded in the Registry of 
Deeds, drafts for payment were processed. 

In conclusion, it should be noted here that on June 30, 
1965, Mr. James W. Haley retired as Commissioner of 
Public Works and Chairman of the Public Improvement 
Commission after thirty-four years of service; Mr. 
John F. Flaherty was appointed the new Commis- 
sioner, and on July 2 became the Chairman of the Public 
Improvement Commission. 
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Although no definite action was taken during this 
year, the attention of this Commission was focused on 
several future projects, such as South Cove, South End, 
West End, Christian Science Complex, Waterfront, and 
Southwest Expressway. Preliminary plans were re- 
viewed and discussed.

GENTLEMEN: 

Under the provisions of Section 2, Chapter 351 of the 
Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of 
the Department of School Buildings is required to 
submit to His Honor the Mayor, to the School Com- 
mittee, and to the Commissioners of School Buildings, a 
written report, annually, or oftener, as required. 

In compliance with this statute, I submit the follow- 
ing report covering the department work for the fiscal 
year 1964. 

From year to year the department has been handi- 
capped in not knowing until late in the year what 
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funds will be allowed for the alterations and repairs 
to school buildings. With this indefinite condition 
existing, it is most difficult to plan major items of work, 
especially such projects as require plans and specifi- 
cations. Since 1952, this department has received the 
amount allowed under statute on only one occasion 
and that was in 1958 when Boston Technical High 
School was transferred to Roxbury Memorial High 
School. At that time $1,000,000 of the funds allowed 
for alterations and repairs was used in conjunction 
with a $1,000,000 bond issue to relocate, modernize 
and alter the Roxbury Memorial High School to accom- 
modate the Boston Techical High School. 

The construction work required proved to be very 
extensive. In some cases the concrete floor structures 
of the entire first, second, and third floors over each 
other had to be removed due to the requirements of 
the Boston Building Department that floors in these 
areas sustain a load of 250 pounds per square foot. 
In these sections only the external and corridor walls 
and roof were left standing. The entire building was 
painted. New fluorescent lighting was _ provided 
throughout the structure, and the final total contract 
sum was $1,352,962. 

Notwithstanding this difficulty, the department has 
extended every effort to keep the school plant of 200 
buildings in reasonably good condition, at all times, 
considering the health and safety of the more than 
90,000 children occupying the buildings, together with 
other occupants of the buildings during the daily 
sessions and those who occupy the buildings in con- 
nection with the extended use of schools for night 
teaching and other purposes. 


ALTERATIONS AND REPAIR SECTION 
CONSTRUCTION DIVISION

The work of the department involves a multitude of 
maintenance and alteration items. In order to be 
assured that one important item of work will be properly 
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performed, —I refer to painting — many other in- 
cidental items of work must be performed, viz.: the roof 
must be made tight; the exterior walls of buildings must 
be sealed against possible water damage. 

During the year 1964, the following buildings had 
their exterior walls, in whole or in part, sealed against 
possible water damage:

Miscellaneous carpentry repairs were made in various 
schools at a cost of $2,945.00. 

At the Michelangelo School it was necessary to install 
new window sash and make extensive repairs at a cost 
of $31,865.00. 

Six contracts were executed for the Repairing of 
School Furniture for a total of $20,455.00, plus work 
orders, mostly on invitation bids, in the amount of 
$14,328.74. 

During the year 1964 the Federal Government allowed 
the Boston School Committee to take part in the Man- 
power Development Training Act. A school in the 
Kast Boston District, namely, the Daniel Webster, 
which had been shut down for more than ten years, was 
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ordered reactivated by the School Committee, and was 
established as a Manpower Development Training 
Center. The cost of the construction alterations was 
$35,191.00. Although this cost is defrayed by the 
Federal Government, the preparation of plans and 
specifications for the reopening of this building was per-’ 
formed by this Department. . 
In connection with this Manpower Project miscel- 
laneous metal working and woodworking machinery was 
purchased for various schools. The cost of this ma- 
chinery amounted to $40,104. Again, the Federal 
Government defrayed the cost of this machinery. How- 
ever, the specifications were developed and the material 
was contracted for by this department. | 
Two projects were completed during 1964 which it’ 
would be my desire to duplicate in many buildings’ if 
more money was assured: 
1. The complete renovation of the Theodore 
Lyman School in East Boston; and 
2. The Dudley School in Roxbury. 


The work performed at the Lyman School was em- 
bodied in one contract and covered the sealing of the 
exterior walls, miscellaneous carpentry repairs on the 
interior and exterior of the building, and interior and 
exterior painting. The total contract price for this 
work was $27,896. The sealing and repair of ex- 
terior walls amounted to $5,896; the miscellaneous: 
carpentry work $11,000; and the painting $11,000. 

The renovation of the Dudley School was handled in 
a like manner. The sealing of exterior walls mentioned 
previously was completed under a separate contract for 
$3,765. An additional contract embodied miscellaneous: 
carpentry in the amount of $4,684; plastering in the 
amount of $2,716; and painting in the amount of $10,800.

During the year, the customary repair and mainte- 
nance program was carried on by the division. This 
division has under its custody the repair and mainte- 
nance of steam plants and mechanical equipment in the 
various schools that are now in active use. This in- 
cludes the installation of additional radiation, new 
ventilation work, and exhaust and blower systems, re- 
pairs to boilers and incinerators and masonry work, 
keeping in operation boilers and heating equipment and 
ash hoists, oil burners and automatic control of the 
heating systems and other related work. 

All repair and maintenance work is performed under 
the direct supervision of the Heating Division with the 
approval of the Superintendent of Construction. 

The review and general inspection of all new building 
construction relative to heating and ventilating installa- 
tions is also under the charge of the division and the 
Superintendent of Construction.

VANDALISM 


The expense due to vandalism is increasing at a 
tremendous rate from year to year. Glass replacement 
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is only a small part of the cost due to unlawful acts. 
Doors are smashed, hardware ruined, grilles pulled off, 
long masonry walls overturned, and fences are thrown 
down. 

The internal and external damage from these causes, 
probably approximates an amount equal to the glass 
breakage. 

There seems to be a determined effort to gain entry 
into the safes in all the larger buildings for the cafeteria 
money. The large schools are being taken in turn. 
The pattern of the safe destruction in each case seems. 
to be very similar. From my observation it appears to 
be the work of yeggs. I mention a few:

Each one of these breaks costs the city from $400 to 
$1,000. 

In the year 1964 glass replacement costs were $107,- 
426.60. 

Emergency repairs made necessary by other acts of 
vandalism approximate an additional $128,000.00. This 
figure does not include expenditures made necessary by 
major damages attributed to arson. 

The fire set by vandals at the Wyman School in 
Jamaica Plain on February 14, 1964, necessitated re- 
pairs costing this department $13,000.00. Glass replace- 
ments at this school, located in a semi-suburban and 
formerly well-regulated neighborhood, cost $1,037.00 for 
1964. Other incidents of vandalism in this school which 
included smashing exterior doors, damaging iron fences, 
and chain link fences, and forcing window grilles cost 
$1,428.00 for repairs. 

The Julia Ward Howe School boiler room was set afire 
by vandals in August, 1964, resulting in damage to 
both boilers and their electrical systems. Repairs cost 
$2,000.00. The vandals broke into the school, opened 
the boiler oil pipe valves, and after a large amount of oil 
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had filled the boiler pit ignited it, with consequent 
sooting of the entire basement, destruction of all the 
wiring in the boiler room, and entire rebuilding of the 
oil burner. Glass replacements for 1964 amounted to an 
additional cost of $975.00. During the Labor Day 
weekend, 162 lights of glass were smashed. 

During 1964, three (3) separate fires were set by 
vandals at the John Marshall School in Dorchester. 
Fast response by the Fire Department saved the school 
but $1,400.00 was spent completing necessary post-fire 
repairs. Glass breakage, highly repetitive, required 
replacement costing $1,886.00 during 1964. In Septem- 
ber of 1964, 188 lights of glass were replaced and within 
three days 29 of these were smashed. There were 
seventeen (17) separate incidents of wanton and sense- 
less damage to the buildings and grounds in 1964, costing 
an additional $1,723.00 for emergency repairs. 

The Paul A. Dever School at Columbia Point was 
forcibly entered fifteen times during 1964. Nine of 
these entries were made during the two-week period 
following close of school for summer vacation. A fire 
was set during one of the nine breaks, but damages 
were minor. Total repair costs for the fifteen breaks 
approximated $2,130.00. Glass and glass block replace- 
ments amounted to an additional $5,200.00. 

Dorchester High School was a target for vandals and 
thieves during 1964. Burglars, displaying great pro- 
fessional skill, broke into the main office and completely 
destroyed two large safes. In addition, they broke 
through a large built-in masonry vault and heavily 
damaged the 14” thick steel doors. Replacements 
and repairs approximated an expenditure of $1,900.00. 
This does not include the cash stolen from the school. 
Glass breakage is almost constant despite added police 
surveillance, locked gates and posting of signs. Glass 
replacements for 1964 totalled $2,554.00. Cost for 
emergency repairs made by illegal entries and wanton 
destruction from the outside cost an additional $1,923.00. 
This figure included repairs and replacements of roof 
ventilators wantonly destroyed by heavy implements. 

The Christopher Gibson School in Dorchester was 
plagued by consistent vandalism in 1964. Repairs made 
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necessary as a result of illegal entries and general 
vandalism committed from the outside cost approxi- 
mately $1,450.00. These incidents included damages to 
steel fire escapes, exterior doors, chain link fences on the 
property, and internal damages to doors, grilles, locks, 
furniture and the school’s program machine which was 
destroyed in October, 1964 during a break. In May of 
1964, $1,600.00 worth of projection and sound equip- 
ment was stolen from a well-secured storercom. Glass 
replacements for 1964 cost $2,740.00. Glass breakage is 
highly repetitive and police claim a general feeling of 
apathy and lack of cooperation on the part of the 
neighborhood. 

The number of attempted illegal entries during 1964 
at the Frank VY. Thompson School on Maxwell Street, 
Dorchester, was very large. In February alone, thirteen 
separate attempts were made. Some of them were 
successful and resulted in emergency repairs costing 
$890.00. In addition, vandals climbed on the roof 
during the first week of May and damaged roof ventila- 
tors to the amount of $175.00. On May 28, 1964, an 
old mattress was hoisted to the roof and set afire. This 
incident occurred at 2:15 p.m. in the afternoon. Fast 
action by the firefighters limited damages to $320.00. 
Ironically enough, special devices had been installed 
previously by this department to prevent vandals from 
scaling the walls leading to the roof. Glass replacement 
at this building cost $1,247.00 in 1964. Negotiations for 
the installation of a vandal alarm system were made 
during the fall of 1964. 

The Maurice J. Tobin School on Smith Street, Rox- 
bury, was a prime target for rock-throwing vandals in 
1964. This modern model school was continuously 
bombarded during the first three months of the year, 
and replacements cost $1,451.00 for that period. A 
letter was sent to the local police division and a reply 
was furnished that promised ‘‘close surveillance.’? Dur- 
ing a three-day ‘‘stake-out’’ by police, not a light of 
glass was smashed. However, during the summer 
months, hundreds of lights of glass were smashed at a 
cost of $1,900.00. Again in November and December 
the school was hard hit and total costs for glass replace- 
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ments in 1964 were $5,055.00. In. many non-class- 
room sections heavy painted sheet metal panels were 
installed as a glass substitute to cut down the con- 
stantly recurring cost of replacements. Negotiations 
are now being made for the purpose of installing a 
vandal alarm system in the building. 

These represent but a small number of references in. 
ratio to the incredible amount of vandalism going on 
throughout much of the Boston Public Schools. 


In 1964, due to the excessive vandalism, it became 
necessary to demolish a group of three school buildings 
in Charlestown, the so-called McDonald-Prescott Group, 
consisting of the Polk Street, James A. McDonald and 
Prescott Schools. 


Despite all of our efforts to protect the buildings by 
boarding, etc., they were being torn apart. The boarding 
was torn off and carried away; also the interior trim and 
permanent fixtures. The owners of the adjoining prop- 
erty were constantly complaining about the gradual. 
erosion of the property. 


A brick wall, 80 feet long, topped by a concrete cap, 
was gradually destroyed and demolished down to the 
yard level. To protect the public from a 12-foot drop 
to surrounding levels a chain link fence was erected 
where the wall had formerly been. In a very short 
time the rubble wall, supporting the edge of the yard 
below the fence, began to disappear; large stones were 
laboriously removed one by one during the night until 
at the present time the supports under about one-third 
of the 80-foot fence are no longer visible. 

This is only one example of the large number of in- 
stances where persistent vandalism is continually en- 
countered. 


DEPARTMENT YEARLY BALANCES 


A balance must always be carried over from year to 
year, largely because the fiscal year closes in December 
and the bills for work and supplies up to that date are 
not received in great part until several months afterward. 
It is not possible to know the exact amount of money 
spent until all bills are received. So, in order to insure 
that the budget amount not be exceeded, a money 
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reserve must be set aside to take care of bills for con- 
struction work, miscellaneous equipment, machinery, 
etc., the total cost of which is not known at the time. 

It is particularly necessary to provide a reserve for 
emergency work, fires, machinery break-downs, deteri- 
oration of all kinds of construction materials, plumbing 
and heating, leaks and pipe stoppages, boiler and 
elevator repairs, and all types of work which must be 
taken care of immediately in order to prevent the 
shutdown of school operations or to protect the public 
safety. 

The total amount carried over each year contains, in 
the main, balances from salaries, veterans’ pensions, 
administrative expenses, which money cannot be spent 
for any other purpose except by direct permission of the 
School Committee. 

The actual amount turned back for the ‘‘E”’ Section 
of the budget, which is the portion that finances altera- 
tions, repairs, furniture and equipment, is very small. 
This year it approximated $23,000.00; against this a 
$25,000.00 reserve had been set aside. This seems to be 
a small sum in proportion to the $1,879,000.00* finally 
allotted. 

Even with the $1,800,000.00 appropriated last year, 
the department had a hard time getting by. 


* $79,000.00 transferred during the year from other sources. 


INVITATION BIDS 


Despite the fact that the City Charter stipulates that 
expenditures of over $2,000.00 or more shall be adver- 
tised for bids, it has been for many years the policy and 
practice of the department to solicit sealed bids in most 
instances for work over $300.00—$500.00, as the occa- 
sion requires, except in cases involving urgent or emer- 
gency work. In general, it may be said that bids are 
secured for the greater part of the work of this nature. 
Further, in many cases, sealed bids are obtained for 
work or materials in amounts down to $100.00. 


LAND AND BUILDINGS PROGRAM 


On June 5, 1901, Governor W. Murray Crane signed 
a statute, Chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901, creating the 
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Schoolhouse Commission, a regular City of Boston 
Department under the control of the Mayor. At the 
time of the passage of this Act, the repairs and mainte- 
nance of school property were in the charge of a School- 
house Agent, and the construction of new school 
buildings was under the direction of the New Building 
Committee, both of whom were under the jurisdiction 
of the School Committee. 


1930 


Prior to 1930, the Schoolhouse Commission, which 
preceded the present Department of School Buildings, 
had the authority to build school buildings without 
securing the approval of the many public bodies which 
now have the right to approve and change the plans 
and specifications and decide what shall be incorpo- 
rated in the new school buildings. Since that time 
many changes have occurred in the statutes governing 
the construction of schools so that at the present time 
the department finds itself at the bottom of a pile of 
public authorities with little real authority to make 
lasting decisions. 

In 1930, the approval of the Superintendent of 
Schools for all new construction, which up to that 
time was only permissive, became mandatory. 


1934—BOSTON BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


In 1934 a statute was enacted requiring the approval 
of the Boston Building Department for all plans for 
alterations and new building work. Prior to that date it 
was not necessary to secure the approval of the Building 
Department for the erection of school buildings, nor for 
repair work in old buildings. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Site plans must be submitted to the Public Works 
Department for their approval of sewer and other 
drains, street location, infringement of property rights, 
etc. 
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19388—MASSACHUSETTS DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC SAFETY 


In 1938 Legislation was passed requiring the approval 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety 
for egress and other related safety provisions. 


1945—MASSACHUSETTS SCHOOL BUILDING 
ASSISTANCE COMMISSION 


In 1945 the approval of the plans and specifications 
by the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Com- 
mission became effective for all State-aided schools. 
At the present time all new buildings must incorporate 
their requirements for number designation, type, size 
of rooms, auditorium, all-purpose room, gymnasiums, 
etc. 

1959—FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In 1959 the new Boston Fire Code required the 
submission of plans and specifications of new buildings 
to the Boston Fire Department for approval. 


BOSTON REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Since the inception of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority the plans, specifications, and construction 
for all schools on Boston Redevelopment Authority 
sold land required the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority’s approval. 


1965—BOSTON ZONING COMMISSION 


By a new statute effective on January 1, 1965, a 
new Zoning Commission comes into being and is em- 
powered to pass on the location and land acquisitions 
of all Boston schools, and the size and type of structure 
erected thereon. 

The Zoning Commission must seek a report from 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, which has twenty 
days in which to reply. The Zoning Commission 
must also advertise twice, fourteen days apart, in 
Boston newspapers, and must then hold a public hearing 
before making a decision on the matter. 
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If an adverse decision is made, an appeal may be 
entered at the Board of Appeal which must wait twenty 
days for a report from the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, and then also hold a public hearing. 


BOSTON LAW DEPARTMENT 


The specifications and contracts for all new con- 
struction work of any kind, and incidently also for 
alterations and repair work in old buildings and all 
procurement of material, equipment, etc., exceeding 
$2,000 in amount, must be sent to the Boston Law 
Department for their correction and approval. 

Land procured by eminent domain must be secured 
through the agency of the Public Improvement Com- 
mission which must hold a public hearing and make 
the taking within ninety days from the time of appli- 
cation. 


1964—MASSACHUSETTS DEPARTMENT OF 
EDUCATION 


In 1964, due to the adoption of a favorable motion 
by the Boston School Committee, directions were 
received from the Superintendent of Schools that in 
all future Boston schools facilities for cooking and 
serving a hot lunch program be provided. 

In order to obtain a grant of State and Federal funds 
to aid in this work it is necessary that the size, type 
and number of lunch facilities and equipment, and 
the nature and size of the serving area, be approved 
by the State Department of Education. 


GENERAL 


As the years go on, more and more regulating bodies 
make their appearance and are empowered to approve 
or disapprove the plans and specifications. 

As their functions all occur in series rather than 
parallel, a long time elapses before the final approval 
is secured and the project placed on the market through 
public advertising. 

By trade custom, and to provide ample time for 
bidding, one month is usually allotted for advertising 
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and the filing of general and sub-bid proposals with 
the Awarding Authority, in this case the Superintendent 
of Construction. The statutes stipulate that the 
general bids shall be filed not sooner than one week 
after the deposit of sub-bids. 

The City Auditor must certify that sufficient funds 
are available for the proposed work. 

As some of these supervisory bodies must be con- 
sulted and their approval gained from one to four 
times during the progress of the plans, the path from 
the inception of the project to its completion becomes 
long and tortuous. 

In the Boston Building Department the plans must be 
examined and passed upon in a series arrangement by: 
Zoning Division 
Egress Division 
Plan Examiner’s Division 
Plumbing Division 
Gas Division 
Sprinkler Division 
Wire Division

When the construction bids are finally received, the 
contract agreement must go the rounds of the following 
offices for examination and evaluation and approving 
signatures:

After all this has been done, the actual construction is 
ready to proceed. 


OIL TANKS—PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT 
COMMISSION 


As practically all new buildings are now equipped with 
oil burning boilers, the installation of an oil tank having 
a capacity of more than 5,000 gallons requires an ad- 
vertised public hearing by the Public Improvement 
Commission, written notice to all abutters, and a final

judgment by the Public Improvement Commissioners. 
The usual tank installation is for a standard tank of 
6,250 gallons. 


GAS GENERATORS—BOSTON BUILDING 
DEPARTMENT 


It is customary to install emergency gas generators 
in buildings of over ten classrooms, and in such cases the 
following regulation applies: 

‘No engine, dynamo, boiler or furnace shall be placed 
in any building without a permit from the (building) 
commissioner. If the application is for anything other 
than a boiler or furnace, the applicant shall publish in 
at least two daily newspapers published in the City of 
Boston, and on at least three days in each, and, if so 
directed by the (building) commissioner, shall also post 
conspicuously on the premises a copy of the application, 
and shall deliver copies thereof to such persons as the 
commissioner may designate. 

“Tf no objection is filed with the commissioner before 
the expiration of ten days after the time of the first 
publication of notice, or within ten days of the delivery 
and first posting of the notice, if such delivery or posting 
is required, the commissioner shall, if the arrangement, 
location and construction of the proposed apparatus is 
proper and in accordance with the provisions of this 
code, issue a permit for the same. If objection is filed 
the application shall be referred to the Board of Appeal 
which may in its discretion require the deposit by the 
objector of a reasonable sum as security for the payment 
of the costs. 

“After such notice as the board shall order it shall hear 
the same and shall direct the commissioner to issue a 
permit under such conditions as it may prescribe, or to 
withhold the same. If the permit is refused, the appli- 
cant and if it is granted the objectors shall pay such 
costs as the board may order. 

“The commissioner may, from time to time, after 
public notice and hearing, prescribe the conditions on 
which furnaces, boilers, or other steam generators and 
hot water heaters may be maintained in buildings, and, 
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if any person interested objects to such conditions and 
appeals from his decision establishing the same, the 
appeal shall be referred to the Board of Appeal, and 
thereupon said board shall prescribe the conditions.”’ 


PROCEDURE FOR LAND TAKING FOR 
SCHOOL SITES 


1. School Committee designates limits of school 
district in which school is to be erected. (Chapter 351 
of the Acts of 1929) 

2. School Committee allocates money for land and 
plans for proposed building, and asks Board of Com- 
missioners of School Buildings to report on same. 

3. Board of Commissioners of School Buildings 
holds meeting and makes report on School Committee 
allocation. 

4. School Committee again votes to allocate the 
money for the land procurement. 

5. School Committee requests Superintendent of 
Construction to secure desirable land in designated 
district. 

6. Superintendent of Construction places advertise- 
ment in at least three daily newspapers published in 
City of Boston, and in City Record, giving notice that 
sealed proposals to sell land to the city for a school 
site within the school district designated in the notice 
(as originally defined by the School Committee) will 
be received on the 14th day after the date of such 
notice. 

7. On the 14th day after publication of the adver- 
tisement proposals submitted are publicly opened and 
read in the Department of School Buildings. 

8. Public hearing must be given by the Superintend- 
ent of Construction at a place and time designated in the 
advertisement (see Item 6 above) to consider the 
proposals and the suitableness of the lands offered. 
This public hearing must be held not less than three 
weeks subsequent to the date of the advertisement 
in the Boston newspapers. 

9. Superintendent of Construction, jointly with 
the Superintendent of Schools, selects the parcel or 
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parcels of land deemed desirable for the site of the 
proposed school and formally notifies the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, in writing, of the selection. 

10. Superintendent of Public Schools approves (or 
disapproves) of the selection of land. 

11. The Superintendent of Construction (on receipt 
of the approval of his selection of land by the Super- 
intendent of Public Schools) requests the written 
approval of the Mayor for the taking of the land by 
eminent domain or by agreement, as the case may be. 

12. If the land is to be taken by eminent domain, 
the Superintendent of Construction (on receipt of the 
Mayor’s approval for the taking of land by eminent 
domain) requests the Public Improvement Commission 
to take necessary steps to acquire the land by eminent 
domain. (Chapter 486 of 1909 and Chapter 79 of 
General Laws). 

13. Appraisal of properties to be taken by eminent 
domain is made under direction of Public Improvement 
Commission. (Department of School Buildings pays 
fees for appraisals.) 

14. Public hearing on proposed land taking held by 
Public Improvement Commission. 

Note: Public Improvement Commission has ninety 
days in which to procure the land. 

15. Order for land taking prepared by Public 
Improvement Commission and sent to Mayor for his 
approval. 

16. Order for land taking, when approved by 
Mayor and Public Improvement Commission, recorded 
with Suffolk Registry of Deeds by the Public Improve- 
ment Commission. 

17. Public Improvement Commission notifies Super- 
intendent of Construction that land has been taken 
and states valuation awards for properties. 

18. If buildings located on site selected are occupied, 
notices to tenants to vacate the buildings are posted 
on the premises by the Department of School Buildings. 
Up to, and including 1964 tenants must be given at 
least 30 days to vacate the property. In practice, in 
order to avoid hardship, 60 or more days are given in 
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most cases. In 1965, and thereafter, a minimum of 4 
months must be given. When buildings are vacated, 
proposals for the razing of the structures are advertised 
in the ‘‘City Record” for two weeks. 

20. Proposal bids are received at the office of the 
Department of School Buildings for the razing of the 
structures. 

21. Superintendent of Construction sends letter 
of intent to award a contract for above work to Mayor. 

22. City Auditor approves letter of award certi- 
fying that funds are available. 

23. Mayor signs letter of award. 

24. Contract agreement for work to be done is 
sent to General Contractor for his signature. After 
signing, he sends it to bonding company. 

25. Bonding Company stamps and approves agree- 
ment. 

26. Contract agreement is returned to Superin- 
tendent of Construction who signs it and sends it to 
City Hall. 

27. City Auditor certifies funds are available. 

28. Corporation Counsel, Law Department, ex- 
amines, signs and approves contract. 

29. Mayor signs contract. 

30. Contractor is given order to proceed with work.

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ENGLISH HIGH SCHOOL ADDITION 


Despite many conferences and the preparation of 
many drawings by the architects, and the assistance of 
many people, Mayor Collins, the Board of Commis- 
sioners, the Superintendent of Schools and his Staff, 
and others, the acquisition of a lot of land entitled Lot 
“B”’, consisting of 23,496 square feet along the prop- 
erty line on Blackfan Street, at the rear of the present 
English High School, which land is vitally necessary to 
provide yard, driveway, and other free space around 
_ the present building and the proposed addition, has not 
yet been effected. 


Legal opinion has been given by the Law Department 
that the desired land, which is owned by Harvard Uni- 
versity, may not be taken by eminent domain. 


If this land is not obtained, the construction of the 
new addition would be confined to the present site plus 
Lot ‘A’, a piece of land directly at the rear of the 
present school and running parallel to it, which has only 
approximately 23,496 square feet, the sale of which by 
Harvard University to the City of Boston is provided 
for in an agreement consummated in 1956, at the time 
of the sale of the Martin School by the City to Harvard 
University for the erection of a new building. The 
agreement provided that Lot ‘‘A’’ could be purchased 
by the City for $15,000 after thirty days’ notice. Notice 
was sent to the Harvard authorities that the city was 
giving notice to acquire this lot and at the same time a 
check for $15,000 was deposited with the City Treasurer. 
No action resulted from this notice. 


From a practical standpoint the only other land that 
may be usefully acquired for the purpose of extending 
the proposed addition is the Lot ‘‘B’’ mentioned above, 
which lies behind Lot ‘‘A”’ and is the same size. 


Sketches for the proposed addition, based on confining 
the new addition to Lot ‘“A’’, have been prepared and 
submitted to the office of the Superintendent of Schools 
for his approval. 


Many drawings have been prepared by architects and 
much time has been spent to develop different schemes to 
incorporate the addition into the available land area. 
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One scheme would make the cafeteria-gymnasium ex- 
tension on the north wing of the building. The pro- 
curement of a small piece of land from Emmanuel 
College would be needed for its full development. 
Efforts have been made to secure this land, either by 
purchase or by exchange of an equivalent parcel of land, 
for the past several years, all to no avail. 

In the meantime the attempt to secure Lot ‘B” 
from its present owners still goes on. 

At the present time, plans confining the proposed 
new work to the original school site, plus Lot ‘‘A’’, the 
land to be conveyed under a previous agreement, are 
now being drawn. : 


J. P. MANNING SCHOOL ADDITION 


The addition to this building was completed and 
occupied in September, 1964, the only exception being 
the completion of the open space in front of the school, 
the surface of which changed from blacktop to grass 
at the request of William E. O’Connor, School Com- 
mittee Member. 

This change occurred so late im the season that the 
planting had to be delayed until the following spring. 
Other than this the building construction was com- 
pleted in 1964. 


PAUL A. DEVER SCHOOL 


Considerable time was taken up in securing a site 
for this school, a number of sites being investigated. 
Finally an agreement was reached to buy back the 
land adjacent to the present Dever School from the 
Archdiocese of Boston, 

Plans for this building were deposited at the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission in 
August 1963 for approval. 

In February 1964, at a meeting attended by the 
Superintendent of Schools, two Assistant Superin- 
tendents, and other representatives of the School 
Department and Department of School Buildings, 
these plans were approved, but the addition of a 
cafeteria was agreed on. 
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Later during 1964, due to the death of the architect, 
some time was lost caused by the difficulty in securing 
another architect to take over the uncompleted plans. 
and other legal complications. 

These plans are now about 92 percent completed. 

The new school building will contain:

1 science room 

1 sheet metal shop 

1 woodworking shop 

1 electrical shop 

1 cooking room 

2 sewing rooms 

1 gymnasium 

1 cafeteria 

2 locker and shower rooms

NEW ENGLISH HIGH SCHOOL 


A suitable site for this campus type building which will 
ultimately house 5500 pupils has been sought for the 
past five years. 

Among the locations investigated have been the 
following:

Back Bay Fens (Rose Garden Site)

South Street, Forest Hills (Harvard Univ.) 
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In 1963 a bill to procure 25 acres of state land on 
American Legion Highway was introduced in the 
Legislature but failed of passage. 

In 1964 a petition to transfer park land from the 
Wilderness section of Franklin Park was filed with the 
Legislature. This petition failed to become law. 

The School Committee intends to again attempt to 
gain Legislative approval to transfer of Franklin Park 
land for school purposes. 


GROVER CLEVELAND ADDITION 


$200,000 allocated from the 1962 Bond Issue for Land 
and Plans on July 7, 1964. 
10 classrooms 


1 gymnasium with 50’ x 80’ basketball court 
1 cafeteria for 550 pupils; bleachers for 300 persons. 


April 6, 1964—School Committee requested that 
necessary steps be taken to secure land for an addition 
to school. 

April 18, 1964—-Advertisements placed in newspapers 
soliciting land in school district; returnable date May 6, 
1964. Public hearing on May 13, 1964. 

July 7, 1964 — School Committee appropriated $200,- 
000 for land and plans. 


July 13, 1964—Superintendent of Schools and members 
of his staff inspected and approved the taking of four 
large houses and three-family tenement houses on land 
bordering the perimeters of the present site, no suitable 
property having been offered for sale. 


August 19, 1964—Public Improvement Commission 
requested by Superintendent of Construction to take 
property recommended by Superintendent of Schools, 
by eminent domain. 

November 10, 1964—Public hearing held by Public 
Improvement Commission. 


December 9, 1964—Public Improvement notified by 
the Department of School Buildings of a change in the 
bounds of the land taking made necessary as a result of 
@ recommendation by the Public Improvement Com- 
mission at the hearing of November 10, 1964. 
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In the meantime, an architect has been busy preparing 
‘several sets of sketches for the new addition. These 
sketches have been examined by the staff of the New 
Building Section, Department of School Buildings, and 
sent to the office of the Superintendent of Schools for 
approval. The architect is now making revisions to the 
final sketch plans. 


JOHN F. KENNEDY SCHOOL — 
LOWELL DISTRICT. 


The statement has been made that this building took 
103 years to build. This is not so. Construction work 
for the building was begun on March 22, 1962. The 
building was occupied in December, 1963, and fully 
completed in the spring of 1964. 

It contains: 

17 classrooms 

2 kindergartens 

1 sewing room 

1 woodworking shop 
1 assembly hall 

1 gymnasium 


Miscellaneous rooms — Principals, teachers, storage, con- 
ference; two toilet rooms on each floor; health rooms; and 
many other various small rooms. 


Land was selected in 1957 and submitted to the Super- 
intendent of Schools for his approval. The site was 
formerly occupied by a Park Department playground 
and seven private dwellings. 

As it is not possible to effect the sale or transfer of 
park land in Massachusetts, except by direct permis- 
sion of the Legislature, a very long and slow procedure 
of having the transfer authorized resulted. 

As the possession of the dwelling units alone would be 
of little value, their procurement could not be started 
until after the park land was secured. This in itself is 
a long process and coming at the end of a prolonged 
Legislature the total land taking took a much longer 
time than would ordinarily ensue. 

During the construction, poor soil consisting of light 
fill was encountered in some sections, making it neces- 
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sary to carry the foundations down to a greater depth 
than expected. This also tended to delay the building 


completion date.

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Administration 


Many unique and complex problems, some en- 
countered for the first time, occupied the Trafhe and 
Parking Department during the calendar year 1964. 
An exceptionally high solution rate was noted. 


Eight meetings were held by the full board of the 
Boston Traffic and Parking Commission during which it 
devoted a major portion of this time solving traffic 
problems. Ten meetings were held by the Commissioner 
with his staff for the purpose of drawing up rules and 
regulations. 


A great stride forward in the building of our New 
Boston was taken when all of the Unit 2 traffic signals 
located in the Back Bay were completely rewired. 
Approximately 12 miles of 30-year-old underground 
cable, controlling 61 intersections in the Back Bay, 
were replaced. Installed was a new type of polyvinyl 
cable, together with an increase in the number of 
conductors. 


This changeover allowed the Traffic and Parking 
Department to utilize to the maximum the modern 
controllers which are the heart of this complex elec- 
tronic equipment. Also, with an eye to the future, 
provisions were incorporated in the cable installation to 
handle the inclusion of automatic traffic control equip- 
ment. 

One of the most significant works this department 
undertook was a cordon count of downtown Boston, in 
conjunction with the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
and the Boston Regional Planning Project. 


The first cordon count around the downtown area of 
Boston was conducted by the Boston Traffic Depart- 
ment in 1927. Since then, similar counts were made in 
1932, 1938, 1950, and 1954. This year the department 
undertook another cordon count study to investigate 
present travel patterns and to make comparative 
studies with similar data collected in the past. To make 
the comparisons more meaningful, the study was con- 
ducted during the month of June, the same month as 
the 1954 study. In 1964, however, the study was 
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conducted only along the ‘‘Outer Cordon” line which 
cuts the peninsula at Massachusetts Avenue, whereas 
in 1954 the study was made along this line as well as 
along the “Inner Cordon” line running along Charles 
Street. Further, in 1964, an additional hour was added 
to the study period, starting it at 6:00 a.m. rather than 
at 7:00 a.M., as in 1954. 

During August of 1964 the Boston City Council 
approved the Pedestrian Control Law, with the under- 
standing that a public education program would precede 
the enforcement date, November 1, 1965. After this 
date the law establishes a police enforcement function 
and a fines schedule in conjunction with the courts. 

The Pedestrian Control Law will receive full-scale 
exposure through a public relations program which will 
utilize newspapers, radio and television, magazines, 
industrial publications, posters, signs, a speakers bureau, 
and an intensive program developed by the Boston 
Police Department. 

With parking meters currently the target of vandals, 
Mayor Collins seeks to acquire 10,000 new vandal- 
proof parking meters. However, the City Council is 
recorded as hesitant about approving the purchase of 
such meters at this time. 

One major problem faced by this department is the 
need for public understanding regarding use of mass 
transportation into the city. Our progress is slow, but 
we feel that we are moving in the right direction in 
selling mass transportation to residents of the Metro- 
politan Area. We are still faced with the double task of 
controlling vehicles entering the Central Business Dis- 
trict (downtown) and providing adequate public parking 
space. 

This department will continue to cooperate with 
public agencies, private industry and the general public 
which act in consort for the progress of the community. 
Further, we stand ready to utilize our full means to cope 
with any emergencies we might be called on to handle.

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Trafic Signal Division—1964 


The Signal Division installed traffic signals at three 
locations bringing the total number of signalized inter- 
sections to 462 operated by the Boston Traffic and Park- 
ing Department. This figure does not include the 
ninety-three additional signalized intersections under 
the control of the Metropolitan District Commission 
within the City of Boston. 

During the year new signal posts have been added at 
approximately forty-two intersections in coordination 
with the street reconstruction program. These posts 
were installed to comply with the national ‘‘ Manual on 
Uniform Traffic Control Devices,’’ which requires two 
signal indications on the far side of the intersection for 
each movement of traffic. 

This division is preparing plans for the installation of 
WALK—DON’T WALK signals at many locations 
throughout the Back Bay so that upon implementation 
of the pedestrian control law there will be a specific 
area in which educational efforts may be applied to 
teach proper pedestrian walking procedures. 
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Department Automotive Fleet 


The Boston Traffic and Parking Department fleet 
consists of forty-eight vehicles. (10 sedans, 13 station 
wagons and 25 trucks.) 

They are all mostly 1962 and 1963 vehicles, equipped 
with automatic transmissions which have proven very 
efficient from a maintenance point of view, contributing 
to the fact that our cost of repairs have been reduced 
considerably. 

Many of the vehicles are already equipped with two- 
way radios which will enable the personnel to perform 
many of their duties without unnecessary trips back to 
the Department, especially during emergencies out in 
the field. 

Through preventive maintenance by the garage per- 
sonnel, the vehicles are on the road at all times. A total 
of over 300,000 miles have been driven by this fleet, 
enabling the Department to complete all their tasks 
without any difficulty.

Traffic Commissioner Thomas F. Carty submits the 
followimg report of the fatal, personal-injury, and 
property damage motor vehicle accidents as reported to 
this department, and that occurred on the City of 
Boston public ways under the jurisdictiom of the City of 
Boston Police, and Traffic and Parking Departments 
during the year ending December 31, 1964: 


Highlights of the report are as follows: 


1. Boston reported the highest number of persons killed in 
traffic accidents since 1950—when 76 people died in 75 fatal 
accidents. 

a. There were 56 pedestrians killed, 2 bicyclists, 8 occu- 
pants, and 10 operators. 

b. Pedestrians accounted for 74 percent of the total, 
which is one of the highest percentages in the last 
15 years. 

ce. Of the pedestrians killed, 45 were adults and 11 were 
children. 


d. There were 32 adult pedestrians over 60 years of age 
out of the 45 killed. 


2. Of the 75 fatal accidents, 32 (43 percent) occurred during 
daylight hours while 48 (57 percent) happened during the hours 
of darkness. 


3. Thirty-one fatal accidents (41 percent) occurred at in- 
tersections (6 signal controlled) while 44 (59 percent) hap- 
pened between intersections. 


4. Of the 76 fatalities in 1964—50 (66 percent) were males, 
while only 26 (34 percent) were females. 


5. Two persons (operator and occupant) were killed in one 
accident on September 29 when car went out of control and 
struck a tree. 


6. December was the worst month of the year when 14 
fatal accidents claimed the lives of 14 persons, while only 3 
fatal accidents were reported in both January and July. 

a. Saturday was the worst day of the week with 17 
fatalities; and Thursday and Friday were next when 
13 persons died in fatal accidents. 

b. Once again, speeding too fast for conditions was a 
factor in 37 of the fatal accidents. 
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7. Of all the districts, most fatal accidents (18) occurred in 
Boston Proper and Dorchester, while the lowest rate of acci- 
dents came from Charlestown and Hyde Park with (1) each. 


8. M.D.C. traffic accident figures in Boston indicate the 
following, in addition to those reported above. 
a. Fatals—14 accidents, 16 persons killed, including 4 


pedestrians. 
b. All other M.D.C. traffic accidents in Boston: 
Non-fatal 1,871

The annual report for 1964 for the Veterans’ Services 
Department is hereby submitted: 


The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 
66, and operates under the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was 
known as the Department of Veterans’ Services, and 
prior to January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department. A complete revision of General 
Laws, Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessi- 
tated the earlier change in the name and structure of the 
department. 


The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 


1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and conflicts includ- 
ed in our program are defined in the General Laws. 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice, and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employ- 
ment, vocational or other educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and 
who require them, but to withhold benefits to those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
federal or state benefits available to recipients be re- 
ceived so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division at 
the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
city would not otherwise receive. It will continue to be 
our intention to pursue the course of action outlined. 


Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it is 
our obligation to render service and to help, and, as we 
have said in so many words before, we stand willing to 
assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law but we exercise stringent efforts to with- 
hold benefits to persons not entitled to them and not 
actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost 
to see that our recipients avail themselves fully of any 
federal or state benefits which would reduce the burden 
upon the City of Boston. 
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In the current year of 1965, an increasing number of 
World War II veterans are making application to this 
department for assistance in one or more categories. 
Sickness, disability, need for eyeglasses, braces, ortho- 
pedic appliances, inability to perform duties required in 
laboring jobs, ete., have been a predominant factor in 
this increased need for assistance. Hospital rates are 
on the upward spiral, as are corresponding costs of 
doctors, nurses, dentists, pharmacies, etc. The World 
War II veterans are now reaching the age bracket where 
the above services are becoming necessary. The 
Veterans Administration hospitals are decreasing the 
number of domiciliary patients allowed in their facilities 
as rapidly as possible, and the Soldiers Home and 
Hospital at Chelsea have instituted a program of 
admitting only acute illnesses and decreasing the number 
of chronic and domiciliary care patients at a very rapid 
rate. 

Due to the above conditions the case load in this 
department will show a constant upward trend as more 
and more World War II veterans grow older. 

Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Services, has supported bills pending before the Legisla- 
ture for increased reimbursements from the Common- 
wealth on our veterans’ benefits cases and contacted 
the Central Office of the Veterans Administration for 
increased pensions for all veterans needing aid and 
attendant care. 

In 1964 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 

1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 

Since January, 1962, the office of Veterans’ Services 
Department has been located at 38 Chauncy Street, 
Boston, Mass., where the quarters now occupied are 
much more suited to our needs. 

Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts continue to be excellent. It is particularly im- 
portant to maintain this relationship in order that the 
City of Boston may obtain the greatest possible reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth. 
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The department received $1,246,566.10 in 1964. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

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In 1964 the Veterans’ Services Department expended 
$2,.541,712.19 in veterans’ benefits payments to bene- 
ficiaries, as compared to an expenditure of $2,495,291.18 
for this purpose in 1963.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1964 


As we went about the business of administering public 
assistance in Boston during 1964, problems of the present 
and solutions for the future shared our attention. In 
actively seeking ways to break future dependency pat- 
terns, it became increasingly obvious that the best kind 
of insurance for future self-support was careful attention 
to current necessities. While in many instances we set 
our sights on future horizons, the significance of meeting 
the immediate needs of the more than 65,000 persons 
who needed our help during 1964 retained priority. 
Continued emphasis on the service aspects of public 
assistance programs, along with a constant search for 
new ways to do routine things better, assured those 
receiving assistance of quality care today, with a promise 
of independence tomorrow. 


Keeping Pace With the Pulse of the City 


To be effective, a welfare department must be ready 
to meet the needs of people when and where they happen. 
Where possible, community changes which might aggra- 
vate dependency should be anticipated and steps taken 
to solve the problem before it starts. In substance, this 
describes all the activities of the Boston Welfare De- 
partment in the past year. We kept constant company 
with the city around us. We got to know its problems 
well. The activities detailed in this report illustrate 
some of our attempts at solutions. 

When people come to one of our five district offices 
to ask for assistance, it often marks the end of a long, 
difficult road. Financial resqurces are exhausted and 
human emotions spent. Immediate aid is the obvious 
antidote to crisis. Consequently, we handle our own 
fiscal operations, so financial assistance will be available 
any day of the week, and maintain district offices in 
places geographically selected for maximum convenience. 
In the past year, to do the job of issuing close to one 
million checks better, the assistance authorization proc- 
ess was streamlined; and retroactive checks eliminated 
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and included with the first assistance payment. As an 
additional service to recipients and vendors alike, a 
controlled system of IBM identification cards was in- 
augurated which has done much to minimize problems 
encountered in identifying public assistance recipients 
requesting needed medical and/or other services. 


New Branch Office Assures Accessibility 


To guarantee that our five district offices are adequate 
for growing neighborhoods, another substation of the 
Hancock Street district opened in April at 20 West 
Howell Street, Dorchester. Located on the top floor of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Building, West Howell 
Street now handles the adult caseload in this area of 
the city. It is the second substation of the Hancock 
Street office established in a little over a year. The 
first, Columbia Point, opened in February of ’63. 
Both offices have not only brought welfare services 
closer to recipients, but have also alleviated crowded 
quarters at Hancock Street. 


Going Where the Need Is 


To maintain maximum accessibility, emergency situ- 
ations or unusual needs sometimes require our services 
to be brought directly into the community. For ex- 
ample, when the Bellflower Fire left 370 people in the 
Dorchester area homeless last May, the department 
quickly assigned several staff members to be on hand 
at the week-end emergency center set up by the Red 
Cross. Their job was to assist any welfare recipients 
displaced by the fire and to take applications from any 
disaster victims who might be in need of assistance. 

In common with welfare agencies across the nation, 
the department was ready to assist Cuban refugees re- 
siding in the city, under a program which receives total 
reimbursement from the federal government. Now in 
its third year of operation, this program aided thirty- 
one individuals and family groups at a cost of $14,328.90. 

Locally, redevelopment has become an established 
part of the Boston scene, so the department continues to 
assign a staff social worker as liaison officer to the Boston 
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Redevelopment Authority. His job is to discuss with 
the BRA staff plans for the relocation of welfare and 
other low-income families who often live in the areas of 
the city involved in urban renewal projects. 


Multiservice Centers — A New Approach to 
Old Problems 


A combined approach to people with problems began 
this year with the opening of the Shawmut Neighbor- 
hood Center in the South End of the city. The depart- 
ment, along with a number of private agencies, has 
assigned a staff member to the center as needed. It is 
the first of several multiservice centers planned for 
Boston, in the hope that the combined efforts of various 
agency personnel can devise new and imaginative 
answers to complicated community problems. 


A natural by-product of such activities is involve- 
ment in joint agency and community-based projects, 
designed to help as many recipients as possible achieve 
maximum self-sufficenicy. 


For the Disabled — Vocational Rehabilitation 


In June the department commenced cooperation with 
the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission in a 
three-year demonstration project aimed at the voca- 
tional rehabilitation of public assistance clients. At 
year’s end 112 cases had been transferred to the project 
group housed in our Roxbury Crossing office and one of 
our social workers assigned to attend to the public 
assistance requirements of these cases, most of whom 
are DA recipients who are fathers of AFDC families. 


In related activity we continued cooperation with the 
student training unit subsidized by the Vocational Re- 
habilitation Administration, which is currently in its 
third year at our Grove Hall office. Here six students 
are working with cases in which a physical or mental 
handicap has caused dependency and have made sig- 
nificant progress in helping some return to former com- 
munity roles. 
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Meeting Complex Situations with Diversity 


We also opened our doors to the Youth Activities 
Bureau, which now has a branch office in our Roxbury 
Crossing office, and also encouraged other agency repre- 
sentatives to come to tell us about their programs. In 
the course of the year the head of the Home Treatment 
Service serving the more than 180,000 residents of 
Dorchester briefed the staff on this program, which is 
making community living a realistic alternative to 
hospitalization for some mental patients, while Action 
for Boston Community Development staffers discussed 
ABCD prekindergarten projects. Twenty-three chil- 
dren from AFDC families are currently enrolled in the 
South End class alone. Oftener than not, these children 
requiring prekindergarten placement come from cul- 
turally-deprived and multiproblem homes. For their 
older brothers and sisters, counseling aimed at en- 
couraging school attendance is the order of the day, 
with appropriate referrals to special training projects for 
out-of-school, out-of-work youths utilized when indi- 
cated. 

But the young have no monopoly on the need for 
training. Current commitments to job training pro- 
grams include stepped-up cooperation with the Division 
of Employment Security, reflected in the many referrals 
to the three courses offered in the Boston Adult Voca- 
tional Project under the Manpower Development and 
Training Act (MDTA) as well as several programs 
initiated by our department. 


Applying Research to Reality 


At our Church Street office, a random sample study 
of the General Relief caseload revealed unemployment 
as the major cause of dependency among unattached 
men. As a result, a special employment counseling 
unit has been set up at the Church Street office where 
unattached men up to sixty-five years of age are regis- 
tered in the hope that intensive employment counseling 
will result in jobs for many. 

The department is also participating in training 
programs with the Boston Cab Company, which 
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accepts referrals of men twenty-five and over who can 
drive, and Community Workshops, Inc., which has 
been training several AFDC* mothers for employment 
in the garment industry. 


Medical Care—a Necessary Prelude 


Before schooling, retraining, or any other treatment 
plan can be successful, however, recipients must be in 
good physical condition. For this reason, medical care 
is perhaps the most far-reaching of our services. In 
1964 medical care claimed $19.7 million or 96.1 percent 
of the $20.5 million spent on vendor payments. The 
department considers every penny of this a sound 
investment. This money covered acute and chronic 
hospital care, aftercare in the home, out-patient 
visits, and drugs, to name but a few. 

In an average year the staff has more than 38,000 
contacts with medical institutions and _ personnel 
throughout the city concerning welfare recipients. 
A physician is employed for consultation on complicated 
medical treatment plans, and each district office has 
at least one social worker assigned to medical care 
who expedites approval of routine medical requests 
and interprets established policy. 


Prevention a Priority 


Prevention is one of the major targets of the medical 
program. The importance of well-baby clinics, annual 
physical checkups, immunization shots, and dental 
care are constantly emphasized by social workers. 
As needed, approvals are given for eyeglasses, corrective 
orthopedic devices, and other prescribed medical items. 

For the convenience of the many recipients who go 
to Boston City Hospital, the department has assigned 
a number of social workers there because going to a 
hospital is for some a frightening and confusing ex- 
perience. Department concern with the quality of 
care available is demonstrated by sponsorship, along

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with the Boston Dispensary, of a five-session seminar 
on the social and medical problems associated with 
chronic illness; also by strongly advocating that nursing 
home rates be determined on a quality care basis, 
rather than the prevailing across the board per diem 
rate. 

The Figures Have Faces 


Thus far we have given you some of the highlights of 
what we were doing for welfare recipients during 1964, 
but who and how many were being aided? During 
the year 21,188 persons asked for assistance for them- 
selves and/or their families. Of these, 17,365 met 
eligibility requirements and were approved, and the 
balance rejected or withdrawn. These, added to the 
30,623 cases with which we began 1964, meant 47,988 
cases (including reapplications) were aided. Cases 
closed during the year numbered 15,225, leaving a 
caseload of 32,763 at year’s end, a 7 percent increase 
over ’63. 

The assistance bill for the year totalled $53.1 million, 
of which Boston’s share was $12.7 million or 24 percent.

Assistance programs involve municipal, federal 
and state governments in a financial triangle, which 
divided the 1964 assistance bill as follows:

Rising nursing home rates; a dollar increase in the 
leisure-time activity allowance for OAA recipients; 
increased exemptions for married children of OAA and 
MAA recipients; a rent increase in public housing 
projects; and larger caseloads in every category except 
OAA shared responsibility for the $6.5 million increase 
over ’63 expenditures. Also a factor was the impact of 
the first full year of operation under the cost of living 
adjustment enacted in October, 1963, by which 21,000

cases received a budget boost. Of the $53.1 million 
required to finance assistance programs, $32.6 million 
or 61.4 percent was in the form of direct payments to 
recipients, the balance earmarked for vendor payments 
on behalf of clients. Thus, more than 61 cents of every 
welfare dollar went directly to the recipient. 


The Myth Has No Substance 


The welfare story in any city is the story of people. 
Most of them have many problems; few of them can 
cope with their multiple difficulties. While we can 
count their numbers, it becomes increasingly difficult 
to tell their individual stories. Consequently, there is 
often more myth than fact to the general public’s 
view of welfare programs. 

When most people think of public assistance, for 
example, they think first and only of the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children program; yet AFDC accounts 
for only one-fourth of Boston’s total caseload. T'wo- 
thirds of our caseload is either over sixty-five or physi- 
cally or mentally disabled, and 59 cents of every. welfare 
dollar spent in 1964 aided these 24,261 persons.

In a representative month (July, 1964) Boston’s 
family caseload tallied 8,357; included approximately 
23,955 children. AFDC claimed 36.1 percent of the 
annual expenditure, but in a given month aided some 
32,302 individuals or 57.1 percent of those eligible for 
assistance. 
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Mothers of AFDC children have come in for more 
than their share of scrutiny from Sunday supplements 
and elsewhere. The picture that emerges from such 
articles is that these women are content to live off 
welfare. But a profile study of 7,996 AFDC cases being 
aided in Boston during December of ’64 tells a different 
story. 


The AFDC Mother —a Statistical Profile 


More than one-third of these mothers (35.6 percent) 
were under thirty; and well over two-thirds (72.7 per- 
cent) never completed high school; yet 83.3 percent 
were faced with the task of bringing up their children 
alone. To do the job, a mother with three children 
would receive an assistance grant of between $45 to $57 
weekly; one with five children from $65 to $77 weekly, 
with ages of children accounting for budget variances. 
More than two-thirds of the cases (69.5 percent) had 
received aid for less than three years, and 25.3 percent 
of this group had been aided for less than one year. 


A Way of Doing Things 


We feel the way we go about assisting people in 
Boston has something to do with this. Presently, 
family and adult caseloads are handled in separate 
units, with approximately 27 units devoted to family 
cases and 21 to adult cases. Each case is classified 
according to the degree of services required, thus di- 
recting intensive services to those who need them, 
while giving others whose dependency needs are only 
financial the chance to function independently. Home 
setting, physical and mental health, social adjustment, 
and possibilities for rehabilitatiqn are all factors in the 
diagnostic assessment of each case. Services are avail- 
able from the point of application to identify and study 
each individual’s potential for improved functioning. 


For the Elderly — Concern for Care and 
Companions 


For OAA and MAA recipients, services may include 
homemaker services, visiting nurses, or other special 
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measures designed to avoid unnecessary institutional 
placements. Almost always, medical care plays a vital 
part in our care of the elderly. In 1964, for example, 
over $6 million (close to two-thirds of the $9.2 million 
spent on hospital care) covered medical needs of OAA 
and MAA recipients, while $6.6 million or 88 percent 
of the more than $7.5 million paid to nursing homes 
was spent in behalf of the elderly. 

In common with the need for medical care, the elderly 
share a need for companionship, which unfortunately 
grows as the prospect of finding new friends diminishes. 
At best, growing old is a lonely process in our youth- 
centered society. For many of our clients the process 
is compounded because they bring problems from earlier 
years. Friendly visitors help somewhat, but the supply 
is limited and a larger and more formalized program 
is needed. Perhaps the recently created Common- 
wealth Service Corps (Massachusetts’ counterpart to 
the Peace Corps) will fill this gap in the future. 

Fortunately, Boston has active Golden Age Clubs 
under the jurisdiction of the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment, where the elderly can enjoy meetings and 
special outings throughout the year. In addition, our 
staff does much referral work in a recreational vein, 
alerting elderly recipients to evening educational op- 
portunities, hobby shows, and possibilities for volunteer 
employment which can bring a sense of accomplishment. 
to their leisure years. 


For Families —a Search for Solutions 


Among the family caseload, we strive to maintain, or 
in some cases create, a home situation which will pro- 
vide children and parents with necessary support today 
so that they may function more independently tomorrow. 
We have already described in this report some of the 
measures taken to keep families functioning by attend- 
ing to health problems, encouraging school attendance, 
and suggesting training programs for older children and 
parents alike. 

Another prime concern is keeping families together. 
Providing housekeeping services to families when the 
mother is absent from the home on a temporary or 
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permanent basis, or when illness limits her ability to be 
a homemaker, is one way it is done. Recipients of 
housekeeping service represent a diverse composite of 
the AFDC caseload, including otherwise self-supporting 
persons like Jack Anderson, a young widower left to 
bring up his seven children alone. His average income 
just about provides for his family, so the department 
supplies funds for a housekeeper. 


In other cases, sometimes homemaker services forms 
but a part of what, because of the many problems en- 
countered, must be a complex treatment plan. Neil 
and Monica Pratt, for example, a young couple in 
their twenties, have present and unfortunately future 
problems. They now have two children, ages two and 
one, and a third child is due shortly. Neil’s earning 
power is limited by lack of education and skills, and 
Monica’s present pregnancy is complicated by so many 
factors she must have complete bed rest. Homemaker 
services are a must today and perhaps a stabilizing 
factor in a shaky future. 


Other department efforts to strengthen family life ex- 
tend in many ways beyond those receiving categorical 
assistance and are available to any and all who may 
have need of them. Child welfare services are a case in 
point. The department is responsible for the tem- 
porary placement of children when illness or other 
factors mean the mother will not be there. In the course 
of the year a concerted effort was made to encourage 
such temporary care in the home of a relative or friend. 
For 495 children from over 200 families, no such arrange- 
ments were possible during 1964, so the child welfare 
staff arranged for temporary placement. 


We also serve as a referral source in the city for un- 
wed mothers. More than sixty of them came to talk 
to us in the past year. For all of these girls the con- 
tact with a social worker provided the needed oppor- 
tunity to share their difficulties. Eleven of them were 
placed in maternity homes and thirty-nine requested and 
received transportation to the State Infirmary in Tewks- 
bury. 
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At the Temporary Home — Shelter and Support 


At any hour of the day or night food and shelter are 
available for the homeless at the city’s Temporary 
Home on Chardon Street. Now in its 107th year, the 
Temporary Home continues as the primary emergency 
shelter center for homeless women and children. Dur- 
ing 1964, 1,226 persons were admitted, 15,221 days of 
care provided, and 42,126 meals served. 


The inability to keep a home is generally symptomatic 
of multiple personal problems. Many of the Home’s 
residents are mentally ill: there has been a marked 
increase of such admissions in recent years, perhaps 
due to the current trend to restore nonpsychotic patients 
to community living. The Home not only meets the 
immediate need of shelter, but, through an established 
casework program dating back to 1947, attempts to 
provide supportive help designed to return individuals 
back to independent community living. 


The department is confident that the job could be 
done even better if surroundings were more conducive. 
The Temporary Home has been located on the corner 
of Chardon and Bowker Street for ninety-five years. 
Time was when this area of the city was uncongested 
and perhaps suitable for such a facility, but the need 
for a new location has now become acute. We look 
forward to the prospect of a new home in more suitable 
surroundings, hopeful that it will not only mean modern 
quarters, but also much needed outside recreational 
area adjacent to the building. 


For Homeless Men—to Date the Answer Is Partial 


For homeless men in the city, night lodging is provided 
by the department at the Boston Industrial Home 
and meal tickets given, which are redeemable at specified 
restaurants. In the past year 22,776 men were serviced. 
Night registration for lodging and meals is handled 
by our staff in special quarters at 2 Berkeley Street, 
but the department also offers counseling service and 
referrals for categorical assistance during the day at 
our Church Street office. 
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Admittedly, our answer to this problem is partial. 
Many of these men live in skid row. For them, the 
road back to decent living is a confusing labyrinth, 
overgrown by years of neglect. The department, along 
with other interested agencies, continues the search 
for the best approach to their multiple problems. 
Currently a member of the Homeless Men’s staff is 
working closely with the personnel at Flynn House, a 
residential halfway house for alcoholics, which recently 
established a facility in Boston. 


Trust Funds—a Legacy Shared by All 


All Bostonians share in a common legacy by virtue 
of the nineteen private trust funds which have been 
left to the city from time to time by charitable and 
oftentimes prominent citizens. These funds are admin- 
istered by the Board of Overseers. ‘There seems no 
happier alliance of old and new than the manner in 
which these funds, many of which date back to the 
eighteenth century, are being used to meet needs created 
by automation and other factors which are reshaping 
the contemporary economy. ‘Trust funds _ total 
$1,061,957.71, including accumulated interest. In 1964 
over 450 people received grants amounting to 
$49,091.26. These covered personal care allowances 
for patients confined to the Boston Sanatorium; special 
education for AFDC mothers; income supplementation 
for large families when the father’s salary is marginal; 
and camp placements for hundreds of children during 
the summer. The unusual is routine in trust fund 
requests. They are a unique and valuable asset in 
meeting situations where no other resource seems 
applicable. 


A Legal Trust and a Tradition 


By legal tradition, the department is responsible for 
the decent burial of any person in the city who may 
need assistance with funeral expenses. In 1964 we 
assisted 492 such cases at a cost of $61,992.07. In 281 
cases, or 57 percent, the department was totally re- 
sponsible for burial, while in the remaining cases supple- 
mentation was provided for privately arranged funerals. 
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Besides supplying the multiple services to welfare 
recipients, the department also has a responsibility 
to each citizen to assure that eligibility requirements 
prescribed by law are being met. By legislative man- 
date, reasonable checks must be made so that assistance 
is given only to those who meet certain requirements. 
Routine investigations of various resources saved the 
city $610,870 during the year, of which $361,696.80 or 
59.2 percent represented actual funds recovered. The 
balance was money realized from support orders, 
which meant AFDC grants could be reduced, and in 
some instances cases closed, because fathers were 
contributing. 

Popular opinion to the contrary, there are few, if 
any, incidences of fraud among Boston’s welfare re- 
cipients. Of the 491 Boston cases selected for review by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare’s 
Quality Control Program in ’64, for example, no case 
was found technically ineligible for assistance. 


From the Staff— Something More Than 
Dedication 


With a simplicity dictated by conciseness, we have 
tried to tell you what we were doing in 1964. Lost in 
the telling are many of the ordinary events that made 
it all possible, not the least of which was the performance 
of a staff who, whether in crisis or everyday tasks, gave 
something more than dedication. Happily, their efforts 
were rewarded by a salary increase for all personnel, 
which, by setting the starting salary for social workers 
at $5,220, finally placed us in a competitive position to 
attract the kind of people we require to implement our 
service programs. Clearing the deck for the salary 
increase was an amendment to the Welfare Compen- 
sation Plan which now permits approved increments to 
take effect within a ninety-day period, rather than 
on the former fixed annual date of July 1. 

Despite the salary boost, payroll accounted for only 
7 percent of the total budget, and administrative costs 
remained at less than 1 percent. The breakdown is as 
follows:

Continued Interest in Training 


This was also the year that saw major breakthroughs 
for our inservice training program. In January thirty 
family casework supervisors attended a course spe- 
cifically designed for public assistance workers at Boston 
College School of Social Work. This marked the first 
time a course was created and underwritten for the 
special needs of the department’s staff. It was largely 
financed by federal and state funds which covered 87 
percent of the costs. 

In the fall twenty-five social workers began a Growth 
and Behaviour Course at Boston University, the second 
phase of which is scheduled for 1965. ‘These courses are 
made possible in cooperation with the Training Center 
in Youth Development, a program of the B. U. Law- 
Medicine Institute, supported by the President’s Com- 
mittee on Juvenile Delinquency and Youth Crime. 
While the department has provided many such courses 
in the past, this additional federal assistance now makes 
it possible to offer these courses on a concurrent basis 
to more staff members, an impossibility previously be- 
cause of limited funds. 

In September the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare assumed responsibility for the orientation of 
social workers throughout the state. A four-week 
introductory course was held on a bimonthly basis 
in space provided at our Hawkins Street office. The 
state course is expected to replace that part of our 
inservice training which deals with eligibility matters 
and casework principles, but we will continue to offer 
sessions dealing with local setting and community re- 
sources as part of our indoctrination. 

During the year we also turned our attention to train- 
ing of the clerical staff, seventeen of whom were enrolled 
in typing and stenography courses under the aegis of 
a city-wide program begun in September.

This was the eighth year the department participated 
in the Social Work Careers Program by providing a 
paid summer work experience for collegians who are 
thinking about a social work career. 

Because we want the public to understand our 
programs, information was available throughout the 
year to anyone requesting it. Well over 12,000 in- 
quiries were handled by the staff, while appearances 
by our director and other members of the adminis- 
trative staff on TV and radio panel programs provided 
opportunities to explain our programs to large numbers 
of the general public. 


A Year of Concern and Promise 


So 1964 becomes history, a year distinguished by 
common concerns and combined efforts to better meet 
the needs of the poor. It was a year when the Economic 
Opportunity Act gave meaning to the country’s long- 
voiced intention to do something about poverty in 
these United States. It was a year when interest in 
the culturally-deprived family transgressed national 
boundaries and became worldwide in scope, as reflected 
in the director’s attendance at the Paris Conference 
on Socially Deprived Families. Finally, on the local 
level, it was a year when the approach to the problems 
faced by welfare recipients was a total one, made more 
effective because of the high degree of interagency 
rapport, which saw social workers from various agencies 
sharing lunch hour meetings to discuss common case 
concerns. 

What then of the future? We feel the events recorded 
in this annual report tell a story of quality, concern, 
and commitment which, in concentrating on solving 
immediate problems well, promises an independent 
tomorrow for some; a less uncharted one for others; 
a more comfortable one for many, such as the elderly 
and disabled, who will always need our help.

compensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an Office allocated to Grade No. 43 of the compensation plan 
from time to time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said department 
serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, receive 
as compensation for his services on said board, in addition to 
the compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded by 
the maximum compensation for an office allocated to Grade 
No. 38 of such compensation plan. 


The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they held an 
office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensation plan from 
time to time in effect for the county; assistant assessors lawfully 
required to devote at least thirty-five hours a week to their 
work shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated to 
Grade No. 30 of said compensation plan; and other assistant 
assessors shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated 
to Grade No. 15 of said compensation plan.

purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and shall devote their whole time to the duties of their respective 
offices. The supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the 
mayor, and hold office, subject to the civil service laws and 
rules, and shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. 
The director of administrative services shall exclusively have 
the powers, and perform the duties, of a department head 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates for the 
administrative services department and the several officers 
thereof. 


CHAPTER 5.f 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical re- 
search division, and such other divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 


Sect. 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of Assessing. 
The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification 
of subordinates. The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing 
department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws ap- 
plicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, 
in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case 
of the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to 
poll taxes. In addition, each associate commissioner of assess- 
ing may, at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
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written designation signed by the commissioner of assessing, 
approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, 
exercise the powers and perform the duties of commissioner of 
assessing in relation to such matters as may be specified in 
such designation. In the event of the absence, disability or 
vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or under 
this section shall be exercised and performed by the other 
associate commissioner of assessing. 


Sect. 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Sror. 5. Application for Abatement. Every application for 
abatement filed with the assessing department shall be deemed 
to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate 
or personal property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a motor vehicle 
excise tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

chimneys and roofs as the parks and recreation commission 
shall approve; and no roof on any of the aforementioned 
buildings shall be used for laundry or clothes-drying purposes; 
provided, however, that the provision restricting the extreme 
height of buildings to seventy feet from the mean grade of the 
edgestone or sidewalk shall not apply to buildings or structures 
or any part thereof hereafter erected or altered on land which

In accordance with your instructions, I have verified 
the cash balances in the office of the collector-treasurer 
of the City of Boston as of November 30, 1964, as well as 
the savings bank deposits and securities representing the 
investment of the sinking, trust, investment, and re- 
tirement funds. 

The cash balance on November 30, 1964, as shown on 
the books of the treasury division, was verified by actual 
count of the cash in the office, by certification of the 
U. S. Treasury bills, and by reconciliation of the bank 
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balances with statements furnished by the banks of 
deposit. The cash vouchers representing expenditures 
and advances to the several departments for petty cash 
and travel expense were examined and listed. The cash 
in the custody of the paymasters representing unpaid 
payrolls and cash advance, together with the petty 
cash advance to the collector’s division, was verified by 
actual count on November 30, 1964. 

The securities and savings bank books representing 
the investments of the sinking, trust, investment, and 
retirement funds in the custody of the city treasurer 
were listed, examined, and compared with the various 
fund balances as recorded on the treasurer’s records.

THE CITY SEAL 
As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by “‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, vill, 57: ““God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,” published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicut Patrirspus Sir Dsus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonrta ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CiviTaTIs 
REGIMINE Donata A. D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘“‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.”’ To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1930, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’’ held in Boston was a ‘“‘General Court”’ 
on October * 19, “‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be “‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, c. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640,

when ‘Mount Woollaston”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘“‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.” This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island by order of Court cf Assistants, March 
*9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 18038, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THe Municipau REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1940 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz Municipat REGISTER was adopted in 
1941 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MuvNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. ‘The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


‘*City”’, the city of Boston. 


‘*Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


‘Regular municipal election”, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


‘*Preliminary election”’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘*Proportional representation”’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 

““Present form of city government”, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Sect. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Srect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Puan A, GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City CounciL, aND ScHooL Com- 
MITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Secr. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such elections by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
“‘acting mayor’ and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments, 


Sect. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mavor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 


Sect. 138A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
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ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Sect. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municpal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the re- 
maining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 


Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 


Sect. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and quali- 
fications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a majority 
of all the members a president who when present shall preside at the 
meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its pro-

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ceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors, 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city 
council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 


Secr. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions, The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Sect. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention, and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

Secr. 538. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term “regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “pre- 
liminary election”’ to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Secr. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the - 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Sect. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
‘“Present’’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former’’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large”’ or ‘‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shalt be counted as one 
word)’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows:— city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov-

ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word “Veteran’’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet 
shall be in substantially the following form:—

municipal election to be held on Tuesday, lO oc. 

Each of the undersigned does hereby certify that he or she has not 
subscribed (if the petition relates to the office of mayor, here insert: — any 
other nomination petition for said office; if the petition relates to the office 
of city councillor, here insert: — more than eight other nomination petitions 
for said office; and if the petition relates to the office of school committeeman, 
here insert: — more than four other nomination petitions for said office). 

In case the above-named candidate withdraws his name from nomi- 
nation or is found to be ineligible or dies, we authorize (names and resi- 
dences of a committee of not less than five persons) or a majority thereof 
as our representatives to fill the vacancy in the manner prescribed by law.

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case cf the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 


The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 


Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All ncmination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commissicn shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Sect. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternocn on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballct law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 


Sect. 57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or 3 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate cf substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 


The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such electicn, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or befcre five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday follow- 
ing the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election ; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 


If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

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viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels fcr use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such electicn shall be ccunted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent vcting ballcts shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previcusly printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- © 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 


Secr. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the pupose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
80 posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 


Sect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an oportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
‘uch drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 
follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Secr. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words “‘voTE FOR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or schoo] committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively,. 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name cf each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Secr. 60. The election cfficers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Secr. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sxcr. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Secr. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

THe Mayor anp City CounNcInL 
* * Ok * * * * * * * * * 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, ncr add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 


Sect. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city ccuncil and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and previded, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose cnly 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose cn any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance 
made under this section shall, unless ex officio, be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected or, in the case of a person serving without com- 
pensation or of a person serving on the board of appeal, the board of 
examiners, the board of examiners of gasfitters or other like board, for 
such other term as the by-law or ordinance may prescribe. Every person 
holding an office or position subject to the civil service law and rules 
shall, if the office or position is abolished by a by-law or ordinance made 
under this section and the by-law or ordinance so provides, be reappointed 
without civil service examination or registration to a similar office or 
position with similar status in any new department or agency, or division 
of either, thereby created or in any department or agency, or division 
of either, not thereby abolished; and every such person shall upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as if such abolition 
had not taken place. As used in this section, the term “agency”’ shall 
be construed to mean any office in charge of a board or officer not subject 
to the direction of a department head. Nothing in this section shall 
authorize any action in conflict with the civil service laws or rules ex- 
cept as expressly provided herein; nor shall any by-law or ordinance made 
under this section affect in any way the school committee or any board 
or officer of the school committee or school department, or the board of 
commissioners of school buildings or the superintendent of construction,

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board, or the city clerk, or the board of election commissioners, or the 
Boston traffic commission, or any board or officer appointed by the 
governor.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the courty of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. ; 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or fcr a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly cr indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member cf the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 


A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine «cf not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


Tue Executive DEPARTMENT 


Sect. 9. Ali heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing law) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
secticn twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the electicn depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment cf the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement cf the 
cause for their removal.

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Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Srecr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
like or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de- 
livery of such work, services or supplies for the whole or any part of the 
first three months of the next fiscal year; provided, that in no event shall 
the average monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiscal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, services or supplies 
during the last nine months of the then current fiscal year. 


THE FINANCE COMMISSION 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of cffice expire in each year one member for a 
term cf five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time tc the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 


Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to emplcy such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
sixty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least sixty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as afcresaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commis- 
sion shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its ap- 
propriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 


Srect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordi- 
nances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


THE City CLERK 


Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
ae 


Tue Ciry AUDITOR 


Srecr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons fcr the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance cf the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that 
the premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city cf Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Secr. 27.— Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on cr before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or ccunty on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term “compilation date,’’ 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 


Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and remcval of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or « ver the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purpcses, is hereby vested in the board of street commissicners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the maycr; and 
the maycr and city council shall have authcrity to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or cil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 


Secr. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.’’ All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communicaticns from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for cpening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all propcsals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the major unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee fcr any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

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The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 6 new activities—general admin- 
istrative; the receipt and processing of general complaints; the repair and 
maintenance of office machines; surplus property control; data processing; 
and the administration of a life-health insurance program for City and 
County employees. 


The Department is under the charge of a board known as the Admin- 
istrative Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative 
Services as chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel, the Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, 
and the Commissioner of Assessing, ex officiis. It is the duty of this 
board, and more especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to 
make, under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the 
organization, activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, 
and officers so that the administration thereof shall be economical and 
efficient. 


The regular activities of the department, for payroll purposes, are 
divided into seven divisions—administrative, budget, complaints, data 
processing, personnel, printing, and purchasing, the operations and func- 
tions of all divisions being under the overall supervision of the Director. 


The Administrative Division which handles all types of administrative 
matters concerning City and County operations, is under the supervision of 
the Executive Secretary to the Board. 


The Supervisor of Budgets is the budget officer of the City and County 
and under the direction of the Mayor and in consultation with the Director 
is responsible for the preparation of the annual and all supplementary 
budgets as well as all subsequent revisions of the items in any budget. 


The Supervisor of Personnel is in charge of all personnel records as well 
as the administration of all compensation plans established for City and 
County employees. He makes a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions, and economic changes affecting all departments 
and recommends to the Mayor and department officials programs and 
administrative policies designed to improve and co-ordinate the handling 
of personnel matters. 


The Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials 
or supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of 
the Printing Plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the City and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. He is also 
responsible for the operations of the Office Machine Repair Unit. 


The Complaints Division is under the supervision of a Supervisor of 
Complaints and the Data Processing Unit is under the supervision of a 
Manager of Data Processing. The Life-Health Insurance Unit is tentatively 
under the supervision of an Insurance Coordinator within the Personnel 
Division. 
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The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission sha.l not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each 
year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees «f the Public Library of the City of Boston, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects, and the 
Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from the list so 
submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a member of 
the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list 
selected by the body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property cf the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue,

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bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said 
Commission acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval 
of the Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned 
by the City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department, is under the charge of a board consisting 
of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Assessing, and two other 
officers, known as Associate Commissioners cf Assessing. The mayor 
shall from time to time by a writing filed with the city clerk designate 
one of the associate commissioners of assessing as the associate com- 
missioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises and the other as the as- 
sociate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time to time 
into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical research division, and 
such other divisions as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing department 
including the board of review, exclusively have the power, and perform 
the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence im- 
mediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appcintments, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. 
The commissioner of assessing shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor and the board 
of review in the assessing department in existence immediately prior to 
April 26, 1961, with respect to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other 
than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 


The associate commissioners of assessing shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect, in the case of the asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assesscrs of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
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to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In addition, each asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing may, at such time as he shall have been 
so authorized by written designation signed by the commissioner of as- 
sessing, approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of commissioner of assessing in relation to 
such matters as may be specified in such designation. In the event of the 
absence, disability or vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of 
assessing, the powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or 
under this section shall be exercised and performed by the other associate 
commissioner of assessing. 


The Board of Review, consists of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing department as the 
mayor, by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement of 
a municipal year, shall designate tc serve ex officio on said board at his 
pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, shall be chairman of 
said board, (2) such person in the service of the statistical research division 
of the assessing department as the mayor in like manner shall designate 
to serve ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and (3) 
such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public at large. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every application 
for the abatement of a real estate or personal property tax and report 
to the commissioner of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after 
discussion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Every application for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, 
in the case of an application fcr the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the associate commissioner 
of assessing for motor vehicle excises, and in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 

The office of Deputy City Auditcr was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 


Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were published 
by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, 
the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 


The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
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pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamcs. 


(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 


Pursuant to Chapter 665, Acts of 1956, a new zoning code has been 
prepared and approved and became effective Dec. 31, 1964. Many 
important revisions of previous regulations are made in the new code, but 
it continues in effect, under new use districts and administrztive regula- 
tions, the general purposes of the superseded zoning act. With minor 
exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any building 
or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use permitted in the 
district in which such building or premises is located. 


In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight of more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 


On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 


By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, licenses 
for gasfitters now issued by the Gas Regulatory Board (Ch. 623, Acts 1962), 
the Board of Examiners, and the Committee on Licenses were placed in the 
Building Department and the Board of Zoning Adjustment and the Zoning 
Commission were placed in the said Department by Revised Ordinances 
of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 and 10, but none of said Boards, Commis- 
sion or Committee is subject to the supervision or control of the Building 
Commissioner, but unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said 
Boards, Commission or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or 
make any annual or other report, except through the Building Commis- 
sioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the fol- 
lowing manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards; one member from two candidates, one 
nominated by the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of Bcston, one by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by 
the Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member 
from two candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston 
and Vicinity; and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office 
is five years. Each member is paid $35 per diem for actual service, but 
not more than $4,200 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered 
by him under building code and zoning law. 


** Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re Building Law may appeal therefrom 
within 90 days, and any applicant whose application has been refused in re 
Zoning Code may appeal therefrom within 45 days, and a person who 
has been ordered to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving 
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such order (or in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion 
of the Building Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building 
Commissioner designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice 
in writing to the commissioner.

The Board of Examiners, as an adjunct of the Building Department, 
was established in 1912. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Mayor, the duty of said members being to act upon the qualifications of 
persons desiring to be registered as construction superintendents in the 
City of Boston. Under the law the personnel of the Board includes an 
architect or engineer, a contractor, and a lawyer. Compensation for serv- 
ice by said members is established at fifteen dollars a day, the yearly 
salary not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars. 

Applicants qualifying for registration pay an initial fee of ten dollars, 
three dollars for annual renewal.

The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth’”’, 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
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-easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
-street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
-eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
~was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
_and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


Under Stat. 1963, Chap. 622, the Historic Beacon Hill District as defined 
_In the two previous paragraphs was further enlarged and extended in area 
as follows: 


Section 1B. The Historic Beacon Hill District, created by section one 
and enlarged and extended by section one A, is hereby further enlarged 
_and extended to include an area contiguous thereto bounded as follows: 
—southerly by Myrtle street, including, however, the estates numbered 
twenty-six to eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred 
and thirty-six, inclusive, on Myrtle street; westerly by Myrtle street; 
southerly by Revere street; westerly by the alley located to the rear of 
the estates numbered one hundred and thirty to one hundred and forty 
Charles street; northerly by the northerly boundary line of the estate 
numbered one hundred and forty Charles street, and by said boundary 
line extended diagonally in an easterly direction across Charles Street 
to Putnam avenue; northerly by Putnam avenue; westerly by West 
Cedar street; northerly by Phillips street; easterly by the rear property 
lines of the estates numbered seventy-nine to sixty-one West Cedar street; 
northerly and westerly by the northerly property lines of the estates 
located at the northerly ends of Bellingham place, Sentry Hill place and 
Goodwin place, and the northerly sideline of the estate numbered thirty- 
seven Grove street, easterly by Grove street; northerly by Revere street; 
-easterly by Irving street; but including the estates located on Rollins 
place. 
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Section 1C. The Historic Beacon Hill District, created by section one 
and enlarged and extended by sections one A and one B, is hereby further 
enlarged and extended to include an area contiguous thereto bounded as: 
follows:—northerly by a line parallel to and forty feet distant southerly 
from the southerly sideline of Cambridge street: easterly by Bowdoin 
street; southerly by Derne and Myrtle streets; westerly by Irving street; 
generally southerly by the northerly, easterly and westerly boundaries of 
the area defined in section one B; southerly by Revere street; westerly and 
northerly by Embankment road; and northerly by Charles street circle; 
and including the estates located at 131 and 141 Cambridge street and 
2-16 Lynde street. 


Nothing contained in this act shall apply to the construction, repair, 
alteration, demolition or reconstruction of any building by Suffolk Uni- 
versity on Hancock, Derne or Temple streets. 


Section 7A. Signs—No permit to erect a sign, marquee, awning or 
other exterior architectural feature protruding from any structure in the 
Historic Beacon Hill District shall be issued by the public improvement 
commission of the city of Boston, or by any other agency now or hereafter 
authorized to issue such permits, unless the application for such permit 
shall be accompanied by a certificate of appropriateness issued under 
section seven. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an ‘Exterior Architectural Feature’ is the “archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion ’’. 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from two 
candidates nominated one by The Boston Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Landscape Architects, one commissioner from 
two candidates nominated by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, one 
commissioner from two candidates nominated by the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, one commissioner from two candidates nominated 
by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., one commissioner 
from two candidates nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, and three commissioners selected at large by the Mayor, one of 
whom shall own alone or with one or more other persons, and shall occupy 
in whole or in part as his place of residence, a dwelling house having not 
more than three dwelling units. All zoning commissioners shall be residents 
of Boston; provided that any person who on May 22, 1958, is a member 
of the Board of Zoning Adjustment of said city may be a zoning commis- 
sioner irrespective of his place of residence. The term of office is for three 
years and the commissioners serve without compensation. 
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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. Department or Crvit Derense. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the “department”’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrecror or Civit Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“‘director’”’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate reccrds to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Civit Derense Apvisory Counciy. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the “‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve withcut pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authcrity shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Sect. 4. Porice Aip ro OrnEerR Cities anD Towns IN Event oF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby

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authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION oF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts cf 1950, and any 
act in amendment cr continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derinition. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or con- 
tinuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same.

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POLICE LISTING BOARD 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the 
board of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the 
members of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of 
the city of Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said 
court who is not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagree- 
ment, be a member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the 
deciding vote in case of a tie.”

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first City 
Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital;

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
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of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife. As the term of any member expires his successor shall 
be appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years. The members 
shall serve without compensation. The Mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice Chairman. 
The duties of said Board shall be (a) to make, upon its own initiative 
or at the request of the Mayor, the Director of Administrative Services or 
the Health Commissioner, studies and recommendations with respect to 
the organization, activities, policies, procedures and budget of the Health 
Division, (6) to review from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
Health Commissioner as may then be in force and report to the Health 
Commissioner its findings with respect to the adequacy thereof and its 
recommendations, if any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the Health Commissioner on such 
matters within the scope of his duties as he may refer to said council.

The duties of the division are set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 
94, 98, and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 
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The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing and 
measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares or 
merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. After 
giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not complying 
and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the results of 
tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. In addi- 
tion the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws relative 
to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the giving of 
false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, the exam- 
ination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain containers as to 
size, shape and dimensions. The division must investigate all complaints 
registered with the department and, when the evidence warrants, shall 
prosecute violations of the law.

A further office of 
Corporation Counsel was created in 1881. The office of City Solicitor was 
abolished and the department placed under the sole charge of the Cor- 
poration Counsel in 1904. 


The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-five 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent, and 
forty other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial, Collection and Work- 
men’s Compensation Divisions of the Law Department. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
clcsures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
‘ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
‘$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 


The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 


The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 


The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
‘the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, twenty-six Branch Libraries, three 
Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital. 
In addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
ranch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston 
Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

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DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and Hespital Library Service. 
The purely library activities of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles 
are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the Division of 
Home Reading and Community Services. Within this division there are 
closed departments and public departments. The main grouping of the 
public departments is that of the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and 
Hospital Library Service, and the Audio-Visual Department, Central 
Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Department in the Central Library.

The Penal Institutions Department is under the direction of the Penal 
Institutions Commissioner who is the executive and administrative head 
of the department and exercises the power and performs the duties pro- 
vided by statute. The Suffolk County House of Correction at Deer 
Island is under his control and he is also charged with paroling power for 
inmates, serving sentences of less than twelve months at the House of 
Correction and the Suffolk County Jail.

The Suffolk County House of Correction is located at Deer Island, 
which is part of Boston, adjacent to the Town of Winthrop, and covers 
about 67.5 acres. The institution dates from 1895 and now includes land 
and buildings valued at $2,221,600; land appraised at $448,900, and build- 
ings at $1,722,700.

For administrative and operational purposes the department is divided 
into three major bureaus designated as the Bureau of Field Operations 
which includes Patrol Divisions A and B, Traffic Division and Criminal 
Investigation Division; the Bureau of General Services which includes 
Central Services Division, Records and Communications Division and 
Personnel and Training Division; and the Bureau of Inspectional Services 
which includes Internal Inspection Division, Intelligence Division and 
Planning and Research Division. 
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The city is divided into fourteen Police Districts each of which is a 
police building containing facilities for command officers and a force of 
men. ‘he personnel assigned to police districts are supplemented by 
personnel assigned to a permanent Tactical Patrol Force, a Canine Corps 
and a Special Service Squad, which may be deployed into any high crime 
incidence area of the city to aid in the prevention of crime or the appre- 
hension of criminals, or to an area of the city in which any emergency arises. 

The Criminal Investigation Division is the central detective agency of 
the department and is located in the Headquarters building. It consists 
of the following major sub-divisions: Crimes Against Persons Section; 
Crimes Against Property Section; General Investigation Section; Vice 
Control Section; Juvenile Aid Section and Identification Section. Within 
these Sections is found the following special investigating squards: stolen 
automobiles, banking, express thieves, homicide, hotels, lost and stolen 
property, narcotics, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic relations, 
retail stores and robbery. In addition to criminal identification through 
fingerprinting and photographs, a ballistic unit and crime laboratory are 
maintained. 

The criminal identification unit has continued to prove of great value 
and stands in favorable comparison with similar units of the most ad- 
vanced departments. 

This Division also handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts 
hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various police 
departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. Further, 
it cooperates in every way possible with outside police departments in the 
investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the 
daily line-up of all persons arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this 
Division. 

Advancement and changes are constantly being made to maintain effi- 
ciency of the various sections of the Criminal Investigation Division. To 
bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Division is continu- 
ally being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus 
which now includes a Polygraphor Lie Detector. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk Street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic 
conditions and for the safety of the public using the highways from 8 A.M. 
to 12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 

The Records-Communications Division, also located in the Headquarters 
building, consists of the Central Records Section and Central Complaint 
Section. Un the Central Records Section there is maintained files of 
criminals’ records, individual compilations of criminal activities of known 
criminals, indices of persons wanted for crime on warrants and summonses, 
reports of all felonies committed within the city and all reports of in- 
vestigation of these felonies, indices of persons holding licenses granted 
by the Police Commissioner and missing persons. Warrants and sum- 
monses are also handled by this Section, as well as records incurred through 
the non-criminal parking violation enforcement. 
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In the Central Complaint Section all complaints received by the depart- 
ment are recorded on pre-numbered-pre-punched and time-stamped 
complaint message cards to insure central control over such complaints 
resulting in immediate response to requests for police assistance. This 
section also maintains the department radio station ‘““KCA860” which 
has two base transmitters located at Police Headquarters and in the 
new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; and a relay station on 
Bellevue Hill, West Roxbury. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with the most 
modern two-way radio. There are 207 police cars, 4 police beats, and 31 
combination patrol wagons and ambulances, equipped with two-way 
radio telephone. Police automobiles and combination patrol wagons and 
ambulances with two-way radio are moving through all parts of the city 
day and night. Any part of the city may be reached by a police radio car or 
patrol wagon-ambulance in a very few moments after receipt of a radio 
message from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Data Processing Unit supplies the department with statistical 
information necessary for fficient operations and deployment of personnel 
as well as information needed for the monthly and annual returns of 
crime statistics required under uniform crime reporting procedures. 


The Central Services Division is charged with the supervision and care of 
all police buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumb- 
ing, steamfitting, etc., are issued by this Division. The Automotive 
Maintenance Section is also a responsibility of this Division. 


The processing of thousands of hackney carriage licenses as well as other 
licenses issued by the Police Commissioner as well as the auditing of all 
cash receipts for licenses and other services is under the supervision of 
this Division. 

The Property Clerk’s office of the Central Services Division is charged 
with the care of lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other 
property alleged to have been illegally obtained, and all articles and 
property taken from persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are 
also placed all seized liquor and gaming implements which come into 
possession of the Department. Orders for supplies, uniforms and equip- 
ment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
“‘William H. Pierce’ and the ‘William H. McShane,’’ boat 38-foot crafts; 
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the “Protector” a 63 foot Sea and air rescue craft; and the new “John F. 
Kennedy” a 38 foot Bertram Cruiser. 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi-- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On January 1, 1965, the police force numbered 2,572.

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions. 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing, 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinances to be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing. The Department now operates. 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance, 
water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal. 
of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Engineering Division. The Central Office 
performs general administrative functions including personnel manage- 
ment, payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property 
and equipment maintenance.

The Sewer Division handles and disposes of the domestic and commercial 
sewage of the city. It still maintains the disposal works at Moon Island 
in the City of Quincy where raw sewage is discharged into Boston Harbor 
from the original disposal system — the Boston Main Drainage System. 
It also discharges into the Metropolitan System at Nut Island where sewage 
is discharged after primary treatment, and at Deer Island where a Metro- 
politan treatment plant is under construction. The Division constructs 
and maintains the main sewers, common sewers and surface drains of the 
City.

Its source of 
supply is the Metropolitan District Commission which charges one 
hundred twenty (120.00) per million gallons of water to its members. 
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Boston’s requirements were 122,133,200 gallons per day in 1963, or 181 
gallons per capita. Under present rates the consumer pays the City one 
cent for 25 gallons of pure water. 


The Division maintains and operates a high pressure fire service for the 
central business section of Boston.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking); to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
signs, and similar uses of the public ways. 


The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, signs, etc.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was ac- 
cepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946, 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee appointed after that 
date becomes a member of the new system. 

Both systems are administered by a Retirement Board consisting of 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years; 
John T. Leonard, City Auditor, ex officio; and Thomas J. McGrimley, 
elected by members of the system. The Board serves without compensa- 
tion.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, and Stat. 1962, Chap. 338, the Com- 
mission was reorganized. The Commissioner of Traffic and Parking is 
appointed by the Mayor, and until the qualification of his successor, 
receives compensation established by the Mayor and City Council, and 
may be removed by the Mayor. The associate commissioners of traffic 
and parking receive no compensation. 


The commissioner of traffic and parking may employ, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, 
engineers, experts, assistants and other officers and employees. The 
commission has exclusive authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal 
rules and regulations relative to vehicular street traffic, and to the move- 
ment, stopping or standing of vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or 
any streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the 
city. ‘The commission has the power to erect, make and maintain, or 
cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings 
and other devices for the control of such traffic in the city and for informing 
and warning the public as to the rules and regulations adopted by the 
commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,399 one-way 
streets, 2,245 no-parking regulations, and 786 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 485 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, and two hundred (200) miles of white lines 
painted in the roadway, including crosswalks; center lines, lanes, lines and 
stop lines are maintained by the commission. Eight hundred and ninety- 
one (891) loading zones, requiring 25,445 feet of painted curb, are main- 
tained. Fees amounting to $50,889 are collected for the establishment and 
maintenance of these loading zones. The commission also maintains 
7,476 parking meters. It is anticipated that approximately $476,906 
will be taken in as revenue during the year 1964. Issued 284 licenses for 
off-street parking lots and collected $72,536 in fees for these licenses,

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 


Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 


This department provides information, advice and ass.stance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

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The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
‘lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,’ con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
‘to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 


The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
-of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
-seers on December 31, 1964, was $1,061,057.71, the annual income from 
which ($44,099.83 in 1964) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
‘the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
33 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 a.M. and 1.30 p.M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Health Services 
in charge of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 oph- 
thalmologist, 1 otologist, 52 school physicians, and 4 school medical aids. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 71 school nurses (including 12 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1964 is 
$849 834, 
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The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 2 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 45 women and 57 men instructors of physical 
education; 64 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 36 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 17 assistant teacher coaches, 35 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation Classes, 
and practical arts courses in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


There are co-operative industrial courses in eight high schools, as fol- 
lows: Boston Technical High (printing), Brighton (automobile mechanics), 
Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork and upholstery), East 
Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park (machine shop), Jamaica Plain (agri- 
culture), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, and South Boston High School. 


There are 150 shops, including 9 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, print- 
ing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 


Gardening is conducted by the department as summer activity on a 
seven-acre plot of City of Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 136 teachers, an assistant 
director and a director. 
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There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brighton; 
Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Girls’ Hyde Park, Jamaica Plain, 
Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 23 appointed teachers of Home 
Economics which include 9 appointed teachers assigned from other levels. 


In the junior high schools of Boston there are 64 appointed teachers of 
Home Ecomomics; 3 of whom are assigned to the following schools; David 
L. Barrett, Horace Mann, and M. Gertrude Godvin schools. In the 
elementary schools there are 37 appointed teachers of Clothing. There 
are also 12 temporary teachers in the department. 


The Home Economics facilities in the Boston schools are as follows: 
124 clothing laboratories, 50 foods laboratories, 20 Home Economics 
suites. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Boston Central Adult, (J. E. 
Burke Schoolhouse), Brighton, East Boston (Joseph H. Barnes School- 
house), Charlestown, Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston School of Business 
Education), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which are 
held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are con- 
ducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the 
Boston Central Adult High are commercial schools. 


There are eight evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


North End Evening Elementary School meets on Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for adult immigrants 
where instruction in the English language is provided, classes being con- 
ducted daily (except Saturday) for five hours a day from 9:00 a.m. to 
2:00 P.M. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the 
Abraham Lincoln School, 152 Arlington Street, Boston, for the equiv- 
alent of a continuation school education. 
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USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 


PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statue to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


USE OF SCHOOLS AS POLLING PLACES 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


Teachers and members of the supervising staff who have reached the 
age of sixty and who had not become members of the Boston Retirement 
System or the State Boston Retirement System, may be retired on pension 
by a majority vote of the School Committee. On December 31, 1964, 
145 such retired teachers were receiving pensions. 


The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, is 
at present paying $120.00 per year to 1,348 annuitants. The total amount 
of the Fund on August 31, 1964 was $2,354,593.25. 


On that date 2,706 teachers were contributing $24.00 per year to the

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted”? there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 


BOSTON FINANCE COMMISSION 117 


It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 


The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
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citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bo wling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves, 


By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit”. (Repealed, see c. 616 Acts of 1962.) 


By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. 


By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.” 


By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 


By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to no others. 


By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the Genera ] 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 


By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 


By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Institute of Boston as an independent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts” made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,” he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants f 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
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years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.” The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 


A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
‘‘Selectmen”’, $329,300.48 (22 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for ‘‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Boston and for the equipment of the same.” Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as The Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 


On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. 


On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Institute of Boston. 


In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be ‘‘laid out” by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Union Building was erected and equipped at a cost of 
$438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute 
to train young men and women for positions of supervision in industry. 
In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of the Members of the Franklin 
Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate in Engineering upon qualified 
graduates of the Institute. 

In 1961, the name of the school was again changed to Franklin Institute 
of Boston. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($414,255 for the fiscal 
year 1964), and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the 
Andrew Carnegie donation and the Storrow bequest). The Franklin 
Union Building contains 11 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 2 shops and 8 
laboratories. There is also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 

A second building, acquired in 1960 at 4 Appleton Street, contains 4 
classrooms, 2 laboratories, 1 shop and 2 offices. Seven hundred forty (740) 
adult students received instruction at evening sessions and 533 in day 
courses during the school year of 1964. 


The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 


The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 


At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
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handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statute of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 


On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 


In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 
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Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park 
Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 


Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 
War Memorial Center in the Fens 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 


War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery 
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Office, 230 Congress Street

The Boston Housing Authority was established by the Mayor and the 
City Council, in October of 1935, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth. 

Five members of the Authority, each appointed for a term of five years, 
guide and act on local agency policy. 
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Four of these members are appointed by the Mayor with the approval 
of the City Council. The Commissioner, Department of Commerce and 
Development, appoints one member. As the terms of the members 
expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive powers for terms 
-of five years. 

The objective of the public housing program administered by the 
Boston Housing Authority is to provide low-rent housing for low-income 
‘families and for elderly people of limited income. 

To insure this purpose, the Authority has established specific policies 
governing eligibility both for admission to and continued occupancy of 
_all its public housing developments. 

Housing developments are built and operated either with federal or 
state financial assistance. The federal program dates back to the initial 
occupancy of the Mary Ellen McCormack Houses in May of 1938. State 
legislation, in 1948, initiated the state-aided program. 

At the close of 1964, the Boston Housing Authority had, under manage- 
ment, 15 federally aided and 10 state-aided developments for low-income 
‘families. 

Also under management, in its program of specialized housing for the 
elderly, are six federally aided and two state-aided developments. 

The location and number of dwelling units of both these housing pro- 
grams are noted in the following tables. 
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Rehabilitation. The Authority is engaged in a program of rehabilitating 
and converting existing structures to low-rent use as part of its public 
housing program. 


The Authority acquired 23 parcels of property in the Highland Park 
area of Roxbury as the first step in its pilot program of rehabilitation. 
The architect is working on plans which call for remodelling the interiors 
and making some modification of the exteriors. 


A total of 108 units have been allocated to meet the demand for such 
housing particularly in the relocation of large, low-income families dis- 
placed by public improvements. 


Rent Demonstration Program. The Boston Housing Authority, this 
past year, received the first installment of funds, under a grant from the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, to conduct a demonstration rent 
supplementation program for a period of three years. 


The purpose of the program is to test the value and to demonstrate 
the feasibility of rent supplementation in private housing. 


Before the program ends, in June of 1967, the Authority will provide 
housing, in privately owned apartments, for a total of 40 families, par- 
ticularly those displaced by urban renewal activities. 


Social and Community Services. The Authority, aware of its respon- 
sibility to provide more than good housing for its tenants, has developed 
a network of community and recreational centers, pre-school day care 
centers, well-baby and dental clinics, and playground facilities which 
are available to tenants and non-tenants in the neighborhood. 


In order to enlarge the scope of its efforts, the Authority, this past 
year, created a Department of Tenant and Community Relations to 
contribute positively to the physical and social well-being of all tenants 
in its public hqusing developments. 

Results already are evident in an extension of services by the staff of 
the department who are reaching a greater number of people. 


The Boston Housing Authority currently is working on a number of 
programs designed to alleviate the shortage of housing for low-income 
families and elderly people. A summary of these programs follows: 


Housing for the Elderly. The continued demand for housing for the 
elderly parallels the increase in the number of elderly people in Boston 
in ratio to the total population. 


The Boston Housing Authority has ten federally aided developments, 
with a total of 775 units, in various stages of planning. 


Seven of these developments are planned as two story, garden-type 
apartments located on scattered sites in Mattapan, South Boston, Hyde 
Park, Brighton, and Dorchester. 

Three of them are elevator buildings located in Brighton, Roxbury, 
and at Castle Square in the South End area. The Washington Street 


development, in Brighton, is expected to be completed in January of 
1965, three months ahead of schedule.

Two of the ten developments will be built in the Washington Park 
(Roxbury) and the Castle Square renewal areas. The introduction of 
efficiency apartments in the Castle Square development will be an in- 
novation in the Authority’s program of specialized housing for the elderly.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance 
with General Laws, Chapter 121, as amended by Chapter 150, Acts of 
1957, has the sole responsibility for urban renewal activities in the City of 
Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its certifi- 
cate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on October 4, 
1957. 


Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into 
contracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance, 
urban renewal projects and programs designed to prevent the spread of 
urban blight through rehabilitation and conservation measures. The 
most common form of urban renewal financing is one in which the local 
government provides one-third of the net cost cf undertaking a project and 
the Federal Government provides the other two-thirds. 


Amendments of Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide authority 
for local communities to carry out urban renewal without Federal aid. 

Under Chapter 652, Acts of 1560 (Mass. Gen. Laws, Chapter 121A) the 
City Planning Board was abolished and al: its staff transferred to the 
Authority. The functions, duties and responsibilities for general city 
planning and development were merged into one agency, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority. 

The Authority is currently engaged in a number of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of major projects 
approved by the Authority as of December 31, 1964, is detailed below: 
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Washington Park Project, UR Mass. R-24. Major emphasis in the 
502-acre Washington Park project is being placed on housing, particularly 
conservation and rehabilitation of existing dwelling units. In addition, 
1500 units of new low-to-moderate rental housing is proposed. By the 
end of 1964, 174 units of new private moderate rental housing were com- 
pleted, 286 units were under construction and firm commitments had 
been made for construction of approximately 355 units. With respect 
to the rehabilitation of existing structures, by the end of 1964, rehabilita- 
tion was firmly planned, in process, or had been completed for 150 buildings 
containing close to 600 dwelling units. New schools, recreational and 
other community facilities and commercial and industrial space are also 
planned for the Washington Park area. A new YMCA was nearly com- 
plete at the end of the year, one permanent neighborhood tot lot had been 
completed and several temporary recreational facilities had been estab- 
lished. In addition, the developer for a 1.2 million dollar shopping center 
was designated. 


Government Center Project, UR Mass. R-35. The plan for the 60-acre 
Government Center project in downtown Boston has received wide 
acclaim for its high level of design, and its execution represents approxi- 
mately 200 million dollars in public and private investment. Construction 
is currently proceeding on the new City Hall, which will be the focal point 
of the Center, and the twin 26-story towers and four-story annex of the 
Federal office building which was fifty percent complete at the end of the 
year. A new Government Center MTA station has been in operation for 
more than a year. Construction began during 1964 on One Center Plaza, 
an eight story, 900-foot long private office and retail facility. During 1964 
final plans were completed for the State Service Center complex of three 
buildings, and architects were chosen for the parking garage. Early in 
1965, the developer for a 40-story private office building was announced. 
Other features of the plan call for private office, retail and commercial 
facilities. 


Downtown Waterfront-Fanewil Hall Project, UR Mass. R-77. The 
Downtown Waterfront-Faneuil Hall plan moved into the execution 
phase in 1964 with approval of a federal grant of 16.5 million dollars. 
Plans for the waterfront area propose 2200 units of new and rehabilitated 
housing, new and rehabilitated office and retail space, transient accommo- 
dations and recreational facilities. During 1964, passage of the ‘‘tidelands 
bill” allowed for development of waterfront land and progress was made in 
selecting suitable new sites for relocation of the wholesale food dealers. 
Plans for construction of a 3 million dollar aquarium progressed to the 
point where construction is currently scheduled to commence in 1965. 


New York Streets Project, UR Mass. 201. The New York Streets project 
was Boston’s first urban renewal project. In 1964, the project was offi- 
cially completed upon receipts of the final portion of the Federal grant. 
The cleared land for this light industrial and commercial redevelopment 
project was sold to the City Redevelopment Corporation in 1957. At the 
end of 1964, seven structures had been completed and construction began 
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on the final three buildings to be erected on the 22-acre site. The New 
York Streets project houses new facilities for a bank, an automobile 
agency, a newspaper publishing company, 3 electric supply companies, 
2 automotive supply companies and a hardware company. The execution 
of this project has resulted in a tax base for the City of Boston nearly 
double that which existed prior to redevelopment. 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-38. By the end of 1964, two apartment 
complexes in the residential section of the West End were completed and 
occupied and construction had begun on a third complex. When com- 
pleted, the West End will house five complexes containing approximately 
2400 units. Final planning for a major shopping center in the project 
area was also completed during 1964. Various institutional facilities will 
comprise a large portion of remaining land area of the site. A residence 
for aged clergy was completed in 1964 and construction began on an addi- 
tion to the Retina Foundation’s main research-office facility which was 
opened in 1961. Land transfers have been effected for two other medical 
facilities: the Shriner’s Hospital for Crippled Children for construction of a 
hospital devoted to the treatment of burns; the Massachusetts General 
Hospital for construction of a small medical research building. 


Castle Square Early Land Acquisition Area, UR Mass. R-56L. The 
Authority entered into a temporary loan contract with the Federal Govern- 
ment for Early Land Acquisition of the Castle Square section of the South 
End area in December, 1962. Demolition of the site was started the 
following April and by the end of 1964, approximately 90 percent of the 
area slated for clearance had been demolished. All families and individuals 
residing in the area and 90 percent of the businesses have been relocated 
to date. Redevelopment of Castle Square will provide an estimated 500 
units of new moderate rental housing, 100 units of housing for the elderly 
and a 3 million dollar commercial area. Construction of these new fa- 
cilities is scheduled to begin during 1954. 


North Harvard Project, UR Mass. R-54. The North Harvard urban 
renewal area is a 63-acre tract located in Brighton. The plan for the area 
provides for a 280-unit housing development to be developed by a “‘limited 
dividend” corporation under the provisions of Chapter 121A of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth. During 1964, the project land was 
acquired by the Authority and a relocation unit was established on the 
site to aid families in finding suitable new living quarters. 


Whitney Street. In August 1963 the first apartment building in the 
Whitney Street project, Charlesbank Apartments, was completed. Rental 
prices for the 276 living units range from $95 to $165 per month. Con- 
struction began in 1964 on a 13-story, 144-unit building on the second 
parcel of land. The project area is being developed under the provision of 
Chapter 121A of the General Laws. It involves no Federal aid and the 
entire costs of acquisition and clearance were borne by the city. 

Prudential Center. Under provisions of Chapter 121A, as amended, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, 150 million dollars has been 
invested by private developers in Back Bay’s Prudential Center. Major 
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buildings to be located on the 31-acre development site are scheduled for 
completion by the spring of 1965. These include the 750-foot, 52-story 
Prudential office tower, the commercial facilities flanking the plaza area. 
and a 29-story 1,000-room hotel, all nearing completion by the end of 1964. 
A new War Memorial Auditorium combining a theatre and facilities for 
exhibition and conventions was officially opened early in 1965. Con- 
struction was underway for the residential section of the project which will 
contain two tower apartment buildings. 


Waverly Development. Plans for a 1.8 million dollar, 100-unit moderate- 
income private residential development in the Brighton area of the city 
culminated in 1964 with designation of the development. The largely 
vacant 5-acre site will contain three three-story apartment buildings 
of 78 two and three-bedroom units and 22 additional three bedroom living 
units will be constructed in the form of two-story row houses. Again, 
this area is being developed under the provisions of Chapter 121A of the 
General Laws. 


Tremont-Mason Streets. A twenty-five story apartment building is 
being erected on Tremont Street of the downtown area adjacent to 
the Boston Common. Demolition of the existing buildings on the 1-acre 
site was completed during 1964 and foundation work for the 375-unit 
high-rise structure began. The FHA insured loan for this development 
is being provided through the cooperation of several local banking insti- 
tutions. It is being developed under the provisions of Chapter 121A of the 
General Laws. 


Jamaicaway. Site preparation for the Jamaicaway project began late 
in 1964. This 4 acres of open space will be turned into a residential area 
with the construction of a 30-story, 262-unit apartment tower and 18 
2-story town houses. A non-federally assisted project, being developed 
under the provisions of Chapter 121A, the Jamaicaway development will 
generate an estimated 7 million dollars of private investment money. 


In addition to the projects described above, the urban renewal program 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority by the end of 1964 included: 


2 residential areas where urban renewal plans were being reviewed 
by the residents of the area — Charlestown and South End; 


2 projects in the survey and planning stage — Central Business 
District and the South Cove; and 


6 general neighborhood renewal planning areas— Back Bay, 
Roxbury-North Dorchester, Parker MHill-Fenway, East Boston, 
South Boston and Jamaica Plain 


The estimated federal capital grant requirements for the Boston de- 
velopment program as of December 31, 1964 totaled approximately 214 
million dollars as indicated by the following table:

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the Greater Boston Hotel 
and Motor Inn Association, cone commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissicner frcm 
three candidates nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, and two commissioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the 
term of any commissioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like 
manner as such commissioner for a term of five years. Vacancies in the 
board shall be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. The 
commissioners serve without compensation but are to be reimbursed for 
their traveling and other necessary expenses incurred in the performance 
of their duties. 


The commission shall construct, or cause to be constructed, the munici- 
pal auditorium authorized by chapter 164 of the acts of 1954, with an 
exhibition hall, assembly hall and accessory rooms suitable for exhibitions, 
conventions and other shows and gatherings in the city; shall contract 
for the care and management thereof after its completion; and for such 
purposes may, subject to the approval of the mayor, make such contracts 
and employ such experts, assistants and employees as they may think 
necessary or expedient.

Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, one member ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to serve at his pleasure, pursuant to Stat. 1960, 
Chap. 652, Sect. 12, and four other members appointed by the Mayor 
of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated by the 
Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three 
candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of any appointive member shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 


The member appointed by the Mayor upon selection at large shall be 
Chairman of the Government Center Commission. Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 
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The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G, L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under G. L. Chapter 121, 
Section 26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, 
of Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chap- 
ter 418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government 
Center Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the 
name and behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the 
planning and construction thereon and the original equipping and fur- 
nishing of such new city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. 


Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
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the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1962 loans made 
to members amounted to $6,108,808.00 and a total of $52,002,644.34 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $5,769,986.41 and 
reserves of $566,114.50, with 11,716 members, 5,944 of which are borrowers. 


Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

This Department enforces the portion of the State Sanitary Code 
which relates to Human Habitation of any dwelling unit. 

It is organized with a Commissioner and an Assistant Commissioner 
whose primary mission is to supervise the Enforcement Division, and a 
Director of Inspection who supervises the Environmental Sanitation 
Inspectors. 

The Commissioner of Housing Inspecticn, shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on a board 
of health by Secticn 12 of Chapter 83, and Section 127 of Chapter 111, 
of the General Laws, by Sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 of said Chapter 
111 insofar as said Sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 apply to places of 
human habitation, and by Section 5 of said Chapter 111 insofar, but only 
insofar, as said Section 5 relates (a) to enforcing so much of the state 
sanitary code as concerns standards of fitness for places of human habita- 
tion, housing and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, unsewered 
areas, and (b) to adopting such public health regulations, nct inconsistent 
with the state sanitary code or other provisions of law, as in the opinion 
of the commissioner of housing inspection may be necessary to make and 
keep all places of human habitation fit for such habitation. The com- 
missioner of housing inspecticn shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the city, or 
the health commissioner cf the city, by Sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 
of Chapter 383 of the Acts of 1885, as amended, by Chapter 185 of the 
Acts of 1897, by Chapter 219 of the Acts of 1897, as amended, by Section 
128 of Chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907, as amended, and by Section 116 
or any other provision of the Boston Building Code. It shall further be 
the duty of the commissioner of housing inspection: (1) to receive all 
complaints of violations, in cr about places of human habitation, of any 
and all statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted for the preserva- 
tion of health or safety in or about places of human habitation; (2) to refer 
in writing to the building commissioner or the fire commissioner, as the 
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case may be, for investigation and prcesecution all complaints of violations 
of the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code and to 
maintain written contact with said eccmmissioners with respect thereto; 
and (3) to inspect places of human habitaticn and enforce therein the 
provisions of law specified in the preceding sentences of this section and 
all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted for the preser- 
vation of health in or about such places. It shall remain the duty and 
responsibility of the building and fire commissioners, respectively, to 
enforce compliance with the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code. To aid them in discharging such duty but without any 
lessening of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement division of 
the housing inspection department may offer them, and they may accept 
assistance designed to unify action upon complaints received by the 
commissioner of housing inspection.

The Youth Activities Commission which replaces the Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Youth Activities Bureau consists of seven members, five of 
whom are appointed by the Mayor and one each by the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Chairman of the Youth Service Board. 

The Youth Activities Commissicn of the City of Boston is engaged in a 
delinquency prevention program which uses area worker approach with 
emphasis upon groups in high delinquency areas (detached work). 

The Youth Activities Commission has as its goal the prevention and 
control of juvenile delinquency. The staff of the Commission hopes to 
coordinate the work of all private and public agencies having a common 
interest in behavior, care, and welfare of children and youth. The staff by 
direct contact with potential delinquency situations and groups, hopes to 
guide and direct those involved into approved patterns of behavior.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed” and in ‘‘actual use,” and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’’ provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 


The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school.

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ez officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman ofthe 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., Sep- 
tember 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter}4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

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ORDINANCES OF 1965, CHAPTER 1 


CREATING A HOUSING INSPECTION DEPART= 
MENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON, AND DE= 
FINING ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-F we 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are 
hereby amended by inserting after chapter 16 the 
following chapter: 


CHAPTER 16A 
HOUSING INSPECTION DEPARTMENT 


SecTION 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Housing Inspection Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the 
Housing Inspection Board, consisting of an officer, known 
as the Commissioner of Housing Inspection, who shall 
- be chairman of the board, another officer known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Housing Inspection, and the 
building commissioner, ex officio. The commissioner of 
housing inspection and the assistant commissioner of 
housing inspection shall each be appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election 
at which a mayor is elected, and shall devote his whole 
time to the duties of his office. The commissioner of 
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housing inspection shall exclusively have the powers 
and perform the duties, of a department head with 
respect to the making of contracts and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates for the housing inspection depart- 
ment. In the event of the absence or disability of the 
commissioner of housing inspection or of vacancy in 
his office, the assistant commissioner of housing inspec- 
tion shall act as chairman of the housing inspection 
board, and shall have the powers conferred, and per- 
form the duties imposed, upon the commissioner. 


There shall be in the housing inspection department 
an inspection division, an enforcement division, and such 
other divisions, if any, as the housing inspection board 
shall from time to time adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The inspection division 
shall be under the immediate charge of the commissioner 
of housing inspection; and the enforcement division 
shall be under the immediate charge of the assistant 
commissioner of housing inspection, subject to the 
general supervision of the commissioner. 


SECTION 2. The commissioner of housing inspection, 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from time 
to time conferred or imposed on a board of health by 
section 12 of chapter 83, and section 127 of chapter 111, 
of the General Laws, by sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 
of said chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said 
sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 apply to places of human 
habitation, and by section 5 of said chapter 111 insofar, 
but only insofar, as said section 5 relates (a) to en- 
forcing so much of the state sanitary code as concerns 
standards of fitness for places of human habitation, 
housing and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, 
and requirements for the disposal of sanitary sewage in 
unsewered areas, and (b) to adopting such public health 
regulations, not inconsistent with the state sanitary 
code or other provisions of law, as in the opinion of the 
commissioner of housing inspection may be necessary to 
make and keep all places of human habitation fit for 
such habitation. The commissioner of housing inspec- 
tion shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
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conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the 
city, or the health commissioner of the city, by sec- 
tions 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 of chapter 382 of the acts 
of 1885, as amended, by chapter 185 of the acts of 
1897, by chapter 219 of the acts of 1897, as amended, 
by section 128 of chapter 550 of the acts of 1907, as 
amended, and by section 116 or any other provision of 
the Boston Building Code. It shall further be the duty 
of the commissioner of housing inspection: (1) to re- 
ceive all complaints of violations, in or about places of 
human habitation, of any and all statutes, ordinances, 
rules and regulations enacted for the preservation of 
health or safety in or about places of human habitation; 
(2) to refer in writing to the building commissioner or 
the fire commissioner, as the case may be, for investiga- 
tion and prosecution all complaints of violations of the 
Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention 
Code and to maintain written contact with said commis- 
sloners with respect thereto; and (38) to inspect places 
of human habitation and enforce therein the provisions 
of law specified in the preceding sentences of this sec- 
tion and all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions enacted for the preservation of health in or about 
such places. It shall remain the duty and responsi- 
bility of the building and fire commissioners, respec- 
tively, to enforce compliance with the Boston Building 
Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code. To aid 
them in discharging such duty but without any lessening 
of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement 
division of the housing inspection department may offer 
them, and they may accept assistance designed to unify 
action upon complaints received by the commissioner of 
housing inspection. 


SecTion 2. The first paragraph of section 5 of chap- 
ter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, as amended, 
is hereby further amended by inserting after clause (11) 
the following clause :— 


(11A) The commissioner of housing inspection, thir- 
teen thousand five hundred dollars; and the assistant 
commissioner of housing inspection, eleven thousand 
five hundred dollars. 
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SrecTION 3. The powers and duties of the health com- 
missioner under sections 138, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 of 
chapter 382 of the acts of 1885, as amended, under 
chapter 185 of the acts of 1897, under chapter 219 of 
the acts of 1897, as amended, under section 128 of 
chapter 550 of the acts of 1907, as amended, under 
section 116 and any other provision of the Boston Build- 
ing Code, under section 12 of chapter 83, and section 127 
of chapter 111, of the General Laws, under sections 122, 
123, 124 and 125 of said chapter 111 insofar, but only 
insofar, as said sections 122, 128, 124 and 125 apply to 
places of human habitation, and under section 5 of said 
chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said section 5 
relates (a) to enforcing so much of the state sanitary 
code as concerns standards of fitness for places of 
human habitation, housing and sanitation standards 
for farm labor camps, and requirements for the disposal 
of sanitary sewage in unsewered areas, and (b) to adopt- 
ing such public health regulations, not inconsistent with 
the state sanitary code or other provisions of law, as in 
the opinion of the commissioner of housing inspection 
may be necessary to make and keep all places of human 
habitation fit for such habitation, are, together with all 
appropriations relating to all such powers and duties, 
hereby transferred to the commissioner of housing 
inspection; and the bureau of general sanitation in the 
environmental sanitation section of the health division 
of the health department is hereby abolished. 


Section 4. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of 
either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon each reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as 
if such abolition had not taken place. As used in this 
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section, the term ‘“‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined 
in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 


SEecTION 5. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be reduced in rank or compensation or be without an 
office or position with identical status and title without 
impairment or interruption of civil service rights.

CONCERNING THE FEE TO BE CHARGED FOR SEAL= 
ING A WEIGHT OR MEASURE 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-Five 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SecTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clause (357) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :— 

(357) Weights and Measures, Sealing of. The fee for 
the sealing of a weight or measure under sections 41 to 
53, inclusive, or any of them, of chapter 98 of the General 
Laws shall be :— 

(a) In the case of a machine or other mechanical 
device used for determining linear or area measurement, 
$1.00; and 

(b) In the case of a liquid capacity measure (other 
than a vehicle tank) with a measuring capacity of more 
than one gallon or a measure on a pump, 25¢; and 

(c) In the case of a liquid measuring meter (other 
than a water meter) having an inlet pipe with a diameter 
of one inch or less, $2.00; and in the case of such a meter 
having an inlet pipe with a diameter of more than one 
inch but not more than four inches, $5.00; and in the 
case of such a meter having an inlet pipe with a diameter 
of more than four inches, $10.00; and 
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(d) In the case of milk and cream bottles and jars, 
$2.00 a gross; and 

(e) In the case of a scale or balance with a weighing 
capacity of less than 10 pounds, $1.00; and in the case of 
a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 10 pounds 
or more but less than 100 pounds, $2.00; and in the case 
of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 100 
pounds or more but less than 5,000 pounds, $5.00; and in 
the case of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 
5,000 pounds or more but less than 10,000 pounds, 
$10.00; and in the case of a scale or balance with a 
weighing capacity of 10,000 pounds or more, $25.00; 
and 

(f) In the case of a taximeter or measuring device 
upon a vehicle to determine the cost of transportation, 
$2.00; and 

(g) In the case of a vehicle tank used in the sale of 
a commodity by liquid measure and having a single 
compartment, and in the case of each compartment of a 
vehicle tank so used having two or more compartments, a 
primary fee of $1.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for 
each 100 gallons, or fraction thereof, of capacity; and 


(h) In the case of a weight or any other measure, 10¢. 


Section 2. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary, this ordi- 
nance shall be published by the action of the city council 
in passing the same.

SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clauses (149) and (150), as amended by chapter 3 of 
the Ordinances of 1962, and inserting in place thereof 
the following clauses :— 


(149) Golf Course, Franklin Park. The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission 
permitting the licensee to use throughout the year for 
which it is given the Franklin Park golf course for the 
playing of golf shall be, in the case of a person resident 
in the city, $50.00 and, in the case of any other person, 
$100.00; provided that such a license shall be issued 
without charge to any person seventy-five years of 
age or over holding such a license in each of the five 
years immediately preceding the year in which he 
attains age seventy-five. The fee for the use of such 
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golf course for the playing of golf by a person without 
such a license shall be, on a Saturday, Sunday or legal 
holiday, $2.50 in the case of a person resident in the 
city and $3.50 in the case of any other person and, 
on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or legal 
holiday, $2.00 in the case of a person resident in the 
city and $2.50 in the case of any other person; provided, 
that the fee for such use of such golf course by any 
person commencing to play after 5:00 P.M. on any 
day other than a Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday 
shall be $1.50. The charge to be paid to the parks and 
recreation department for the use of a turkish towel 
furnished by said department at said golf course shall 
be 15¢. 

(150) Golf Course, George Wright. The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission 
permitting the licensee to use throughout the year 
for which it is given the George Wright golf course 
for the playing of golf shall be, in the case of a person 
resident in the city, $75.00 and, in the case of any other 
person, $150.00, and in addition thereto in each case a 
locker fee of $5.00; provided that such a license shall 
be issued without charge to any person seventy-five 
years of age or over holding such a license in each of 
the five years immediately preceding the year in which 
he attains age seventy-five. The fee for the use of 
such golf course for the playing of golf by a person 
without such a license shall be, on a Saturday, Sunday 
or legal holiday, $3.00 in the case of a person resident 
in the city and $6.00 in the case of any other person 
and, on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or 
legal holiday, $2.50 in the case of a person resident 
in the city and $3.00 in the case of any other person. 
The charge to be paid to the parks and recreation 
department for the use of a turkish towel furnished 
by said department at said golf course shall be 15¢. 
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SECTION 2. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary 
notwithstanding, this ordinance shall be published by 
the action of the city council in passing the same.

His Excellency, the Governor, your Honor, Mayor 
Collins, Mr. Chairman, Reverend Clergy, Distin- 
guished Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Before delivering my scheduled address under the 
title ‘‘ The Challenge of Independence Day’’ may I be 
granted the privilege of a personal word on this glorious 
OCCASLON. 


I want to say something about the New Boston 
which stands at the threshold of a great destiny. Asa 
lad in the grammar school I won the first prize in a con- 
test based on the four B’s, Bigger, Better, Busier 
Boston, for which I recewed the magnificent sum of $25 
from the then Mayor John F. Fitzgerald. 


In my lifetime I am watching the dream come true. 
A new epoch began when Mayor Collins became our 
chief executive six years ago. He has infused our city 
with new ideas, new spirit, new thinking, new goals, 
and new determination to make Boston a new city to 
meet the needs of the new times. As a first-rate ad- 
ministrator Mayor Collins has become a symbol of 
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humane constructive creativeness. He has come for- 
ward with dynamic policies for our city’s development 
which have captured the enthusiasm and energies of 
forward-looking Americans everywhere. 


His spark of dynamism has aroused nationwide 
attention. We are more than pleased to note the fre- 
quency with which New Boston is being praised by 
visitors and newcomers to our city. It is a source of 
exquisite delight and boundless satisfaction to us to be 
assured that the achievements of our Mayor have en- 
kindled such enthusiasm and engendered such con- 
fidence in other sections of the country as to inspire 
them to register a higher degree of progress. 


I want to salute our distinguished Mayor for making 
wt possible for New Boston to attain this exalted posi- 
tion among the cities of our nation. We should not 
forget the infinite pains, the agonizing struggles, the 
unending experiments, and the fervent prayers that 
have dug the furrows, fertilized the soil, and planted 
the seed of our present harvest, which is the beginning 
of greater things yet to come. 


The proven competence of our Mayor, his impeccable 
integrity, the high order and the quality and the quantity 
of the accomplishments by his administration, the 
courage and poise with which he meets important 
problems, and his avoidance of demagogic self-exploi- 
tation have made him a good Mayor, an excellent 
Mayor, a Mayor with a very real concern for the social 
welfare of his city, a Mayor who unceasingly insists 
that the people’s money, which pays for the municipal 
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government, be spent scrupulously and prudently. The 
people who love New Boston know that their municipal 
government is honest, intelligent, and forward-looking. 
It is a pleasure to take note on this great day of the 
quality of Mayor Collins’s administration and the 
character of our chief executive. Our commumity has 
been enriched by his leadership. 


I have been in public life and in education for a 
third of a century, serving under ten Governors and six 
Presidents. I have known many great personalities 
in public life. None, however, has impressed me as 
deeply as has Mayor Collins, because he is endowed 
in a remarkable degree with the rare qualities of bound- 
less energy and gracious self-effacement. 


It is a privilege to pay tribute to one to whom the 
performance of duty is not merely a task, but a social 
obligation, social responsibility; not merely a phrase, 
but a creed; and sympathy not merely an attitude of 
mind, but a motive to action. 


Modest, sensitive, and retiring, he has nonetheless 
been a mighty warrior for his convictions. With keen 
acumen and disinterested purpose, with untiring in- 
dustry and enlightened outlook, he has dedicated himself 
to make Boston a No. 1 city in the nation. I can close 
this tribute in no better fashion than with an appro- 
priate quotation from the Talmud: 


“When God endows a man with unusual attributes 
of mind and heart, he becomes the elect of God. And 
when a man uses those talents for the welfare of the 
people, he becomes the servant of God.”’ 
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Standing in this sacred shrine of American liberty, 
consecrated by the blood and sacrifices of some of 
America’s noblest personalities, my first impulse is to 
offer a prayer of thanksgiving and gratitude for the 
greatest privilege that can come to any human being— 
that is, to be a citizen of the United States! The tide 
of fortune and favor that has carried America to a 
position of unparalleled progress is underscored by the 
anniversary we commemorate today, which perma- 
nently changed the lives of every man and woman of 
the 48,000,000 political and religious refugees who 
have settled here since the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was adopted, as well as the millions born here, 
who enjoy the inestimable blessings of religious and 
civic freedom, free speech and a free press, higher 
standards of education and living, a tradition of fair 
play, fellowship, and peace. 


I am deeply grateful for this signal honor which 
Mayor Collins has conferred upon me. Since 1783, 
when these exercises were inaugurated, there has been 
a long line of distinguished predecessors who have 
stood in the same place that I occupy today—men and 
women who have rendered service in every field of 
human endeavor. I feel particularly proud when I 
recall that one of the men among those who delivered 
the oration was the late Mr. Justice Louis D. Brandeis, 
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my mentor and friend. His warm and affectionate 
friendship was the most enduring and most stimulating 
influence in my life. He was properly acclaimed as the 
most significant man on the American scene since 
Abraham Lincoln. His was one of the great and lucid 
minds of our times. Justice, mercy, and humility are 
descriptive of his life. One feels that his ‘“‘soul goes 
marching on” in those devoted to the cultivation of 
these qualities. He believed in the finest traditions of 
our democracy and he tirelessly kept his talents at 
work in support of those traditions. 


Democracy is the choicest treasure of our civiliza- 
tion. It is well for us to recall on this day that it was a 
resolute, confident spirit that brought this nation into 
being when timid souls were fearful to act. It empha- 
sizes the rights of man. We of this generation are 
challenged to show a single-hearted support of Ameri- 
can institutions and faith in the basic principles that 
made America what it is—freedom, individual initia- 
tive, moral integrity, and hard work. This generation 
should regard it as a high privilege and special obliga- 
tion to consider themselves as trustees and guardians 
of the ideals and principles embodied in the Declara- 
tion of Independence. To lack faith in America’s 
destiny and future is to betray the courage and confi- 
dence of the founding fathers. There is no room here 
for prophets of doom who preach doctrines of despair. 
America must get rid of her fear complexities. Fear 
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paralyzes; confidence encourages. Confidence in 
America’s destiny is the new gospel that should be 
preached. There must be an offsetting of the impres- 
sion that America has no use for the energies and 
talents of its youth. We must utilize and safeguard 
the adventurous strivings and individuality of youth. 
For in education, in religion, in medicine, in music, in 
fine arts, in moral crusading, in philanthropy, in public 
service, in science, in law, and in every walk of life the 
youth of America must continue to bring blessings to 
the altar of humanity. The very life-spirit of American 
democracy is progress. It must not be abandoned. 


Two of the greatest events which have happened 
since the creation of the world are the discovery of 
this continent by Columbus and the establishment of 
the United States of America 189 years ago. 


If we are to preserve democracy in America we 
must dramatize its virtues. Every American home 
must become a true arsenal of democracy. It is 
well we should know of our heritage of democratic 
liberalism at a time when that heritage is challenged 
from within and assailed from without. 


In America there are now fifty state boundary lines 
any American citizen can cross without interruption, 
without fear. No bristling bayonets, no suspicious 
sentries, no passport inspection every hour when you 
travel abroad. Our neighbors to the North and South 
have no forts. 
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America is the world’s schoolmaster in the noble art 
of helping others. The fine tradition of American 
humanitarianism has made philanthropy one of our 
leading industries. 


There are many supremely important facts of the 
American way of life that stand out as significant to 
thoughtful citizens that should be imparted and in- 
terpreted to all classes of our citizens till the youngest 
student in the kindergarten up to the graduate of the 
university shall be convinced of the greatness and 
glory of our country. 


First, ours is the oldest government in the world. 
With a continuous and unbroken history of political 
institutions functioning as the founders established 
them under the Federal Constitution, a little under 189 
years ago, our government exhibits an unequalled 
record of achievement. The wisdom and courage and 
faith of the leaders, endorsed and adopted by the people 
in each successive era, have brought results which no 
other government can show. The United States of 
America is often regarded as the infant among the 
nations of the earth, but this erroneous judgment is 
due to the comparatively recent discovery of the North 
American Continent. Our territory is new, but our 
government established upon this virgin soil is older 
than other governments founded upon territory that 
men have known for a much longer time. England, 
France, Italy, Germany, Japan, and other govern- 
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ments have made changes all the way from absolute 
monarchies to constituted democracies, and in some of 
them several changes have ensued while the United 
States of America was operating under one form of 
law. And what is most noteworthy is the fact that all 
the changes taking place in other governments show a 
constant and impressive approximation to our own 
form of government, which is the highest tribute that 
can be paid to our country. 


Secondly, measured by all the economic, industrial, 
and political standards that men have formulated, and 
taking into consideration all the qualities of personality, 
freedom, initiative, human welfare, etc., it cannot be 
denied that the average individual, the common man, 
the vast majority of us attain a larger measure of 
life’s rewards and God’s richest blessings right here in 
America than any other group on earth enjoys. We 
have many faults to our discredit; we must improve 
in many ways, in which we are not different from all 
groups of human beings to be found anywhere on— 
earth; but it is true, nevertheless, that our system of 
government does assure us the best things in life in 
larger measure and in finer quality than other peoples 
know. Even in our defects and in our imperfect use of 
our powers and blessings, we can appreciate the great- 
ness of our form of government, because we realize 
that we have only ourselves as individual citizens to 
blame if we elect misrepresentative men to office and 
tolerate good-naturedly corruption in business matters. 
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Thirdly, the prospects of American progress are most 
captivating to our imagination and promising of cer- 
tain achievement. We do not need to dethrone any 
monarch, we do not have to start a revolution, we do 
not expect to change organic law, we see no use to fight 
against dynastic or racial or class traditions and cus- 
toms in order to multiply our blessings, to magnify our 
freedom, to increase our prosperity. All we have to do 
is just develop along the lines laid down for our guid- 
ance when the call of the Republic first caught the 
spirit of the founders that has not ceased to stir the 
loyalty and appreciation of all good citizens. 


Our present duty to preserve and perpetuate our 
blessings is just as vital as the duty to secure freedom 
and peace which is credited to the early American 
pioneers. They had us in mind when they gave their 
very lifeblood in order to make possible the many 
blessings which are ours. Let us prove ourselves 
worthy of the great privileges which are bestowed upon 
us. Let us help to make history by joining the army 
composed of men and women whose aim is to make 
this a better and nobler nation. 


Democracy has not failed in America. We are build- 
ing a finer and more just society along democratic 
lines. The American people are bearers and exponents 
of a type of democratic civilization which is above race, 
color, or creed, and yet contains them all. America is 
God’s field of experimentation. With all our de- 
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ficiencies and imperfections, trials and tribulations, this 
is still the finest garden of humanity. America is 
seeking to fashion a world where men and women, 
though different in origin, diverse in outlook, can live 
and labor together in peace and in security. Our in- 
terests are gradually shifting from property to people. 
They find expression in definite demands such as social 
security, old age pensions, unemployment insurance, 
business cooperation to forestall panics. These move- 
ments to conquer injustice and insecurity for all the 
American people are gradually becoming accepted aims 
of American business life and governmental policy. 


We of this generation are challenged to carry out 
America’s noble plan as expressed in lofty ethical and 
spiritual concepts. Our Constitution is a document 
written by men divinely inspired. The injustices in 
our system are being corrected within the framework 
of our Constitution, which is broad enough and flexible 
enough to solve any human problem and to really 
make it possible for every American to enjoy life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 


For many Americans Independence Day comes and 
goes without striking deep enough its roots in the 
minds and hearts of our citizens to make it the memo- 
rable anniversary it deserves to be. We need now 
more than ever a very deep faith and conviction in the 
democratic way of life. It is time for us to catch the 
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spirit of America, yes, the spirit of its past, of its des- 
tiny, together with the spirit of its culture, its psy- 
chology, and its philosophy. 


Too often we talk by the mile about the American 
way of life and act by the inch. Little do we realize the 
brevity of the great concepts which are dedicated to 
bring out the best in man instead of the beast in man. 
The Declaration of Independence admonishes people 
to work for the welfare of man instead of warfare on 
man. ‘he American creed stands for the consecration 
and dignity of man instead of the extermination and 
elimination of man. 


The Declaration of Independence has 1,458 words, 
including the signatories, and can be read in ten 
minutes. The Constitution contains only 4,548 words. 
This includes the signatories to the Constitution. The 
Amendments have 2,214 words that can be read in 
fifteen minutes. Washington’s Farewell Address has 
7,651 words and can be read in forty-five minutes. 
The story of the creation of the world is told in Genesis 
in 400 words. ‘The world’s greatest moral code—the 
Ten Commandments—contains only 297 words. Lin- 
coln’s immortal Gettysburg Address is but 266 words 
in length. Lincoln first told the story of his life in 
forty-seven words. 


There are 461 words which record the Bill of Rights 
in the Constitution of the United States. They are 
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the most important of any words having to do with 
men’s social, economic, and political organization and 
institutions. It takes a few minutes to read the Bill of 
Rights, and it needs the fullest protection by every 
American in order that they remain free and that the 
cause of freedom may not perish in this great country 


of ours. 


It is the glory of the writers of the Declaration of 
Independence that it embodies sound general principles 
in accord with the traditions and aspirations of the 
people of the United States of today—principles that 
were sound 189 years ago and are sound today. 


The defects of our democracy do not result from our 
form of government, but from our own deficiencies. 
We have the power to elect leaders who are sincere, 
efficient, and dedicated people. If we do not, we can 
blame. nobody but ourselves. 


As you know, the United States dates its existence 
as an independent people from July 4, 1776. A war 
had to be fought and won before the newborn nation 
could function. At a time when human liberties were 
at stake, the early pioneers were willing to give their 
very lives not for the acquisition of territory, not be- 
cause they had a passion for power or a lust for gold, 
but to acquire for all independence, liberty, freedom! 
In signing the birth certificate of this nation, our fore- 
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fathers pledged ‘“‘their lives, their fortunes and their 
sacred honor”’ to these goals. 


Since our first Fourth of July, we have grown from 
less than 4,000,000 to 192,000,000. In science, industry, 
transportation, and settlement territory, viewed retro- 
spectively, our progress has been phenomenal. But 
all that we have gained, through education, discovery, 
invention, organization, and wealth, cannot compare 
with or compensate for one single quality of the pioneer 
period. ‘Those who lived then had the wisdom to 
understand that devotion to public affairs must be 
paramount. 


The kind of a world they wanted to build is described 
in the Declaration of Independence. If carried out, it 
would insure a world of freedom and justice under law. 
More important today than better roads, better schools, 
better politicians, are better men and women. 


This is a day to reimpress upon ourselves the reasons 
why this government exists, to secure the blessings of 
liberty for all Americans, and to promote the general 
welfare at home and abroad. It is a day that should 
strengthen every citizen’s determination to uphold the 
standards of the founders of this nation. It is a day 
to unite all men and women in the firm resolve to let 
no irrational prejudices against creed or color imperil 
America’s equality and freedom. It is a day of na- 
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tional rejoicing for blessings won and blessings yet to 
be bestowed. 


Independence gives no one the right to reckless self- 
indulgence. It asserts the rights of others as well as 
our own. We must obey the laws to this end and con- 
tinue to develop and perfect law until equality is fully 
secured. 


An illuminating phrase in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is not without its bearing upon our national 
and world situation today. It was out of a ‘‘decent 
respect to the opinions of mankind” that the framers 
of the Declaration made a public statement of their 
intentions, their principles, and the causes that im- 
pelled them to such action. The wave of the future 
lies right here in the United States of America. 


In our own time President Johnson has demonstrated 
what he thinks is basic to the development of the Great 
Society which began 189 years ago and to which so 
many other Presidents, through our existence, have 
contributed. 


By placing all the force and power of the Presidency 
behind the passage of the Civil Rights Bill of 1964, 
President Johnson clearly served notice, as did our 
beloved President Kennedy who conceived this legis- 
lation, that there can be no Great Society unless there 
is equal opportunity for all our citizens — equal oppor- 
tunity to vote, to work, to be educated, to hold one’s 
human dignity. 
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By liberalizing federal aid to higher education the 
President has indicated that everyone’s intellectual 
gifts and talents are at once both personal and national 
resources which must be cultivated to the fullest. 


By initiating an anti-poverty program he struck at 
the despair and degradation which are the constant lot 
of the poor and which, if allowed to continue, would 
make a mockery of independence. 


The heart of democracy is our schools. Education 
is the trunk of the tree which nourishes all branches of 
American life. Because of my deep personal and 
official interest in the field of education, I should like 
to dwell on this subject, so deeply related to inde- 
pendence, fora moment. I do not mean the technical 
aspects of education. I mean education in its broadest 
sense — the process of widening our vision and our 
whole manner of thought and living. 


This kind of education has become the great chal- 
lenge for our times. It is a challenge which comes from 
the very nature of the world we now live in, and from 
the dangerous factors which threaten that world. 


So often has it been said that a new age, an atomic 
age, is upon us, that the awful significance of the state- 
ment has already become blurred. I am afraid that 
people generally are beginning to take the coming of 
the atomic age as something almost commonplace, 
which need not concern them too much in their daily 
lives. 
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And yet it is a fact which all of us should keep re- 
peating to ourselves — with thoughtful appraisal of 
just what it can mean in terms of terror and destruction. 


I do not propose to paint a picture of what the atom 
bomb implies in the complete destruction of cities and 
nations — and ultimately the possible end of civili- 
zation itself. But this new situation gives rise to facts 
which we must face. 


First, we have no monopoly on this destructive force. 


Second, no responsible scientist or man of arms has 
been willing unqualifiedly to assert that there is any 
reliable or complete defense which we or anyone else 
could use against atomic or hydrogen bombs. 


Third, the only possible solution to this mortal 
danger is that in some way the nations of the world, 
working together, will jointly control this great power. 


Into the hands of fallible man fate has placed this 
terrible and yet possibly constructive source of energy. 
Can human beings respond properly to this challenge 
and responsibility? 


Because I trust the Lord and respect my fellow man, 
because I have deep faith in man’s ability to use and 
meet new crises, I say that we can. We can, if we are 
willing to devote to it our full thought and energy, our 
understanding of the view and needs of other peoples 
and the ingenuity with which our founding fathers 
responded to the problems of their times. 
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This awesome invention will destroy mankind only 
if man is stupid and complacent — only if he refuses 
to exercise the intelligence with which his creator 
endowed him. 


This means that we must begin afresh to rethink 
America’s place and destiny in this constantly chang- 
ing and dangerous world. 


As former President Truman said in his message on 
atomic energy to the Congress: 


“In international relations, as in domestic affairs, 
the release of atomic energy constitutes a new force too 
revolutionary to consider in the framework of old 
ideas. ‘This discovery involves forces of nature too 
dangerous to fit in any of our usual concepts.”’ 


Thus, the first task of education in the world of 
today is to lead us to an appreciation and respect for 
each other, both on the national and international 
levels. 


The last speech which President Roosevelt prepared 
just before he died—a speech never delivered—con- 
tained this farewell message of warning: ‘‘Today we 
are faced with the pre-eminent fact that, if civilization 
is to survive, we must cultivate the science of human 
relationships—the ability of all peoples, of all kinds, to 
live together and work together, in the same world, at 
peace. ”’ 
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Our children can no longer make their daily pledge 
of allegiance to the flag and then stop thinking or 
learning about the complication that allegiance now 
has, not only to them, not only to their nation, but to 
the world. 


Our children and we ourselves must feel in our bones 
the interrelation of all mankind, no matter where one 
lives or worships or what the color of his skin may be. 
We all must understand that fundamentally all people 
have the same aspirations for peace, security, and 
accomplishment for themselves and their children. 


Now, unfortunately, we must honestly admit that we 
have not yet succeeded in achieving this outlook in 
our local community or in the United States. As we 
measure the amount of racial and religious intolerance, 
the sectional jealousies and hatreds, the class and 
group rivalries, we realize how ineffectual American 
education has been, in the broad manner in which I 
examine it, even after almost two centuries of effort. 


But great as the stakes have been in the past, they 
are immeasurably greater now. Now life itself is in 
peril. Education, in the civilizing sense, must now 
become our major preoccupation. In this, we dare not 
fail. 


‘Civilization,’’? H. G. Wells once said, “is a race 
between education and catastrophe.” I’d like to re- 
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phrase it and say, ‘‘ Civilization is a race between under- 
standing and catastrophe.’’ When civilizations die 
we may be sure that there has been a tragic failure in 
the communication of ideas and hence in the under- 
standing of the people. 


If Boston is to have a healthy, alert, and law-abiding 
citizenry in the future, it must provide adequate, 
supervised recreational facilities for its youth today on a 
greater scale than ever before. 


For years I have advocated the utilization of school 
buildings after school hours in order to stem the ever- 
rising tide of juvenile delinquency. Our public school 
buildings and facilities, representing millions of dollars 
of capital investment, could, with a small expenditure 
of money, be placed at the service of our boys and girls 
after school hours as recreation centers, so that they 
may be engaged in supervised play and thereby be 
kept off the streets. This will inevitably result in a 
diminution of our problem of juvenile delinquency. 
It is during the leisure time provided after school hours 
that the boy seeks association with the street gang and 
is ultimately led into petty escapades which end in the 
Juvenile Court. This is particularly true of boys from 
underprivileged homes. Our boys require more facili- 
ties for recreation and play. We need more supervised 
playgrounds, and will do much to keep children in safe 
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surroundings, away from the temptations and dangers 
of the streets. The effect of reducing juvenile delin- 
quency may be well worth the extra effort and expense 
for lighting, heating, and entertainment that may be 
incurred. 


The hope of America lies in the creation in every 
generation of a peaceful army of enlightened, chari- 
table, patriotic, honorable, spiritual, and courageous 
citizens, who will place American principles and ideals 
above selfish interests and think more of the well-being 
of the entire nation than their personal interests. 


American schools are failing to educate our future 
citizens in the use of constantly growing leisure. The 
profitable use of leisure time is a pressing problem. 
The effect of unwisely used leisure is indicated by the 
widely published assertions that delinquency, crime, 
drug addiction, and insanity have increased alarmingly 
in recent years. Yet very little consideration is being 
given to one cause that perhaps is among the most 
fundamental—undigested leisure time. The com- 
munity has a moral and civic responsibility to promote 
the welfare of its citizens, not only in the safeguarding 
of life, preserving of health, promoting of education, 
but also in providing opportunities for the fine art of 
living. The physical, moral, and spiritual powers of 
our citizens must be guided and directed by high aims. 
If the same power is misguided and uncontrolled, un- 
directed and unattached, it becomes not only wasteful 
but even dangerous to society. 
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May I suggest a ten-point program which I believe 
will help us meet this challenge which we face so 
squarely on this Independence Day. 


1. The creation of a Federal Department of 
Education to be headed by a secretary of cabinet 
rank, under the general control of a policy-making 
National Board of Education. It will establish 
national educational standards, so that performance 
of students and teachers throughout the United 
States can be adequately judged. It will enhance 
the prestige of education. 


2. Establishment of courses and chairs in de- 
mocracy in every school, public and private, as well 
as colleges, to foster an appreciation of our national 
ideals, and the dangers that threaten them. Ad- 
dresses, discussions, patriotic plays, and pageants 
should be featured. Every student should be con- 
versant with the story of the great Americans and 
the part they have played in the building of the 
world’s greatest democracy. Every American should 
have more information concerning the achievements, 
failures, possibilities, and principles of these United 
States. I want to reiterate I know of no better mode 
of instruction and inspiration than discussion of the 
lives of the great men and women who helped to 
build this great nation. Most of them came from 
the ranks of the common people and struggled all 
their lives, but they helped to build the enduring 
mansions of American civilization. 
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3. We need a large network of neighborhood 
public forums and study groups in every school dis- 
trict aS a prime requisite to develop the thought 
processes of our citizens so that they may protect, 
with argument and reason, the democratic institu- 
tions from the menace of demagogues. 


4. Newspapers are almost as important as text- 
books in giving our youth a liberal education in 
Americanism. A thoughtful and faithful reading of 
the foreign news will develop in our youth a finer 
grade of patriotism, intelligence, and interest to 
build a better and finer nation. 


5. It is not enough to have a philosophy of de- 
mocracy. True democracy leads to action. In order 
that American democracy may conquer ignorance, 
injustice, and insecurity, there must be an all-out 
war on poverty. We should prove to the world that 
under our system this land of plenty can provide the 
essentials in food and shelter for everyone. Here, 
again, not by words but by deeds, by using our 
great initiative and inventive genius to find new 
ways to provide a decent living standard for all. 
We must help check the greatest threat to democracy 
on the home front, inflation, which threatens the 
safety, the security, the tranquility, the progress, 
the peace of mind of all Americans and every home 
in America. | 

6. On this twentieth anniversary of the United 


Nations, which I am proud to say I had some small 
part in shaping as an observer at the original San 
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Francisco meeting, we are all poignantly reminded 
that we live in a world at war. We must strengthen 
this instrumentality, conceived from the sacrifices 
of those who fell in World War II, toward the end 
that it becomes enabled to bring the world to peace, 
lest growing Vietnams embroil us in a holocaust 
which will doom man. We must find a mode of 
living with our neighbors in peace — to know each 
other, trust each other, and move toward common 
ideals. . . . The substitution of the council 
table for the battlefield. . . . We must main- 
tain the armed strength that compels respect for 
peaceful intent. 


7. Not only through the United Nations, but on 
every diplomatic level available to us, we must seek 
peace with the same diligence, foresight, and work 
that built this land. 


8. Earlier, I alluded to the new world which 
atomic power had brought into being. Its sheer 
potential for terror and destruction impels us to seek 
every means possible to encourage and facilitate 
world-wide disarmament of this dreadful weapon 
and all others. 


9. Surrounded by the budding ‘‘New Boston,’ 
in a physical sense, we must devote ourselves to 
removing all vestiges of racial intolerance and racial 
imbalance from our schools, our employment pic- 
ture, and our neighborhoods. We must be willing 
to sacrifice to reach this goal. We again have the 
opportunity that our forefathers had in showing the 
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way to America—the conquering of new human 
frontiers. 


10. To achieve the foregoing, leadership is what 
America needs most at this crucial period. We need 
wise leaders who are truly devoted to the American 
way of life. When I speak of leaders, I don’t mean 
only those elected to office. I refer to every citizen 
who has the vision to see his stake and that of his 
children and neighbors in the realization of the 
America of the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution. 


The greatness of democracy does not lie in the 
physical, scientific, mechanical, or material realms, 
but in the development of a citizenship devoted to the 
highest moral and spiritual values. These values are 
now being challenged at home as well as on foreign 
shores. 


The survival and growth of the democratic ideal 
depends upon the ability and willingness of the in- 
dividual to meet the problems of the present and 
future. If the people of these United States would but 
retrace their steps to the sources of their political 
birth and would accept and apply the fundamental 
truths pronounced in our great founding documents, 
the solution to our social, economic, and _ political 
problems could be attained. 


Independence Day reminds us that liberty is a 
blessing not won overnight. It calls for unceasing 
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watchfulness and the willingness to work for its 
achievement. It has taken on an added aura in the 
twentieth century of not only the expression of human 
rights but the right to human dignity through the 
essentials of equal opportunity, decent shelter, freedom 
from hunger, and full individual development. The 
word should again go forth from Boston, the New 
Boston, that this is the fresh challenge of Independence 
Day 1965. 


Eleven years from now—to be exact on July 4, 1976— 
we shall commemorate the bicentennial of the birth 
of the United States. Let us rededicate ourselves 
to help build a finer and better nation and to rein- 
carnate the spirit of our founding fathers whose slogan 
was: 


To serve our God, our country and our fellowmen 
is to really live; to deny those ideals 1s to die.

RELATIVE TO THE NUMBER OF CONSTABLES 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON AUTHORIZED 
TO SERVE CIVIL PROCESS

The second paragraph of section 2 of chapter 2 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by 
striking out the second sentence and inserting in place 
thereof the following sentence :— 


The number of constables authorized to serve civil 
process upon filing bond shall be limited to one hundred 
and seventy-five; provided, that no person appointed 
such a constable while holding an office or position in 
the housing inspection department shall, so long as he 
holds such an office or position, be included in com- 
puting for the purpose of such limitation the number 
of such constables.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the requirements of Chapter 3, 
Section 24 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the City of Boston Audi- 
torium Commission for the year ending December 31, 
1964. 

Due to ill health, Mr. William D. Ireland resigned as 
Chairman and as a member of the Commission and 
General James McCormack was appointed a member to 
fill the unexpired term. On May 14, 1964, Mr. Robert 
C. Nordblom was voted Chairman. Other members of 
the Commission are Frank R. Kelley, William H. Ohren- 
berger and Donald B. Stanbro. This Commission 
serves without compensation and held fifty-two publicly 
advertised meetings in 1964. 

Mr. George Laing was retained as Consultant to the 
Commission and has since been named Manager of the 
War Memorial Auditorium.

Construction of the Auditorium has proceeded to the 
point where the offices of the Commission, on Decem- 
ber 1, 1964, officially moved from 44 School Street, 
Boston to the offices in the Auditorium. 

A Dedication Committee was set up by His Honor 
the Mayor with Mr. Eli Goldston, President of the 
Eastern Gas & Fuel Company, as the Chairman. Sev- 
eral meetings have been held by this Committee to dis- 
cuss the dedication program of the Auditorium. Dedi- 
cation of the building will be held the week of Febru- 
ary 22, 1965. 

Contracts have been awarded for the purchase of 
4,000 portable seats and 1,836 permanent balcony seats 
and for portable risers for the Auditorium. 

The Boston Opera Association made a final payment 
in the amount of $64,848.62 to the City of Boston, 
which money is to be used to provide the Auditorium 
with tiered seats and other equipment suitable for 
Grand Opera. 

In July of 1964, the Legislature authorized the 
Auditorium Commission to borrow an additional $900,- 
000 under Section 1B of Chapter 164 of the Acts of 
1954 as inserted by Section 2 of Chapter 516 of the Acts 
of 1964 for the purpose of constructing and originally 
equipping and furnishing the Municipal Auditorium.

DEarR Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with Chapter 3, Section 24, of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947, we submit our sixth annual 
report for the year 1964, January 1 through December 
Si. 

We are pleased to inform your Honor that on April 27, 
1964, Mr. Isidor Slotnik, Treasurer of J. Slotnik Com- 
pany, 99 Chauncy Street, Boston, was appointed to 
serve as a member of the Commission by nomination of 
the Associated General Contractors. The Commission 
was pleased to welcome him on his first meeting of April 
29, 1964. Also, on May 14, 1964, Mr. Frank W. Crimp 
was elected to serve as Vice-Chairman for the Com- 
mission. 

Thirty-eight duly authorized meetings were held in 
the Commission’s suite at One Court Street. The dates 
recorded are: January 2, 16, 22, and 29; February 12, 26; 
March 38, 4, 11, 18, and 25; April 1, 8, 15, and 29; May 7, 
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14, and 21; June 3, 10, 16, and 23; July 1; August 5, 12, 
19, and 26; September 2, 9, 14, 16, and 17; October 14 
and 21; November 4 and 18; December 2 and 18. 

During the year of 1964, there were numerous dis- 
cussions concerning the work of the Wes-Julian Con- 
struction Corporation, the contractor for Stage —1 of the 
contract dated September 12, 1963, for the new City 
Hall. As of January 21, 1964, 492 piles had been driven 
and 265 piles had been concreted. At this point, con- 
creting was delayed because of disagreements in methods 
of protection. Wes-Julian requested an extension of 
time on their contract and a second pile-driver at the 
site because of what they claimed: ‘15,000 extra feet of 
pile and the redriving of some piles.’”? The Commission, 
dissatisfied because of this matter and also due to their 
discontent with the reliability of certain piles which had 
been found to move when they should not move, de- 
cided to meet with representatives from Wes-Julian on 
February 26 to settle this matter. At the above- 
mentioned meeting, it was recommended by the Archi- 
tects and Engineers that load testing be performed. It 
was decided that the Architects and Engineers prepare a 
written report covering all aspects of their recom- 
mendation. In their report, submitted to the Com- 
mission on March 31, 1964, the following were con- 
sidered: geology of site, foundation design, pile driving, 
and investigation. 

On March 4, 1964, the Commission approved an 
amendment to the contract between Wes-Julian Con- 
struction Corporation and the Government Center Com- 
mission, dated September 12, 1963, providing ‘‘for the 
carrying out of dead load pile tests on certain sub- 
jected piles already driven and soil test borings at 
locations in immediate vicinity of piles so tested at a 
cost not to exceed $4,500.”’ 

There was a disagreement on March 25, 1964, be- 
tween the Architects and Wes-Julian concerning work 
done south of line ‘‘P” in the Tremont Street Subway. 
It was Wes-Julian’s feeling that they should receive 
extra compensation for this work, and the Architects 
claimed that the work should be done under the specifica- 
tions of the contract. Since the BRA had agreed to 
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reimburse the Commission for cost of subway demoli- 
tion, it was agreed that the Government Center Project 
Director of the BRA, Miss Maletz, should be advised 
of the situation and asked for her comments. According 
to her letter of April 16, 1964, the work under discus- 
sion was considered to be related to the Washington 
Street Tunnel. Therefore, since the BRA’s agreement 
was only to include the Adams Square facilities of the 
Tremont Street Subway, the work was not covered 
under this agreement. It was agreed on May 7 by the 
subcommittee, Messrs. Crimp and Haley, that the 
extra section of the subway be removed on a ‘‘force 
account”’ basis. The Architects and Engineers were to 
work out a ‘‘not to exceed”’ figure for a change order. 
On May 21 the Commission approved a 15-calendar-day 
extension of time for completion of work by Wes- 
Julian under our contract, dated September 12, 1963. 

Concrete Testing. On September 9, 1964, the Com- 
mission discussed at great length the matter of concrete 
and steel testing and control. It was their feeling that, 
although Herman G. Protze’s estimate was higher than 
other bids received for this work, he was more qualified 
to handle this job because of his superior talents and 
training of his personnel. As your Honor will note, on 
September 9, 1964, in regard to the above mentioned, 
the Commission requested your Honor’s approval to 
award the contract for concrete and steel testing and 
control services to Herman G. Protze for a sum not to 
exceed $70,000. On September 14, the Commission 
approved and signed the contract. It was reported on 
September 17 that Mr. Protze revised his ‘‘best esti- 
mate’? downward to $85,000. Work schedules were 
being set up at this time so that concrete work could be 
completed in twelve months, rather than eighteen, on 
which Mr. Protze based his original estimate. It was 
decided after lengthy discussions to request your 
Honor’s permission to award the contract to Herman G. 
Protze, deleting the amount of $70,000, and inserting 
in its place the amount of $85,000. 

Stage II Specifications. As the year 1963 ended, plans 
for the specifications for Stage II of the New City Hall 
were being submitted by the Architects. On January 
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29, 1964, plans for Stage IT printing bids for the specifica- 
tions were set. It was decided by the Commission to 
advertise an invitation for bids in Dodge Reports, 
Gainey’s Construction Newsletter, and the Boston news- 
papers. 

On May 14, 1964, bids were opened and read aloud 
at 12:00 noon at 1 Court Street. Due to financial 
difficulties of the Commission, the awarding of the con- 
tract to J. W. Bateson Company, Inc., for $19,925,000 
was delayed until June 26. It was agreed on May 21 to 
ask the Legislature for permission to increase by $5,000,- 
000 the bond issued originally for $20,000,000 in order 
to carry out provisions for the erection of the New 
Boston City Hall. 

As your Honor will recall, the Commission submitted 
a letter on June 25 asking for your approval of the above 
mentioned. Later that afternoon your Honor and the 
Commission members were photographed as you signed 
the letter. On June 25, 1964, the Commission awarded 
the contract for Stage II of the New Boston City Hall. 

Along with awarding the contract to J. W. Bateson, 
there were twenty subbids to award.

13. Polyester Terrazzo—Colonial Marble Company. 
14. Painting—Albert D. Howlett Company. 
15. Elevators—F. 8S. Payne Company.

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Architectural Contract. After many hours of tedious 
discussions, the Commission agreed on June 16, 1964, 
to renegotiate the architectural contract. They voted 
that the contract, dated September 19, 1962, be modified 
so that the total fee to be paid to the Architect, ex- 
clusive of changes that may hereafter be made, be based 
on the construction cost for the New Boston City Hall 
of $17,500,000 (this included $10,000 paid as competition 
prize) and, further, that payments to the Architect be 
increased 70 percent of the fee based on the sum of 
$17,500,000, plus 75 percent of $38,500 for Plaza Plans, 
and that the supervision fee during construction be in- 
creased from 1 percent to 1.5 percent. 


Clerk of the Works. On February 12, 1964, our Clerk 
of the Works, Mr. Laurence Phillips, was hospitalized, 
but returned to work on March 11. During his illness, 
Mr. Wonnocott substituted for him. It was the opinion 
of Mr. Aldrich, due to the work involved in construction 
of Stage II, that the Commission employ an assistant 
to the Clerk of the Works. Mr. Sigsbee C. Donovan 
was hired on September 2, 1964, as Clerk of the Works, 
to replace Mr. Laurence Phillips, who for health reasons 
could not continue his position. Relating to the recom- 
mendation from the Architects of hiring a supplementary 
Clerk of the Works, on October 14, 1964, Mr. Joseph D. 
Milo was hired after an extensive interview with the 
Architects and another with the Commission members. 


MBTA and BRA. There were two meetings held on 
March 3 and 4 to discuss the proposed amendment to 
the Commission’s agreement with the MBTA and BRA 
for the purchase of support easement under the New 
Boston City Hall. This amendment would change the 
basic price from $67,750 to $70,419.06 and would au- 
thorize payment for additional length of pile above 
2,000 feet. On April 1, 1964, the Commission approved 
a letter requesting that the MBTA grant the Commis- 
sion a permanent easement to support certain loads on 
piles, columns, and foundations built by the MBTA. 
On October 21, 1964, the MBTA easement was signed 
stating “. . . . that the Chairman is empowered 
to sign a grant of a permanent support easement for the 
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Boston City Hall from the MBTA to the City of Boston, 
at the locations shown on the plan annexed to said 
grant of easement. ’”’ 

Plaza Plans. On July 1, 1964, the Architects presented 
plans and data which represented the most up-to-date 
information available on the Plaza. They submitted 
a memo estimating the cost as $4,590,000, and dis- 
cussed various deletions to reduce total cost by $1,108,- 
000. On August 19, 1964, a letter was written to Mr. 
Logue of the BRA, asking him how much money will 
be available for the construction of the New Boston 
City Hall Plaza. On September 1é Mr. Logue replied 
to the Commission’s letter, stating ‘‘ . .1f the cost 
of the Plaza should exceed, $2,700, 000, the BRA will not 
be excessively concerned, since the ean can be ‘pooled’ 
over another project.’’ He also hoped that the Com- 
mission would not act ‘‘. . . . within undue budget 
limitations, to the detriment of Plaza design and 
function. ”’

ORDINANCES OF 1965, CHAPTER 7 


CONCERNING THE FEES TO BE CHARGED 
FOR WRITTEN NOTICE OF THE APPROVAL 
OR DISAPPROVAL OF THE INSTALLATION 
OR REPAIR OF ELECTRICAL WIRING OR 
FIXTURES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-five. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clause (94) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause : — 


(94) Electrical Wiring and Fixtures, Written Notice 
of Approval or Disapproval of Installation or Repair of. 
The fee of the building commissioner for giving under 
section 3L of chapter 143 of the General Laws written 
notice of his approval or disapproval of the installation 
or repair of electrical wiring or fixtures shall be a pri- 
mary fee of $1.00 and, according to the nature and 
extent of the work involved, additional fees as follows: 


(a) Service Connection. For each so-called service 
connection approved or disapproved, if, but only if, 
with an isolated generating plant, $1.00; 


(b) Main Switch. For each main switch or like 
circuit breaker approved or disapproved, $1.00 if the 
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capacity thereof does not exceed one hundred amperes, 
and if the capacity thereof exceeds one hundred amperes, 
$1.00 for each hundred amperes but in no event more 
than $20.00; 


(c) Meter Loop. For each meter loop approved or 
disapproved, $1.00; 


(d) Panel Board. For each panel board approved or 
disapproved, if, but only if, no branch circuit therefor 
approved or disapproved, $1.00; 


(e) Branch Circuct. For each branch circuit ap- 
proved or disapproved, $1.00; 


(f) Lighting Fixtures, etc. For each incandescent 
lamp rated at 500 watts or over, each arc lamp and each 
mercury vapor lamp approved or disapproved, $1.00; 
and for each other lighting fixture (other than sign 
or outline lighting) approved or disapproved, and for 
each lighting circuit switch outlet approved or dis- 
approved, and for each lighting circuit plug receptacle 
approved or disapproved, 25¢; 


(g) Signs. For each sign or outline lighting ap- 
proved or disapproved, whether fluorescent, incan- 
descent, neon or other or a combination of all or any 
thereof, $1.00 plus the amount payable under sub- 
clause (7) for each convertor included therein, plus the 
amount payable under subclause (k) for each trans- 
former connected therewith, plus $1.00 for each kilowatt 
of the aggregate capacity of the fluorescent tubes and 
incandescent lamps; 


(h) Heating Devices, etc. For each heating device 
approved or disapproved, and for each heating circuit 
plug receptacle approved or disapproved, 25¢ for each 
kilowatt of the capacity thereof except that, where the 
notice concerns the installation or repair of two or more 
of the aforesaid on the same premises at the same time 
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and for the same person, the amount payable under 
this subclause shall be 25¢ for each kilowatt of the 
aggregate capacity thereof; provided, that in no event 
shall the total amount payable under this subclause be 
less than 50¢ for each such device or receptacle; and 
provided, further, that the capacity of any such device 
or receptacle in excess of fifty kilowatts shall be ex- 
cluded in computing the amount payable under this 
subclause; 


(2) Motors, etc. For each motor approved or dis- 
approved, and for each power circuit plug receptacle 
approved or disapproved, 25¢ for each horsepower of the 
capacity thereof except that, where the notice concerns 
the installation or repair of two or more of the afore- 
said on the same premises, at the same time and for the 
same person, the amount payable under this subclause 
shall be 25¢ for each horsepower of the aggregate ca- 
pacity thereof; provided, that in no event shall the 
total amount payable under this subclause be less than 
50¢ for each motor or receptacle aforesaid; and pro- 
vided, further, that the capacity of any motor or 
receptacle aforesaid in excess of fifty horsepower shall 
be excluded in computing the amount payable under 
this subclause ; 


(7) Generators, etc. For each generator approved or 
disapproved, and for each rectifier or other battery 
charging device approved or disapproved, $2.00 if the 
capacity thereof is not more than ten kilowatts, $3.00 
if the capacity thereof is more than ten, but not more 
than twenty-five, kilowatts, $5.00 if the capacity thereof 
is more than twenty-five, but not more than fifty, 
kilowatts, and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more 
than fifty kilowatts, and in addition thereto, in each 
case, the amount payable under subclause (xk) for the 
motors thereof, if any; and 
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(k) Transformers. For each ignition, neon sign, out- 
line lighting or signalling transformer approved or dis- 
approved, 50¢; and for each other transformer approved 
or disapproved, $2.00 if the capacity thereof is not more 
than ten kilovoltamperes, $3.00 if the capacity thereof 
is more than ten, but not more than twenty-five, kilo- 
voltamperes, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is more than 
twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilovoltamperes, 
and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty 
kilovoltamperes. 

The fee of the building commissioner for giving under 
said section 3L written notice of his approval or dis- 
approval of an installation to remain in place for thirty 
days or less shall be a primary fee of $1.00 and one third 
of the additional fees otherwise fixed by subclauses 
(a) to (k), inclusive. The fee of the building commis- 
sioner for reinspecting under said section 3L, after 
alleged correction, work found on previous inspection 
to be defective shall be $2.00. 


SECTION 2. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary, this 
ordinance shall be published by the action of the city 
council in passing the same.

CONCERNING RESTRICTIONS ON PARK 
FRONTAGES ON COMMONWEALTH AVE= 
NUE 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-five 


Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 10 of Chapter 19 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, as heretofore amended by Chapter 9 
of the Ordinances of 1961 and Chapter 12 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1962, is hereby further amended by inserting 
the following new provisions at the end thereof: — 


‘‘and provided further, however, that for a distance of 
one hundred feet running westerly along Common- 
wealth avenue from the northwesterly and southwest- 
erly corners of Commonwealth avenue where it inter- 
sects with Arlington street, Berkeley street, Clarendon 
street and Dartmouth street the following provisions 
shall apply, anything hereinbefore contained in this 
section to the contrary notwithstanding: 


(1) buildings on the corners at the Arlington street in- 
tersection may be built to a height not exceeding two 
hundred and eighty-five feet to the top of the parapet 
or cornice line and buildings on the northwesterly and 
southwesterly corners at the Berkeley, Clarendon and 
Dartmouth street intersections may be built to a height 
not exceeding two hundred feet to the top of the parapet 
or cornice line; 
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(2) any building or portion of a building attached to 
or appurtenant to a building erected or altered to a 
height in excess of seventy feet on any of the afore- 
mentioned eight corners shall be built to a height not 
less than fifty feet; 


(3) steeples, towers, domes, balustrades, sculptured 
ornaments, chimneys, roofs, aerials, antennae, elevator 
and mechanical penthouses, water tanks, monitors or 
other structures normally built above the roof and not 
devoted to human occupancy shall not be included in the 
computation of height of buildings for purposes of 
subparagraphs (1) and (2) above; 


(4) the prohibition of use for mercantile purposes 
hereinbefore contained in this section shall not apply 
so as to prohibit in an apartment or apartment hotel 
building such accessory uses as newsstand, barber shop, 
dining room and similar services provided they are 
entered solely from within the building and no signs 
advertising such accessory uses shall be visible on the 
exterior of such building; 


(5) no building or structure shall hereafter be erected 
or altered on any of the aforementioned eight corners 
without prior written approval by the Boston Re- 
development Authority of the exterior design of such 
building or structure. The Authority’s review of such 
exterior design shall be concerned with such matters as 
the exterior facade, exterior materials, signs, the loca- 
tion of roof top structures described in subparagraph 
(3) above, building mass and its placement on the site, 
the relation of the building to architectural character- 
istics of Commonwealth avenue and the Back Bay, and 
adequacy of vehicular ingress and egress, if any. The 
purpose of this subparagraph (5) is to insure that new 
buildings shall, without limiting the dimensions and 
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building volume permitted herein and under applicable 
zoning regulations, be of outstanding architectural 
character and harmonious with Commonwealth avenue 
and the Back Bay area.”’
